Thecaptives, by order from Adrian, were tran{ported 
into Spain; the countrey laid wafte, which parted with her peo- 
ple and fruitfulneffe both together. Indeed pilgrims to this day 
ere and there light on parcels of rich ground in Paleftine:

his memory was excellent, yet here he forgot the old Romanes 
rule, who to prevent defolations, where they rooted out the na- 
tives, planted in colonies of their own people. And furely the 
coustrey recovered not a competencie of inhabitants for fome 
hundred years after. For though many pilgrimes came thither 
in after-ages, yet they came rather to vifitthen to dwell: and 
fuch as remained there, moft embracing fingle lives , were no 
breeders for pofterity. If any fay that Adrian did wilfully neg- 
le& this land, and proftitute it to ruine for the rebellion of the 
people; yet all account it {mall policie in him , in punifhing the 
Jewsto hurt his own empire, and by this vaftation to leave fair 
and clear footing for forrein enemies to faften on this countrey, 
and from thence to invade the neighbouring dominions: as after 
the Perfians and Saracens eafily overran and difpeopled Pale- 
{tines and no wonder if a thin medow were quickly mown. 
But to return to the Jews; Such ftragelers of them, not confide- 
rable in number, as efcaped this banifhment into Spain (for few 
hands reap fo clean as to leave no gleanings ) were forbidden to 
enter into Jerufalem , or fo muchas to behold it from any rife 
or advantage of ground. * Yet they obtained of the after-Em- 


perours, oncea yeare (namely onthe tenth of Auguft, whereon, 


their citie was taken) to go in and bewail the deftruction of their 
temple and people,bargainiag with the fouldiers who waited on 
them, to give fo much for fo long abiding there; and if they ex- 
ceeded the time they conditioned for, they muft ftretch their 
purfesto 2 higher rate: So that(as S.Hierome noteth) they who 
bought Chrifts bloud, were then glad to buy their own tears.

‘Hus the main bodie of the Jews was brought into Spain, and 

yet they ftretched their out-limbes into every countrey : fo 
that ic was as hardto find a populous citie without a common 
fink, as without a company of Jews. They grew fat en the 
bareft pafture, by ufury and brokage; though often fqueezed by 
thofe Chriftians amongft whom they lived, counting them 
dogs, and therefore eafily finding a ftick to beatthem.

| wayes in any tumult, when the fence of order was broken, the; Anno 
Jews lay next harms: as at the coronation of Richard the firft, | Dom. 
when the Englifh made great feafts, but the pillaged Jews paid | “VY. 
the fhot. At laft, for their many villanies (as falfifying of coin, | 
poyfoning of {prings , crucifying of Chriftian children) they 
were flain in fome places , and finally banifhed out of others: 
Out of England anno 1291, by Edward the firft;France 1307,by 
Philip the Fair, Spain 1492, by Ferdinand; Portugall 1497, by 
Emmanuel. But had thefe two latter kings banifhed all Jewith 
bloud out of their countreys, they muft have emptied the veins 
lof their beft fubje@s, as defcended from them. Still they are 
| found in great numbers in Turkies chiefly in Salonichi , where 
they enjoy the freeft flavery: and they who in our Saviours time 
fo {corned Publicanes, are now moft employed in that office, to 
ibe the Turks toll-gatherers: Likewife in the Popifh parts of 
| Germanie; in Poland,the Pantheon of all religions: and Amfter- 
|dam may. be forfeited to the king of Spain, when fhe cannot 
I fhew a pattern of this as of all other fects. Laftly, they are 
| thick in the Popes dominions, where they are kept as a teftimo- 
i ny of the truth of the Scriptures, and foyl to Chriftianitie, but 
| chiefly in pretence toconvert them. But his Holineffe his con- 
| verting facultie worketh the ftrongeft at the greateft diftance: 
| for the Indians he turneth to his religion, and thefe Jews he con- 
verteth to his profit. Some are of opinion of the generall cal- 
ling of the Jews : and no doubt thofe who diffent from them in 
their judgements, concurre in their wifhes and defires. Yet are 
'chere three grand hinderances of their converfion: Firft, the 
| offence taken and given by the Papifts among whom they live, 
| by their worfhipping of images, the Jews being zelots in the 
'fecond commandment: Secondly, becaufe on their converfion 
they muft * renounce all their goods asill gotten; and they will 
fearce enterin at the doore of our Church, when firft they muft 
climbe over fo high athrefhold: Laftly, they are debarred from 
the ufe of the New Teftament , the means of their falvation. 
And thus we leave them in a ftate moft pitifull, and little pitied.

and there fhe purged mount Calvary and Bethlehem of idolatry; 
then built in the places of Chrifts birch, and buriall , and elfe- 
where in Paleftine, many moft ftately and fumptuous churches. 
And becaufe the vifited the ftable and manger of our Saviours 
nativitie, Jews and Pagans flander her to have been * flabularia, 
an Oftlereffe ora the-{table-groom: The fame nickname which 
fince impudent Papifts (not for the fomereafon, but with as 
lictle truth) put on reverend * Cranmer, Archbifhop of Canter- 
bury. Butthefe dead flies were not able to corrupt the {weet 
ointment of hername, fragrant to pofterity ; and as a * Father 
writeth of her, Bona flabularia, que maluit aftimari flercorariaut 
Chriftum lucrifaceret. To her is afcribed the finding out of the 
Croffe , the memory. whereof is celebrated the third of May. 
And from that time the Church flourifhed in Paleftine, being 
as well provided of able Bifhops , as they of liberall mainte- 
nance. 

Afterwards Julian going about to confute God, befooled 
himfelf, and many Jews. This Apoftate ftudied to invent en- 
gines to beat down Chriftianity : yet all the vapours of his brain 
could not cloud fo bright a funne. He gave the Jews libertie 
(not fo much out of love tothem, as hatred to Chriftians) with 
money and materials to build'again their temple, hoping by rai- 
fing it to ruine the truth of Chrifts prophefie. * Hither flocked 
the Jews with {pades and mattocks of filver to clear the founda- 
tion; the women carried away the rubbifh in their laps, and con- 
tributed all their jewels and ornaments to advance the work. 
Buta fudden * tempeft made them defift , which carried away 
their tools and materials , with balls of fire which fcorched the 
moft adventurous of the builders. Thus they who fought to 
put outthe truth of Chrifts words , by fauffing ic made it burn 
the brighter. But the wonder of this wonder was , that the 
hearts of the Jews , and of him who fetthem on work, were 
hardened by obftinacie, to be fo miracle-proof that all this made 
no imoreffion inthem.

I T is ftiffely canvafed betwixt learned men,whether this warre 
was lawfulljor not. The reafons for the affirmative are fetcht 
either from piety or policy: And of the former fort are thefe. 


| 1. Alltheearthis Gods land let out to tenants ; but Judea | 
was properly his demefnes, which he kept long in his own hands | 


for himfelfand his children. Now though the infidels had fince 
violently ufurped it, yet no prefcription of time could prejudice 
the title of the King of Heaven, but thatnow the Chriftians 
might be Gods champions to recover his intereft. 





‘2. Religion bindeth men to relieve their brethren in diftreffe, 
| efpecially when they implore their help, as now the* Chriftians 
lin Syria did ; whofe intreaties in this cafe,founded commands in 
| the ears of fuch as were pioutly difpofed. 

3-The Turks by their blafphemies and reproches againft God 
and our Saviour, had difinherited and devefted themfelves of all 
their righttotheir lands; and the Chriftians as the next un- 
doubted heirs, might feize on the forfeiture. 

4. This warre would advance and increafe the patrimony of 
Religion, by propagating the Gofpel,and converting of infidels. 
If any object chat Religion is not to be beaten into men with the 
dint of {word ; yet it may be lawfullto openthe way by force,

Though umbrages and light jealoufies created by cowardly 
fanfies be to narrow to build a fair quarrell on; yet the lawful- 
neffe of a preventive warre founded on juft fear, is warranted 
by reafon and the practice of all wife nations. In fuchacafe it 
is folly to do as countrey-fellows in a fence-[chool, never warda

blow till it be paft : butitis beft ro be before-hand with the ene- 
mie, left the medicine come too late for the malady.In {uch dan- 
gers to play an after-game, is rather a fhift then a policie; efpeci- 
ally feeing warre is a tragedy which alwayes deftroyeth the ftage 
whereon it is aéted itis the moft advifed way, not to wait for 
the enemy, but to feek him out in his own countrey. 

Now that the Mahometans ( under whom the Turks and S$3- 
racens are comprehended, differing in natton,agreeing in religion 
and {pite againft Chriftians ) were now juftly to be feared, can- 
not be denyed. So vaft was the appetite of their {word, that it 
had already devoured Afia, and now referved Greciafor the fe- 
condcourfe. The *Bofporus was too narrow a ditch, and the 


| Empire of Grecia too low an hedge to fence the Pagans out of |} 
| Weit-Chriftendome : yea, the Saracens had lately wafted 


* Traly, pillaged and burned many Churches near Rome it felf, 

conquered Spain, inroded Aquitain,and poffeffed fome iflands in 

the mid-land-fea. The cafe therefore ftanding thus, this Holy 

warre was both lawfull and neceffary: which like untoa fharp 

pike in the boflé of a buckler, though it had a mixture of offen- 

ding, yetit was chiefly of a defenfivenature , to which all pre- 

ventive warres are juftly reduced. 

Laftly this warre would be the fewer of Chriftendome, and 

drain all difcords out of ir. For active men like mill-ftonesin 

motion, if they haveno other erift to grind, will fet fire one on 

another. Europe at this time furfeited with people, and many 

of them were of ftirring natures, who counted themfelves un- 

done, whenthey were out of doing ; and therefore they em- 

ployed themfelves in mutual! jarresand contentions: But now 

this Holy warre will make up all breaches, and unite all their f

1. Whenthe Jews wereno longer Gods people, Judea was 
no longer Gods land by any peculiar appropriation; buton the 
other fide, God ftamped on that countrey an indelible character 
of defolation, and fo {corched it with his anger , that it will ne- 
| ver Change colour, though Chriftians fhould wafh it with their 
| bloud. It is labour in vain therefore for any to endeavour to re- 
eftablith a flourifhing kingdome in a blafted countrey: and let 
none ever look to reapany harveft , who fow that land which 
God will have to lie fallow. 

2. Grantthe Turks were no better then dogs, yet were they 
tobe let alone in their own kennel. They andthe Saracens their 
predeceflours,had now enjoyed Paleftine foure hundred and fix- 
ty years : prefcription long enough to fodder the moft crackt ti- 
tle, and not onely to corroborate butto create aright. Yea,God 
himfelf may feem herein to allow their title, by fuffering them 
fo long peaceably toenjoy it. 
| 3. ‘To Vifit thofe places in Jerufalem (the theatre of fo many 
myfteries and miracles) was as ufeleffe as difficult ; and might be 
{uperftitious if any went (asit is ta be fearedtoo many did) with 
- placing tranfcendent holineffe in that place, and witha wooden 
devotion to the materiall Croffe.

and though an argument fetcht from the fucceffe is but acy- 
phre in it felf, yet it increafeth a number when joyned with 
others. 

Thefe reafons have moved the moft * moderate and refined 
Papifts,and all Proteftants generally in their judgements to fight 
againft thisHoly warre.But as for the opinion of Bibliander(who 
therein ftands without company ) if * Bellarmine hath truly re- 
ported it, it is as farre from reafon, as charity ; namely that thefe 
Chriftians that went to fight againft the Saracens, were the very 
army of Gog and Magog f{poken of by the Prophet * Ezekiel. 
Yet mutt we not here forget, that fuch as at this time wentto 
Jerufalem (whether ridiculoufly or blafphemoufly, or both, let 
others judge) did carrya * goofe before them, pretending it to 
bethe holy Ghoft. 


Chap. iL 


The private ends and profits of the Pope, which 
he is charged by authors to have had inthis Ho- 
ly warre. | 


cE isenough with fome to make it fufpicious that there were 
fome finifter ends in this warre,becaufe Gregory the feventh, 
otherwife called Hildebrand (and by Luther, * Larva diaboli ) 
the worft of all that fatein that chair, firftbeganit: but death 
preventing him, Urbane the fecond ( whom Cardinall Benno 
called * Turbane for troubling the whole world)effected it. And 
though the pretences were pious and plaufible, yet no doubt the 
thoughts of his Holineffe began where other mens ended, and 
he had a privie proje& beyond the publick defigne ; 

Firft, to reduce the * Grecians into fubjetion to himfelf with 
their three Patriarchs of Jerufalem, Antioch, and Conftantino- 
ple, and to make the Eaftern Church a Chapell of eafe to the 
Mother- Church of Rome. 

Secondly, this warre was the Popes houfe of Correction, 
whither he fent his fturdie and ftubborn enemies to be tamed. 
Such high-{pirited men whom heeither feared or fafpected, he 
condemned to this employment, as to an honourable banifh- 
ment: and as Saul being afraid of David fent him to fight againft 
the Philiftines, that fo he might fall by their {word; fo the Pope

‘Anno had this cleanly ‘and unfufpected conveyance to * rid away

Atthe beginning of this warre, the Popes temporall power in 
| Italy was very flender, becanfe the Emperours dominions did 
gird him clofe and hard on all fides:but foon after he grew with- 
in (hore time without all meafure, and did lurch acaftle here, 
gain acity there from the Emperour, whiles he was imployed 
in Paleftine: Sothat by the time that the Chriftians had loft all 
in Syria, the Emperour had loft all in Italy, his dominions there 
being either fwallowed up by. Peters patrimony, or by private 
Princes and upftart free-ftates, whichas{o many {plinters flew 
out of the broken Empires)». : 
Thirdly, hereby the Pope determined on his fide the gain- 
fulle@controverfie that ever was in Chriftendome.: This was 
about the inveftiture of Bifhops, whether ihe right lay in. the 
Pope ot in fecular Princes. | Now his Holineffe diverted this 
queftion out of Princes heads, by opening an iffue another way; 
and vave vent tothe activitie of their fpirits in this marciallim. 
ployment, andinthe meantime quietly went away without any 
corrivall, concluding the controverfie for his own profit. 
Laftly, he gota mafle of money byit. He had the office to 
bear the bag , and what was put into it, as contributed to this 
action from pious people, and expended but fome few drops of 
thefhowres-hereceived. Gueffe the reft of his griping tricks 
from this one which * Matth. Parisreporteth. Firft, he prome 
pted many peoplein England unfit forarms, totake upon them 
to vow togo tothe holy warre, and this was done by the exhor. 
cation and preaching of the Friars. This done, he compelled 
and forced thofe Votaries (whofe purfes were more ufefull for 

| this fervice then their perfons }. to commute their journey into 
money, the payment whereof fhould be as meritorious as their 
pilgrimage. And thus f{eraped he a maffe of coin from fuch filly 
people as thoughtrhemfelves cleanfed of their finnes when they 
were wiped of their money, aad who having made themfelves 
flaves to the Pope by theirrafh vow, were glad co buy their li- 
berty at bis price. . 

As the Pope, fo moft of the Clergie improved their eftates 
by this warre : for thefecular Princes who went this voyage, 
fold or morgaged moft of their means (felling for gold to pur- 
chafe with ftecl andiron) and the Clergie were generally their 
chapmen. For they advifed thefe undertakers, fecing this acti- 
on was for Chriftaad his Church, rather co make over their 
eftates to fpitituall. men, of whom they might again redeem 
the fame, and from whom they frou befure to find the fared

He French, Dutch, Iealian, and Enelith were the foure ele- 

mentall nations whereof this army was compounded: of 
thefe the French were predominant; they were the cape-mer- 
chants inthis adventure. That nimble nation firft apprehended 
the projedt, and eagerly profecuted it. As their language wanteth 
one proper word to exprefle Stand, {o their natures miflike a fet- 
tled, fixed pofture, and delight in motion and agitation of bufi- 
nefle: Yea, France (as being then beftat leafure ) contributed 
more fouldiers to this warre then all Chriftendome befides. 
The fignall men were, Hugh firnamed le Grand brother to the 
King of France, Godfrey Duke of Bouillon, Baldwine and Eu- 


| ftace his younger brother, Steven Earl of Bloys father to Ste- 


phen afterwards King of England, Reimund Earl of Tholoufe, 
Robert Earl of Planders ,Hugh Earl of Saint-Paul, Baldwine de 
Burge, with many more ; befides of the Clergie, Aimar Bifhop 
of Puy and Legate to the Pope,and William Bifhop of Orange. 
Germany is flandered to have fent none to this warre at this 
firft voyage; and that other pilgrimes paffing through that coun. | 
trey, were mocked by the Dutch and called * fools for their 
pains. Itistrue, the Germane adventurers in number an{wered 
not the largeneffe and populoufneffe of their countrey: for!

Rome. The Pope was loth to adventure his darlings into dan- 
ger:thofe white boyes were to ftay at home with his Holineffe 


ing,as knowing how to ufe their help nearer, and to greater pro- 
fit. Peters patrimonie muft as well be looked to, as Chrifts. fe- 
pulchre. But though the Pope would fpend none of his own 
fewel, he burnt the beft ftakes of the Emperours hedge , and 
furthered the Imperiall party to confume it felf inthis tedious 


warre. Out of the furthermoft parts of Italy, Boemund Prince | 


lof Tarentum, and Tancred his nephew (both of the Normane 

{eed,though growing on the Apulian foy])led an army of twelve 

| choufand men. And Lombardy was alfo very liberall of her foul. 
diers cowards this expedition. 

England (the Popes pack-horfe in that age, which feldome 
refted in the ftable when there was any work tobedone) fent 
many brave men under Robert Duke of Normandy, brother to 
William Rufus;as Beauchamp,and others, whofe names are loft. 
Neither furely did the Irifhmens fect ftick in their bogs,though 
we find no particular mention of their atchievements. 

Spain had other ufe for herfwords againft the Saracens at 
home, and therefore fent none of her men abroad. As *one faith; 
The Spaniards did follow their own Holy warre ; a work more 
neceffary, and no lefle honourable. Thus they acted the fame 
part, though not onthe fame ftage,with our Pilgrimes, as being 
alfo imployed in fight againft the infidels. 

Poland had the fame excufe for not muchappearing clean 
through this warre; becaufe fhe lieth bordering onthe Tartars 
in her appendant countrey of Lituania, and therefore was bufied 
in making good her frontiers. Befides,no wonder if Pruffia, Li- 
cuaniajand Livonia were not up inthis fervice, for it was fcarce 
break of day with them, and the funne of the Gofpel was newly 


(if atall) rifenin thofe parts. Yea, Poland was fo farre from fen- | 


ding menhither, that fhe fercht them from hence, * and after- 
wards implored theaid of the Teutonick order, who came out 
of Paleftineto affitt her againft her enemies. 

Hungary might bring filling-ftones to this building , but few 
foundation or corner: ftones, and at this time had no commander 
of note in this action.

| yf our laft mentioning of the Turks and their viories, we 
left them pofleft of Jerufalem, and the greater part of Sy+ 

ria: but fince they have thrived better, and won the leffer Afia 
| from the Grecian Emperour. Indeed thofe Emperours with

| fed them thus {peedily to conquer. For giving themfelves over 
| topleafure, they gave little countenance, and leffe maincenance

ter other changes it fell to Alexius, one whofe perfonall abili- 
ties were not to be accepted againft ; yet he being totally bufied 
at home,to maintain hiszitle againft home-bred foes, had no lei- 
fure to make any effectual refiftance againft forrein enemies. Nor 
did the death of Cutlen-Mufes their king any whit prejudice the 
Turkith proceedings : for Solyman his fonne fucceeded him, a 
Prince no leffe famous for his clemency then his conquefts ; as 
victory to generous minds is onely an inducement to moderati- 
on. In this cafe under the tyrannie of the Turks ftood Atia the 
leffe ; and though there were many Chriftians in every city, yet 
thefe being difarmed, had no other weapons then thofe of the 
Primitive Church, tears and prayers. 
| But now thefe Weftern Pilgrimes ariving there, befiege the 
citie of Nice with an armie as glorious as ever the funne be- 
beld.. This citie was equally beholden to nature and art for her 
ftrength ; and was formerly famous for the firft generall Coun- 
cel, called there by Conftantine againft Arius, wherein were 
affembled 318. Bifhops. The Pilgrimes had a Lombard for 
their engineer ; the neighbouring wood afforded them materi- 
als, whereof they made many warlike inftruments , and ho- 
ped {peedily to conquer the city. But breathed deer are not 
fo quickly caught. The Turks within being experienced foul- 
diers, defeated their enterprifes. And here one might have 
feenart promifing her felf the victorie, and fuddenly meeting 
with counter-art which maftered her. The lake Afcanius 
whereon the citie ftood, haying an out-let into the fea, much ad- 
vantaged the befieged, whereby they fetcht victualls from the 
countrey, till at aft that paffage was locked up by the Grecian 
fleet. Soon after the city was furrendred,on compofition that the 
inhabitants lives and goods fhould be untouched ; whereat the 
fouldiers who hitherto hoped for the fpoyl, now feeing them. 
felves {poiled of their hope, fhewed no {mall difcontentment. 
Solymans wife and young children were taken prifoners,and the 


Grecian Admirall in behalf of Alexius his mafter. 

From hence the Chriftians fet forward to the vale of Dogor- 
gan, when behold Solyman with all his might fell upon them, 
and there followed a cruel battel, fought with much courage 
and yariety of fucceffe. A cloud of arrows darkened theskie, 
which was quickly diffolved into a fhowre of bloud. The 
_Chriftians had many difadvantages: For their enemies were 
three to one ;and valour it {elf may be preffed to death under the 
weight of multitude. The feafon was unfeafonablesthe {corch- 
ing of the funne much annoying thefe northern people, whileft

pee is bounded’on the North with mount Libanus;Weft, 
with the mid-land-fea; South, with the wilderneffe of Paran, 
parting it from Egypt; and Eaft, with the mountains of Gilead, 
and the river of Arnon. To give it the moft favourable dimen- 
fions; From the foot of Libanus to Beerfheba, North and 
South, may be allowed 210, miles: and from Ramoth-gilead 
to Endor,Eaft and Weft,feventies which is the conftant breadth 
ofthe countrey. In which compaffe in Davids time were main- 
tained f thirteen hundred thoufand men, befides women, chil- 
dren, and impotent perfons : and yet the tribes of t Benjamin 
and Levi were not reckoned. True this muft needs be,for Truth 
hath faid it: Yet is it wonderfull. Fer though the united Provin- 
ces inthe Low-countreys maintain as many people inas little a 
plot of ground, yet they feed not on home-bred food;but have 
Poland for their granarie , the Bricith ocean for their fith-pond, 
High-Germanie for their wine-cellar; and by the benefit of their 
harbours unlock the ftore-houfes of all other countreys. It fa- 
red not thus with the Jews, whofe own countrey fedthem all. 
And yet thefeeming impoffibilitie of fo many keptin fo fmalla 
land will be abated, if we confider thefe particulars; 
1. People in thofe hot countreys had not fo hot appetites for 
the quantitie of the meat eaten, nor gluttonous palates for the 
varietie of it. 
2. The countrey rifing and falling into hills and vales, gained 
many acres of ground: whereof no notice is taken ina map; for 
| therein all things prefented are conceived to be is plano: And| 
fo uy land was farre roomthier then the {cale of miles doth

As forthe greater defarts, we muft not 
conceive them to lie wholly wafte, but that they were but thin- 
ty inhabited: for we find T fix cities with their villages in the 
wilderneffe of Judah. 

Principall commmodities of this countrey were, 

1.°Balm, which T wholly failed not long after our Saviours 
paffions whether becauferhe type was to ceafe when the truth 
was come, or becanfe that land was unworthy to have {o fove. 
reigne bodily phyfick grow in her, where the Phyfician of the 
foul was put to death, 

2. Honey, andthat either diftilled by bees thofe little chy- 
mifts (and the pafture they fed on was never a whit the barer for 
their biting) orelfe rained down from heaven, as that which 
t Jonathan tafted , when his fweet meat had like to have had 
fowre fauce, and to have coft him his life, 

Befides thefe, milk, oyl, nurs, almonds, dates, figs, olives: So 
that we may boldly fay, no countrey had better fauce and better 
meat, having fowl, fifh in fea, lakes, and rivers ; flefh of fheep, 
oats, bucks, and kine. 

Mines of gold and filver with pearls and precious {tones, Judea 
rather had nor,then wanted; either becaufe God would not have 
his people proud or covetous; or becaufe thefe are not effentiall 
to mans life ; or becanfe nature beftoweth thefe commodities in 
recompenfe on barren countreys. rt 

Horfes they had none but whatthey boughtiout of Egypt for 
fervice,ufing afles for burden, oxen fordrawing, and mules for’ 
travel.And for many hundred years they ufed no horfes in battel, 
till David tock fome from T Hadadezer. The greateft inconve- 
nience of the land wasthat it had wild beafts; and their theep 
were not fecurely folded like ours in England, which ftand more 
in danger of menthen wolves. i 

The chiefriver of the countrey was Jotdan:over which the 
Ifraclites pafled on foot; afterwards Elijah madea bridge over 
it with his cloke:and our Saviour wafhed the water hereof , by 
being baptized init. This arifeth from the fprings of Jor and 
Dan; whence running fouth heenlargeth himfelf firftinto the 
waters of Merom, then into thelakeof Genefareth or Tiberias; 
and hence recovering his ream, as if fenfible of his fad fate, 
and défirousto deferre what he cannot avoid, he fetcheth many 
turnings and windings , but all will not excufe him from falling

Aleftine contained foure provinces : Galilee on the north, 
P Trachonitis beyond Jordan onthe eaft, Judea on the fouth, 
and Samaria inthe middle. Galilee was divided into,the upper 
and lower. The upper (called alfo Galilee of the Gentiles, be- 
caufe it bordered on them ) comprehended the tribes of Afher 
and Nepthali. 

A ther entertaineth us with thefe obfervables: 1.7 Mifrephoth- 
majim, the Nantwich of Paleftine, where falt was boyled. 
2. Sarepta, where Elijah multiplyed the widows oyl. 3. Tyre 
anciently the royall-Exchange of the world ; but of this (as of 
Sidon and Prolemais) largely hereafter, 4.

Andas if this land had been thirfty of 
bloud, here in this tribe were fought the battels of Gideon a- 
gainft the Midianites, Jehu againft Jehoram , Saul againft the Phi.

art did lick them afterwards, and they got more teeth and 
fharper nails by degrees; fo thatevery age fet them forth iaa 
new edition, corrected andamended. But thefe and many more 
voluminous engines ( forthe rammealone had an hundred men 
to manage it ) are now virtually epitomized in the cannon. 
And though fome may fay, that the finding of gunnes hath been 
the lofing of many mens lives, yet it will appear that battels 
now are fought with more expedition, and victory ftandeth not 
fo long a neuter, before the exprefle her felf on one fide or 
other. 

But thefe gunnes have thot my difcourfe from the fiege of Je- 
rofalem: To return thither again. Bythis time, inthe fpace of 
a“ moneth, the Genoans had finifhed theirengines which they 
| built * feven miles off: for nearer there grew no ftick of bignefle. 

[ will not fay, that fince our Saviour was hanged onatree, the 
| land about that city hath been curfed with a barrennes of wood. 
And now fora preparative, that their courage might work the 
better, they began with afaft, anda folemn proceffion about 
mount Olivet. 

Next day they gave a fierce affault 5 yea, * women played the 
men, and fought moft valiantly inarmour. But they within be- 
ing fourtie thoufand ftrong, well victualled and appointed, made- 
ftout refiftance,till the night (accounted but a foe for her friend- 
fhip ) umpired betwixt them, and abruptly put an end to their 
fight in the midft of their courage. 

Whenthe firftlight brought news of amorning, they ona- 
freth;the rather, becaufe they had * intercepted letter tied to the 
legs of a dove(it being the fafhion of that countrey both to write 
and fend their letters with the wings of a* fowl ) wherein the 
Perfian Emperour promifed prefent fuccouts to the befieged. 
The Turks cafed the outfide of their walls with bags of chaff, 
ftraw, and fuch like pliable matter, which conquered the engines 
of the Chriftians by yielding unto them. As for one fturdie en- 
gine whofe force would not be tamed, they brought * two old 
witches on the walls to inchantit : but the {pirit thereof was too 
trong for their {pells, fo that both of them were miferably flain 
in the place, 

The day following, Duke * Godfrey fired much combu- 
ftible matter, the fmoke whereof( the light caufe of an heavie 
effect) driven with the wind, blinded the Turks eyes; and un- 
der the protection thereof, the Chriftians entred the citie: 
Godfrey himfelf firft footing the walls, and then his brother 

Euftace. The Turks retired to Solomons temple (fo called 
. becaufe 
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Anno becaufe built in the fame place ) there to take the farewell of 
Dom, \theirlives.. In a defperate confli@ there, the foremoft of the 
vv™ | Chriftians were miferably {lain,thruft upon the weapons of their 
| enemies by their fellows that followed them. The pavement fo 
| {wam, that none could go but either throvgha rivulet of bloud, 
| or over abridge of dead bodies. Valour was not wanting in the 
| Turks, butfuperlatively abundant in the Chriftians , till night 
made them leave off. Next morning mercy was proclaimed to 
all thofe that would lay down their weapons: For though bloud 
| be the beft fauce for vi@orie, yet muft it not be morethenthe 
| meat. T hus was Jerufalem wonne by the Chriftians,and * twen- 
ty thoufand Turks therein flain, onthe fifteenth of July being 
| Friday, about three of the clock in the afternoon. * Tyrius find- 
eth a great myftery in the time; becaufe Adam was created ona 
| Friday, and on the fame day and houre our Saviour fuffered.But 
thefe Synchronif{mes , as when they are naturall they are pretty 
'and pleafing ; fo when violently wrefted, nothing more poore 
and ridiculouse 
Then many Chriftians, who all this while had lived in Jeru- 
falem in moft lamentable flavery, being glad to lurk in fecret (as 
truth oftentimes feeketh corners, as fearing her judge, though 
never as fufpecting her caufe) came forth joyfully, wellcomed 
and embraced thefe the procurers of their liberty. 
Three dayes after it was concluded , as aneceffary picce of 
* feverity for their defence , to put all the Turks in Jerufalem to 
death ; which was accordingly performed without favour to age 
or fex. The pretence was for fear of treafon in them, ifthe Em- 
perour of Perfia fhould befiege the city. And fome flew them 
with the fame zeal wherewith Saul flew the Gibeonites ; and 
| thought it unfit that thefe goats fhould live in the fheeps pafture. 
But noble Tancred was highly difpleafed hereat, becaufe done 
in cold bloud, it being no flip of an extemporary paffion, buta 
ftudied and premeditated a&; and that againft pardon proclai- 
med, many of them having compounded and paid for their 
lives and liberty. Befides, the execution was mercileffe, upon 
fucking children, whofe not-{peaking fpake forthem ; and on 
women, whofe weakneffe isa fhield to defend them againft a va- 
liant man. To conclude ; Severity hot in the fourth degree, is lit- 
tle better then poyfon, and becometh cruelty it felf: and this act 
| feemeth to be of the fame nature.

Robert refufed this honourable profer , whether becaufe he

Buthe who would not 
take the Crown with the Croffe, was fainto takethe Croffe 
without the Crown, and never thrived afterwards in any thing 
heundertook.

All admired hereat, that this mans worft vice fhould be fo great 
avertue, and unanimoufly chofehim their King. Heaccepted 
the place, but refufed the folemnity thereof ; and would not 
wear a crown of gold there, where the Saviour of mankind had

| Henry the 4, the Emperour. Whilefthe lived there, there hap- 
pened an intricate fuit betwixt him and another Prince about 
ititle of land ; and becaufe Judges could noruntie the knot, it 
| was concluded the two Princes fhould cut it afunder with their 
{word ina combat. Godfrey was very * unwilling to fight, not 
that he was the worfe fouldier, but the better Chriftian she 
made the demurre not in his courage, but in his confeience; as 
conceiving any private titlefor land net ground enough fora 
duell: Yea, we may obferve generally, that they who long moft 
to fight duells, are the firft that furfet of them. Notwithftand- 
ing, he yielded to the tyranny ofcuftome, and after the fafhion 
of the countrey entredthe lifts: when atthe firft encounter his 
{word brake, but he ftruck his adverfary down withthe hilt, 
yet fo that he faved his life, and gained his own inheritance. 
| Another parallel 2@ of his valour was when being ftandard- 
| bearer to the Emperour,he with the imperiall enfigne killed Ro- 
 dulphs the Duke of Saxony in fingle fight, and fed the Eagle 
onthe bowels of thatarch-rebell. His foul was enriched with 

many vertues, but the moft orient of all was his humility, which 
took all mens afftCtions without refiftance: And though one 
faith, Take away ambition, and you take away the fpurres ofa 
fouldier; yet, Godfrey without thofe {purres rode on moft tri-

Common-wealth is a Ring, the Church the Diamond ; both 
well fet together, receive, and retfrn luftre each on other. As 
foonas Antioch was taken, ore Bernard (a reverend Prelate ) 
was made Patriarch there with general confent. But more ftirre 
was there about that place in Jerufalem: For firft Aroulphus, 
a worthlefle and vitious man, was by * popular faction lifted up 
into the Patriarchs chair ; but with much ado was avoided, and 
Dabert, Archbifhop of Pifa, fubftituted in his room: one very 
wife and politick, an excellent book-man in reading of men, 
and otherwife well ftudied, efpecially as that age went, wherein 
a mediocrity wasan eminency in learning. But he was infected 





with the humour of theclergie of that age; who counted them- | 


{elves to want room, exceptthey juftled with Princes. As for 
Arnulphus, he never ceafedto troubleand moleft this Dabert ; 


and as a firebrand {moketh moft when out of thechimney, fohe z 


after his difplacing was moft turbulent and unquiet, ever fitting 
on his skirts that fat in the Patriarchs chair, till after many chan- 
ges he ftruggled himfelf again into the place. 

Under thefe Patriarchs many. Archbifhops and Bifhops were 
appointed, inthe very places( as neare as might be) where they 
were before the Saracens overrunning the countrey, and good 
maintenance affignedto moft of them. 

But atthis time Bifhops were fet too thick for all to grow 
great ;and Paleftine fed too many Cathedrall Churches to have 
them generally far. * Lydda, Jamnia, and Joppa, three epifco- 
pall towns, were within foure miles one of another, Yea,* Ty- 
rius makes 14 Bifhops under the Archbifhop of Tyre, 20 un- 
der the Archbifhop of Czxfarea, under the Archbifhop of Scy- 
thopolis g, 12 underthe Archbifhop of Rabbah, befides 25 fuf- 
fragan churches, which it {eems were immediately depending 
onthe Patriarch of Jerufalem, without fubordination to any 
Archbifhop. Surely, many of thefe Bifhops ( to ufe Bifhop 
* Langhams expreffion ) had high racks, but poore mangers. 
Neither letit ftagger the reader, if inthat catalogue of Tyrius |

But God fent fuch a 
qualm of cowardlineffe over the hearts of thefe Infidels, that an 
hundred thoufand of them were quickly flain ; fo that it was ra- 
ther an execution then a fight ; and their rich tents which feem-

The originall and increafe of the Hofpitallers their 
degenerating through wealth into luxury. 


* A Bout this time under Gerard their firft mafter, began the 

order of Knights-hofpitallers. Indeed more anciently 

there were Hofpitallers in Jerufalem;but thefe were no Knights : 

‘they had akind of order, but no honour annexed to it ; but were 

pure Alms-men, whofe houfe was founded, and they maintain- 

ed by the charity of the merchants of Amalphia a citie in 
Italy. 

But now they had more ftately buildings affigned unto them, 
their houfe dedicated to S. John of Jerufalem; Knights-hofpi- 
tallers and thofe of S. John of Jerufalem being both the fame ; 
although learned *D« Ridley maketh them two diftin® or- 
ders, for which our* great Antiquary doth juftly reprove him. 
But fuch an errour is vemiall ; and itis a greater fault rigidly to 
cenfure, thento commita {mall overfight. The one fheweth 
himfelf man, in miftaking ; the other no man, innot pardoning 
alight miftake. 

To make orie capable of the higheft order of this Knight- 
hood (for their * fervitours and priefts might be ofan inferiour | * Hopinian. 
rank )the party muft thus be qualified: Eighteen years old at ae ae 
the leaft ; of an able Body; not defcended of Jewith or TFurkith | 
parents: no baftard, except baftard toa Prince, there being ho- | 
nour in that difhonour, as there is light in the very fpots of the 
moon.

But it is given to moft religious orders, to be.clear in the 
fpring, and mirie in the ftream. Thefe Hofpitallers afterwards 
getting wealth, unlaced themfelves from the ftrictneffe of their 
firft Inftitution, and grew loofe into all licentioufnefle. What 
was their obedience to their mafter, but rebellion againft the 
Patriarch their firft patrone? as fhall be fhewed hereafter. What 
was their poverty butacouzenage of the world ; whileft their 
order fued in forma pauperis, and yet had * nineteen thoufand 
mannours in Chriftendome belonging unto them ? Neither will 
it be (sandalum magnatum to their lordthips, to fay what S. 
* Bernard fpeaketh of their chaftity, how they lived snter foorta 
c epulas, betwixt bawds and banquets. And no. wonder if their 
forced virginity was the mother of much uncleannefle: For 
commonly thofe who vow not to go the high- way of Gods or- 
dinance, do haunt bafe and unwarrantable by-paths. 

I will not foreftall the hiftory, to thew how thefe Hofpital- 
lers were afterwards Knights of Rhodes, and. at.this day of 
Malta; but will conclude with the ceremonies ufed at. their cre- 
ation, becaufe much material! ftuff no doubt may be picked out 
of their formalities. 3 

There is delivered them, 1.a* {word, in token that they muft 
be valiant; 2. witha croffe-hile; their valour mutt. defend reli- 
gion: 3. With this {word they are ftruck three times over the 
fhoulders, to teach them patiently to fuffer for Chrift: 4. They 
muft wipe the fword; their life muft be undefiled. 5. Gilt

* Atthe fame time Knights of the Sepulchre werealfo or- 
dained, which for their originall and profeffion are like to thefe 
Knights-hofpitallers. The order continueth to this day. The 
Padre Guardian of Jerufalem maketh them of fuch as have feen 
the Sepulchre: They fhould be Gentlemen by birth: but the 
Padre carrieth a Chancerie in his bofome,to mitigate the rigour ; 
of this Common law, and will admit of him that bringeth fat 
enough, though no bloud: as of late he made an Apothecary 
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the boly Warre.

Chap. 5. 


The feuffing betwixt the King and Patriarch 
about the city of Ferufalem ; the ifJue thereof. 


N?: long after, there was ftarted a controverfie of great 
confequence betwixt the King and Patriarch :the Patriarch 
claiming the cities of Jerufalem and Joppa, with the apperte- 
nances ; the King refufing to furrender them. 
The Patriarch pleaded, That thefeplaces anciently belonged 
to his predeceflours : He fet before the King the hainou{neffe of 
facriledge;how great a finne it was when Princes, who fhould be 
nurfing-fathers and fuckle the Church, fhall fuck from it: and 
fhewed how the Common-wealth may grow fat, but never 
healthfull, by feeding on the Churches goods. 

On the other fide the King alledged, That the Chriftian Prin. 
ces had now purchafed Jerufalem with their bloud, and be- 
towed it on him: thatthe Patriarchs overgrown title was 
drowned in this late conqueft ; from which, as from a new 
foundation, all muft build their claims who challenge any right 
toany part inthatcity. Secondly, he pleaded, it was unreafon- 
ablethatthe King of Jerufalem fhould have nothing in Jerufa- 
lem (asat this day the Romane Emperour is a very ciphre, with- 
out power or profitin Rome)and fhould live rather asa fojourn- | 
er then a Prince inhis royall citie, confined to an airy title, 
whileft the Patriarch fhould have all the command, 

To this the Patriarch anfwered, That the Chriftians new 
conqueft could notcancell his ancient right, which was enjoy- 
ed evenunder the Saracens ; That this voyage was principally 
undertaken for advancing the Church, and not to reftore her 
onclyto her liberty, and withhold from her her Jands, fothat 
inthis refpe@ fhe fhould find better ufage from her foes then 

from her childrens If we miftake nor, the chief pinch of the 
caufe lieth onthe Patriarchs proof, thatthe lands he demanded 
formerly belonged to his predeceflours: and we find him to fail 
inthe main iffue of the matter. True it was, that for the Laft 
thirty yeares the Patriarchs on condition they fhould repair and 
fortifie the walls of Jerufalem, were pofleffed ofa fourth part 
of the city,evenby grantfrom Bomenforthe Emperour of the 
Saracens, 
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what reafon the lord Patriarch fhould raife this controverfie a- 
gainft Duke Godfrey. 

Let me adde, that this our Authour is above exception: for 
being both a politick ftates-man and pious prelate, no doubt his | 


| penne ftriketh the true and even {troke betwixt King and Patri- 


arch. Befides, he might well {ee thetruch of this matter, wri- | 
ting in a well-proportioned diftance of time from it. Thofe who 
live too nedr the ftories they write, oftentimes willingly mif- 
take through partiality ; and thofe who live too farre off, are 
miftaken by uncertainties, the footfteps of truth being almoft 
worn out with time. 

Butto return to Godfrey, who though unwilling at firft, yet 
afterwards not onely on Candlemaffe-day reftored to the Patri- 
arch the fourth part of the citie, but alfo on the Eafter follow- 
ing, gave him all Jerufalem, Joppa, and whatfoever he demand- 
ed: conditionally thatthe King fhould hold it of the Patriarch 
till fuch time ashe could conquer Babylon, or fome other roy. 
all citie fit for him to keep his court in. If in the mean time 
Godfrey died without iflue, the Patriarch was to have it pre- 
{ently delivered unto him. 

We will be more charitable then thofe, that fay that the Pa. 
triarch herein did * bewitch and bemad Godfrey to make this 
large donation to him, by torturing his confcienceat the confef- 
fion of his finnes. Onely we may queftion the difcretion of 
this Prince in giving a gift of fo large a fize: for Charities eyes 
muft be open as well as her hands ; though fhe giveth away her 
branches, not to part with the root. 

And let the reader obferve, that Godfrey at the time of this 
his bountifull grant lay on his death-bed, fick of that irrecove- 
rable difeafe which ended him. How eafily may importunity 
ftamp any impreffion on thofe whom defperate ficknefle hath 
fofined! And if the fturdieft man nigh death may. be affright- 
ed into good works for fear of Purgatory, no wonderif devout 
Godfrey were pliable to any demand.*Pierce Plowman maketh 
a witty wonder, why Friers fhould covet rather to confeffe and 
bury, then to chriften children; intimating it proceeded from 
covetoulneffe, there being gainto be gotten by the one, none 
by theother. And this was the age wherein the Covents got 
their beft living by the dying : which made them (contrary to 
all other people ) moft to worfhip the funne fetting.

Eantime King Baldwine wasimployed with better fuc- 

cefiein Paleftine: for hitherto Joppa was the oncly port 
the Chriftians had; but now by the affiftance of the Genoan 
fleet ( who for their pains were to have *athird part of the 
{poil, and a whole ftreet tothemfelves ofevery city they tock ) 
Baldwine wonne moft confiderable havens along the mid-land- 
| fea, He began with Antipatris, toranfome the Chriftian ho- 
nour which was morgaged here, becaufe Godfrey was driven 
away from hence: And no wonder, having no * fhipping ; where- 
as that Army which takes a ftrong harbour, otter-like muft 
{wim at fea as well as go on ground. 

Next hetook Cefarea-Stratonis, buileand fonamedin the 
honour of Cefar Auguftus, by Herod the great , who fo * poli- 
tickly poifed himfelf, that he fat upright whileft the wheel of 
Fortune turned round under him. Let Antony winne, let Au- 
guftus winne, all one to him ; by contrary winds he failed to his 
ownends. Cefareataken, Baldwine at Rhamula put the Turks 
to a great overthrow. 

But fee the chance of warre ; Few dayes after at the fame 
place he received a great defeatby the Infidels, wherein befides 
many others, the two Stephens, Earls of Burgundy and Bloys, 
were flain. This was the firft great overthrow the Chriftians 
fuffered in Paleftine :and needs muft blows be grievous to them 
who were not ufedto be beaten. The King was reported {lain, 
but fame deferved tobe pardoned for {o good alie, which for 
the prefent much difheartened the Chniftians,a great part of the 
fouldierscourage being wrapped upin the life of the Generall. 

Baronius ( as bold as any * Bethfhemite to pry into the ark of 
Gods fecrets)*faith, This was a juft punifhment on Baldwine for 
detaining the Churches goods. But to leave hidden things to 
God, the apparent caufe ofhis overthrow was his own * rath- 
nefle, being defirousto ingroffe all the credit alone, without

The pleafurable voyages of King Baldwine, and 
his death. 


Frer the tempeft of along warreacalm came at laft, and 
“MKing Baldwine had a five yeares vacation of peace 
in his old age: In whichtime he difported himfelf with ma- 
ny voyages for pleafure :as, one to the Red-fea, not fo cal- 
led from the rednefle of the water, or fand, as fome without 


any colour have conceited ; but from the neighbouring B- 


domites, whom the Grecians called Erythreans, or red men, 
truly tranflating the Hebrew name of Edomites:they had their 
name of redneffe from their father* Edom. And here Baldwine 
furveyed the countrey, with the nrture and ftrength thereof. 
Another journey he took afterwards into* Egypt, as concct- 
ving himfelf ingaged in honour to make one inrode inso that 
countrey,in part of paiment of thofe many excurfions the Egy- 
ptians had made into his Kingdome. He took the city of * Pha. 
ramia, anciently called Ramefes, and gave the fpoil thereof to 
his fouldiers. This work being done, he began his play, and en- 
tertained the time with viewing that riddle of Nature, the river 
of Nilus, whofe ftream is the confluence of fo many wonders : 
firft, for its undifcoverable fountain ; though fome late Geogra- 
phers, becaufe they would be held more intelligent then others, 
have found the head of Nilus in their own brains, and make it 
to flow from a fountain they fanfie ia the mountains of the 
moon, in the fouthof Africa: then, for the ftrange creatures 
bred therein ;as river-bulls, horfes, and crocodiles : Bur the 
chiefeft wonder is the yearly increafing thereof from the * 17. 
of June to the midft of September, overflowing all Egypr, 
and the banks of all humane judgement to give the true reafon 
thereof, 

Much time Baldwine fpent in beholding this tiver, whereio 
he took many fifhes, and his death in eating them: for anew 
furfet revived the grief ofan old wound, which he many yeares 
before received at the fiege of Prolemais.

Then Joceline Prince of Tiberias, a man of great authoritic, 
offered himfelfa moderatour in this difference, and counfelled 
both fides to this effect: To proceed toa prefent election, and 
therein to be dire€&ted, not confined by fucceffion ; though they 
miffed the next, let them take one of Godfreys kindred: As the 
cafe now ftood, he muft be counted next in blond that was next 
at hand ; and this was Baldwine Count of Edefla, on whom he 
beftowed moft {uperlative praifes. All were much affected with 
thefe his commendations ; for they knew that Joceline was his 
{worn adverfary, and concluded thatit muft needs be amighty 
weight of worth in Baldwine, which prefled out praife from the 
mouth of his enemy : though indeed private ends prompted 
him to fpeak this fpeech, who hoped himfelf to get the Earl- 
dome of Edeffa when Baldwine fhould be tranflated to Jerufa- 
lem.

He was exceedingly charitable to the poore, 
and pioustowards God ; witneffe the brawn onhis hands and 
knees made with continuall praying: valiant alfo, and excel - 
lently well feen in all martiall affairs.

ee to our wonted method, Jet us firft rid out of the 
way Church-matters inthis Kings reigne, that fo we may 
have the more room to follow the affairs of the Common- 
wealth. We left Arnulphus the laft Patriarch of Jerufalem ; 
fiace which time the bad favour of his life came tothe Popes 
nole, who fenta Legate to depofe him. But Arnulphus hafted 
to Rome with much* money, and there bought himfelf to be 
innocent, fo that he enjoyed the place during his life. 

Guarimund fucceeded in his place,a very religious man, by 

whom God gave the Chriftians many victories. Hecalleda 
Councel at Neapolis or Sichem, wherein many wholefome 
things were concluded for reformation of manners. Betwixt 
him and William Archbifhop of Tyre (an Englith man )there 
arofe a difference, becaufe this Archbifhop would not receive 
his confirmation of him,(from whom by ancient right he fhould 
take it ) but from the Pope, counting it the moft honour to hold 
of the higheft landlord, And indeed the Pope for gain con- 
firmed him, though he fhould have fenthim to the Patriarch. 
Butthe court of Rome careth not though men fteal their corn, 
fo be it they bring itto their mills to grind. 

After Guarimunds death, Stephen Abbot of S. John de Va- 
lia was chofen Patriarch ; once acavallier, but afterward laying 
down the fword, he took up the Word, and entred into Orders. 
He awaked the Patriarchs title to Jerufalem, which had flept 
during his three predeceffours, and challenged it very imperi- 
oufly of the King ; for he was aman of fpiritand metall. And 
indeed he hadtoo much lifeto live long. For the King fearing

nothing for a while, till the Venetian fuccours which were not 
farre off, had come to him; and not prefently to adventure all to 
che hazard of abattel.

T is worth the Readers marking, how this Kings reigne was |

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vity : For Buftace Grenier, chofen Vice-roy whileft the King , 
was in durance, ftoutly defended the couatrey : and Count | 
Joceline, which had efcaped out of prifon, fighting again with | 


Balak at Hircapolis, routed his army, and killed him with his | 


own hands. Butthe main piece of fervice was the taking of | 
| Tyre, which was done under the conduét of Guarimund the Pa. | 
| triarch of Jerufalem ; but chiefly by the help of the Venetian | 
| navy, which Michael theit Duke brought, who for their pains 
| wereto havea third part of thecity to themfelves. Tyre had | 
| in it fore of menand munition, but famine increafing (again? 
whofe arrows thereis no armour of proof) it was yielded on 
honourable terms. And though perhaps hunger fhortly would | 
havemadethe Turks digeft courfer conditions, yet the Chri-| 
we were loth to anger their enemies valour into defperate- 
neffe.

Next yeare the King returned home, having been iced 











moreths a prifoner, being to pay for his ranfome an hundred 
thoufand Michaelets, and for fecurity he left his daughter in 
pawn. But he payed the Turks with their own money,or( which 
was as good coin ) with the money of the Saracens, vanquifh. 
ing Barfequen their Captain at Antiochia:and not long after, 
he conquered Doldequin another great Commander of them at 
Damafcus. 

To correc the ranknefle of the Chriftians pride for this good 
fucceffe, Damafcus was afterward by them unfortunately ,be- 
fieged : Heaven difcharged againft them thunder-ordinance, ar- 
rows of lightning, {fmall-fhot of hail, whereby they being mi- 
ferably wafted were forced to depart. And this affliGion was in- 
creafed when Boemund the young Prince of Antioch, one of 
great hope and much lamented, was defeated and flain. Au- 
thours impute thefe mifhaps to the Chriftians pride, andrelying 
on their own ftrength, which never is more untrofty then when 
moft trafted. True it was, God often gave them great victories, 
when they defended themfelves in great ftraits: Hereupon they 
turned their thankfulneffe into prefumption, grew at laf from 
defending themfelves to dare their enemies on difadvantages to 
their often overthrow : for God will notunmake his miracles by 
making them common. And may not this alfobe counted {ome 
canfe of their ill feccefle, That they alwayes imputed their viGo- 
riesto the materiall Croffe which wascarried beforethem ¢ So 
that Chrift his glory after his afcenfion fuffered again on the

| Ing Baldwine a little before his death renounced the} 
j world, and took on him areligious habit. This was the 
fathionofmany Princesin thatage; though they did it for di- 
versends. Some thought to makeamends for their dilorder- 
| ed lives by entring into fome holy order at their deaths: O- 
| thers having {urfeted of the worlds vanitie, fafted from it when 
| they could eat no more becaufe of the impotency of their ba- 
| dies : Others being croffed by the world by fome misfortune, 
| fought to crofle the world again in renouncing of it. Thefe like 
| furious gamefters threw up their cards, not out of d flike of ga- 
| 





| ming but of their game;andthey were rather difcontented to 
live then contentedtodie, But we muft believe that Baldwine 
| did it out of true devotion, to ripen himfelf for heaven, becaufe 
he was pioufly affected from his youth ; fo thar all his life was 
religioufly tuned, though it made the {weeteft mufick in the 
clofe. He died not long after,on the 22 of Auguft, inthe 13 
yeare of his reigne;and was buried with his predeceffours in 
thetemple of the Sepulchre. By Morphea Grecian Lady his 
wife, he had foure daughters : whereof Millefent was theeldeft ; 
thefecond Alice, marriedto young Boemund Prince of Anti- 
och ; the third Hodiern, wife to Reimund Prince of Tripoli, 
and Mete the youngeft, Abbeffe of Bethanie.

Puce Earl of Tours, Mam, and Anjou, coming fome three 
years before on pilgrimage to Jerufalem, there took in mar- 
riage Millefent the Kings daughter. He had affigned to him the 
city Of Tyre, and fome other princely accommodations for 
his prefent maintenance, and the Kingdome after the death of 
his father inlaw, which he received accordingly. He was wel- 
nigh 60 yeares old: And by his firft wife he had a fonne, 
Geffrey Plantagenet Earl of Anjou ; to whom he left his lands in 
France, and from whom our Kings of England are defcended. 
This Fuleo was a very valiant man, able both of body and 
mind. His greateft defect wasa weak memory (though notfo 
bad asthatof* Meffala Corvinus, who forgot his ownname ) 
: infomuch

des Church of Jerufalem yielded no alterations in the 
reigne of Fulco.

Now whileft the Clergie were tedious in their choice, the 
Laity wastoo nimble for them, and they ( thinking it equall to 
have an hand in making, whomuft have theirarms in defend- 


1136 | ing a Patriarch )clapped one * Rodolphus of noble parentage in- 


tothe chair. He prefently took his pall off from the altar of S, 
Peter, thereby {paring both his purfeand pains to go to Rome, 
and acknowledging no other fuperiour then that Apoftle for 
his patrone. This man was the darling of the Gentry, (and no 
wonder ifthey loved him who was of theircloth and making ) 
but hated of the Clergie. Wherefore knowing himfelf to'need 
{trong arms who was to {wim againft the ftream, he wrought 
himfclf into the favour of the Princefle of Antioch, the widow 
of young Boemund, fo that he commanded all her command, 
| and beat down his enemies with her ftrength. He promifed to 
make a marriage betwixt her and Reimund Earl of Poitou, (a 
Frenchman of great fame, who was coming into thefe parts ) 
but he deceived her, and caufed the Earlto marry Conttantia 
the daughter ofthis Lady, by whom he had the principality of 
Antioch. Indeed this Conftantia’ was butachild for age, bur 
they never want yeares to marry, who havea Kingdome for 
their portion. 

The Patriarch to make fure ‘work, bound Prince Reimund 
by an oath tobetrueto him: But friends unjuftly gotcen, are 
feldome comfortably enjoyed : Of his {worn friend, he proved

onit. The main matter was, that he made odious comparifons 
betwixt Antioch and Rome, and counted himfelf equall to his 
Holiveffe. 

Rodolphus coming to Rome foundthe Pepes doores fhuta- 
gainft him, but he opened them withagolden key. Money he 
{owed plentifully, and reaped it when he came to be tried ; for 
he found their hands very fofttowardshim whom formerly he | 
had greafed in the fift. Healfo refigned his old pall, andtook 
anew one from the Pope. Asforhis other crimes, it was con- 
cluded that Albericus Bifhop of Oftia fhould be fent into Syria 
the Popes Legate, toexamine matters, and to proceed accord- 
ingly with the Patriarch as things there fhould be found al- 
ledged and proved’: Whereat his adverfaries much ftormed, 
who expected that he fhould inftantly have been depofed. 

Yetafterwardsthey prevailed mightily with Albericus the 
Legate,and bowed him on their fide. He coming to Antioch 
cited the Patriarch to appear ; who being thrice called, came 
not. On his abfence all were prefent with their conje@tures what 
fhould caufe it: Some imputing it to his guiltinefle ;,others to 
his contempt ; others to his fear of his enemies potencie, or 
judges partiality :for indeedthe Legate came not witha vir- 
vin-judgement, but ravifhed with prejudice ; being prepoffeffed 
with this intent to difpoflefle him of his place. Some thought he 
relied on hjs peace formerly made at Rome, where the illegality 
of hiselection was rectified by his laying down his firft pall, and 
affuming a new one fromthe Pope. 

Here was it worth the beholding in what. feverall * ftreams 
mens affections ran. All withed that the tree might be felled, 
who had hopesto gather chips by his fall , and efpecially one 
Aroulphus, and Dean Lambert, the promoters againft the Pa- 
triarch. Others pitied him, and though perchance content that 
hisroof might be taken down, were loth he fhould be razed to 
the ground. Some referved their affeGtions till they were coun- 
felled by theevent which fide to favour ; and would not be en- 
gaged by any manifeft declaration, but fo chat they might fair- 
ly retreat if need required. Amongft other Prelates which were 
prefent, Serlo Archbifhop of Apamea was one, who formerly 
had been a great enemy to the Patriarch, but had Jately taken 
himfelf off from that courfe. The Legate demanded of him 
why he preceeded notto accufe the Patriarch as he was wont: 
To whom he anfwered, “** What formerly I did, was done out 
“of unadvifed heat againft thehealth of my foul, difcovering 
“the nakedneffe of my father, liketo curfed Cham ; and now 
“God hath recalled me from mine errour : fo that I will nei- 
























“*ther accule, nor prefumptuoufly judge him, but am ready to. 


“die for his fafety. Hereupon the Legate immediately (fuch 
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vas the martiall law in a Ch arch. wa DARROLE eae hine, foaatie 
Archb: fhoprick. Little hope then had rhe Patriar ch, who {aw 
himfelf condemned in his friend: and he himfelf fo! peas not 
long after, being thruft out by violence, caft into prifon, and 
there long kept in chains ; till ar laft he ide an e{cape to Rome, 
‘intending there to traverfe his caufe again, had nor death ( ( Great 
fioned by poifon, as is thought ) prevented him.

ko ean the Grecian Emperour cameup with a * vaft

* Alexius his father. 

Hereat Reimund and all the Latines ftormed out of mezfure: 
Had they purchafedthe inheritance of theland with their own 
bloud, now to turntenants at willto another Some pleaded, 
That theill ufaceof Alexius* extorted from Godfrey and the 
reft of the Pilgrimes that agreement ; and an oath made by force, 
is of no force, but may freely be broken, becaufe not frecly 
made. Others alledged, That when Antiochia was firft wonne, 
it was offered to Alexius, and * he refufed it:.fo fair atender wa s 
apaiment. Others argued, That that generation which made 
this contract was wholly dead ; and that the debt defcended not 
on them to make it good. But moft infited on this, That 
Alexius kept not his Covenants, and affifted them not according 
tothe agreement. Indeed he called thefe Princes his fonnes ; 
but he disinherited them of their DOPsé: and alltheir partion 
wasin promifes never.payed. Noreafonthen, that the knot of 
the agreement fhould hold.them fat, ander hin loofe. 

The wort of thefe anfwers had bee n good enough, if their 
{words had been as ftrong asthe Grecian Emperours. But he 
coming with a numerous eich infew dayes overcameall Ci- 
licia ( which for fourty yeares had belonged to the Prince of 
Antioch) and.then Potisaeds the city of Antioch it felf. Force is 
the body, and.refolution the foul.ofan aGion :both thefe we 
| well tempered together in the Emperougs army ; and the ci iw 
| brough trogreatdiftrefic. Whereupon FulkKing of Jerufale inf

them. So that Reimund did homage to the Emperour, and 

held his principality asa vaffall from him. And though foure 

years aiter the Emperour came again into thefe parts, yet he 

did not much harm ,; pillaging was all his conqueft. Some years 

after he died, being accidentally poifoned by one of his own 

arro ws which he intended for the wild boar. A Prince fo much 

better tothe Latines then his father Alexius, as an honourable | 
foeis abovea treacherous friend. His Empire he difpofed to 

Emmaouel his fonne. 





Chap. 2.

O great fervice of moment was performed in the reigne of 

King Fulk, becaufehe was molefted with dometticall dif- 
cords, and inteftine warres againft Paulinus Countof Tripoli, 
and Hugh Earl of Joppa: Oncly Beerfheba was fortified, and 
fome forts built about Askelon, as an introdu@ion to beftege 
it. Alfo skirmifhes were now and then fought with variety of 
{ucceffe, againft Sanguin one of the Turks great Princes, 

And here let the reader take notice, that though we have 
mentioned many Commanders, as Auxianus, Corboran, Am- 
miraviflus, Tenduc, Gazi, Balak, Dordequin, Borfcquin, ‘San- 
guin, fome Turkifh, fome Saracen, yetnone of thefe were ab. 
folute Kings(though perchancein courtefie fometimes fo ftyled 


by writers )but were onely Generals & Lieutenants accountable | 


to their {uperiours,the Caliphs either of Babylon orEgypt:Who 
what they were, we referre the reader to our Chronologie. 
Caliph was the Pope(as I may fay)of the Saracens, a mixture 
of Prieftand Prince. But we need not now trouble our felves 
with curiofity in their fucceffions ; thefe Caliphs being but ob- 
{cure men, who confined themfelves to pleafures, making play 
their work, and having their conftant diet on the fawce of recre 
ation. Weare rather to take notice of their Generalls and Ca- 
ptains, which were the men of a@ion. For a Souldan( which 
was but a Vice-roy ) with his borrowed light, fhineth brighter in 
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Anno | hiftory then the Caliph himfelf. Yet may we juftly wonder, ; | 73 
Dom, | that thefe flothfull Caliphs fhould do nothing themfelves, and |

| fecurity to truft their officers with ample commiffion. Second- 
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ly, herein they followed an ancient cuftome practifed by the 
Pharaohs anciently ; who gave unto Jofeph fo large authority, 
| as we may reade in Genefis. Some example alfo we have here. 
ofin France about nine hundred years ago. Childerick; Theo 

dorick, Clovis, Childebert, Dagobert, &c. achain of idle 
Kings well linked together, gave themfelves over to pleafires | 
privately, never coming abroad; but onely on May-day they 
fhewed themfelves tothe people, riding ina chariot, adorned 
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| with flowers, and drawn with oxen, ( flow cattel, but good e- 


| 
nough for fo lazy luggage ) whileft Charles. Martell and Pipin, 
Maiors of the palace, opened packets, gave audience to Embaf- 

| fadours, made warre or peace, enacted and repealed laws at plea- 
fure, tillafterwards from controllers of the Kings houfhold 
they became controllers of the Kings, and_at laft Kings them- 
{elves. 

To return to Egypt: Let none be troubled ( pardon a chari- 

table digreffion to fatisfie fome fcrupulous in a point of Chro- 
nologie’) if they find anciently more Kings of the Egyptians, 
and longer reigning then the confentof times will allow room 
for: for no doubt that which hath {welled the number, is the 
counting Deputies for Kings.

For as well-mounted I away did flee, 
Death caught and kill'd me, falling from my fled.

a fmart jeft, which would make the place both bluth and bleed 
where itlighted: Yet this was the better taken at his hands, be- 
caufe he cherifhed not a cowardly wit in himfelf, to wound men 
behind their backs, but played on them freely to their faces ; 
yea, and never refufed the coin he payed themin, but would be 
contented (though a King)to be the fubje&t of a good jeft: and 
* fometimes he was well-favouredly met with; asthe beft fencer 
in wits {chool hath now and then an unhappy blow dealt him. 
Some thought he defcended beneath himfelf in too much fa- 
miliarity to his fubje@s ; for he would commonly call and falute

V Illiam, who was laft peffeffed of the Patriarchs chair 

in Jerufalem, was none of the greateft clerks. But what- 
foever he was for edifying of the Church, he was excellent at 
building of Caftles (one at Askelon, another at Ramula, a third 
called Blank-guard for the fecuring of Pilgrimes) rillatlaft ha- 


and onearth Fulcher Archbifhop of Tyre fucceeded him. An 
honeft old man, whofe weak age was much molefted with the 
pride and rebellion of the Hofpitallers, who lately had procu- 
red from the Pope a plenary exemption from the Patriarch. 
This his Holineffe did the more willingly grant, becaufe here- 
by he made himfelf abfolute mafter of all orders, pinning them 
on himfelf by an immediate dependance, and fo bringing water 
to his mill by ftraighter and nearer ftream. But hereby the en- 
tirenefle of Epifcopall jurifdiction was much maimed and mang- 
| led, and every Covent was acaftle of rebells, armed with privi- 
ledges to fight againft their lawfull Diocefan. 

Now as thefe Hofpitallers wronged the power of the Bi- 
fhops, fo did they robthe profit of poore Priefts, refufing to 
pay any tithes of their Mannours, which contained mapy pa- 
rifhes ( fothat the Paftours who fed the flocks, were ftarved 
themfelves ; and having laboured all day in the vineyard, were 
at night fent fupperleffe to bed) the hofpitallers pleading that 
the Pope had freed them from thefe duties ;, as if anacquittance 
under the hand of his Holinefle was fufficient to. difchargethem 
from paying of tithes,a debtdue to God. Other foul crimes 
they alfo were guilty of : as, cutbraving the temple of the Se- 
pulchre with their ftately buildings; giving the Sacraments to,

| Empire their high-way into Paleftine, little grafle would grow | 
in fo troden a path, and his countrey thereby be much en-| 
damaged ; he ufed them moft treacheroufly, giving them bad | 
welcome that he might no more have fuch guefts. To increafe | 
their miferies, as the Dutch encamped by the river * Melas( if |

For the Grecian Emperour did them all poffible | 
mifchief, by mingling lime with their meal, by killing of ftrag. | 
glers, by holding intelligence with the Turks theirenemices, b 
corrupting his coyn, making his filver as bafe as himfelf ({o| 
that the Dutch fold good wares for bad money, and bought bad 
wares with good money ) by giving them falfe Conductours 
which trainedthem into danger; fothat there was more fear of 
the guides then ofthe way. All whichhis unfaithful dealings |

fd Reins late-come Pilgrimes having fi ufficiently recreated them- 
felves, the Emperourand the King of France concluded to 
befiege Damafcus: for a {mall town was conceived too narrow 
an object of their valour, whileft fo eminentan aGion was ad- 
equate to the undertakers. Damafcus is fo pleafant acitie, that 
Mahomet durft never enter into it, left this deceiver fhould be 
deceived himfelf, and be fo ravifhed with the pleafures of the 
place, that he fhould forget to go on in that great work he had 
inhand. Some make Eliezer Abrahams fteward builder of this 
citie, becaufe he is called Eliezer of Damafcus ; though that 
phrafe {peaketh him rather to have had his birth or dwelling 
there, then the citie her building from him. To pafle this by, 
becaufe as the foundations are hidden in the ground , fo the 
founders of moft ancient places are forgotten, It was for many 
years after the Metropolis of Syria, and was now ftraitly be- 
fieged by the Chriftians with great hops of fucceffe, had they 
not afterwards fallen out amongft themfelves who fhould eat 
the chickens before they were hatched. Conrade and Kin 
Lewis deftined the citie to Theodorick Earl of Flanders, lately 
arrived in thofe parts; whileft other Princes which had been 
long refident in Paleftine, and born the heat of the ware 
grudged hereat: and their ftomachs could not digeft the crudi- 
tie of arawupftart to be preferred beforethem, Yea, fome of 
the Chriftians corrupted with Turkifh money ( though when 
‘| they received it, it proved but * gilded brafle; may all traitours 
be payed in fuch coin) perfwaded the King of Franceto remove 
his camp toa ftronger part of the walls: which they long be- 
fiegedin vain, and returned home at laft, leaving the city and 
their honours behind them. 

The French proverb was verified of this voyage, Much bruit 
and little fruir. They not onely did no good inthe Holy and 
(“fave that fome think their coming advantaged King Bald- 
wine for the taking of the citie of Askelon) but alfo did much 
harm. For now the Turks {eeing one citie both bear the brunt 
and batter the ftrength of botharmies, began to conecive that

When he was fafely arrived in France, inopen Parliament 
his wife was divorced from him. Her nearneffe in bloud was the 
onely caufe {pecified ; and the King took no notice of her in- 
conftancy, accounting thofe but foolifh husbands who need- 
| leffely proclaim their wives difhonefty. He gave her back again 
| all the lands in France which he had received with her in pot- 
tion; {corning her wealth which neglected his love. Herein he 
did nobly, but not politickly, to part with the Dukedomes of 
| Poitou and Aquitain, which he enjoyed in her right: for he 
| brake his own garland by giving her her flowers back again; 
| mangled and difmembred his own kingdome, and gavea *torch 
| into Henry King of England his hands ( who afterwards marri- 
| ed her )to fet France on fire.

But much may be alledged truly toexcufe this good man:

Heare what * Ocho Frifingen- 
fis, who went this voyage, {peaketh impartially in the matter : 
“* If we fhould fay that Bernard that holy Abbot was infpired 
‘< by Gods Spirit to incite usto this warre, butwe through our 
“pride and wantonneffe not obferving his holy commands 
“* defervedly brought on our felves the loffe of our goods and 
‘Stives, we fhould fay nothing but what is agreeableto reafon, 
“and to ancient examples. However, it was an heavy afflicti. 
on toS, Bernards aged back to bear the reprech of many peo- 
ple; it being a great grief for one to be generally condemned as 
guilty, for want of proof of his innocency.. And though’ God 
fethishand toS. Bernards teftimoniall by the many * miracles 
which that Father wrought, yer ftillfome challenged him fora 
counterfeit, 7 
And furely this humiliation was both wholefome and necef- 

fary for him. Forthe people, who cannot love without doting, 
nor approve without admiring, were too much tranfported 
withan high opinionof this manand his directions; as if that 
arrow could not miffe the mark which came out of §. Bernards }, 
bow. Wherefore this mifcarriage came very feafonably toa- 
bate their over-towring conceits of him; and perchance his 
own of himfelf. And no doubt he madea good ufe of this bad 
accidente The leffe his fame blazed, the more his devotion 
burned; and the cutting off of his top, made him take deep 
root, and to be made more truly humbled and fan¢tified. In his 
book of * Confideration he maketha modeft defence of him- 
felf; whither we referre the reader. Toconclude ; The devoti- 
on ofthis man was out of queftion fo neglecting this world, 
thathe even did {pit out} that preferment which was dropped 
into his mouth: But as for his judgement, it was not alwayes 
the beft: which gave occafion to the proverb, Beruardus non 
videt omnia.

Ponthe departure of Emperour Conrade and King Lewis, 
U Noradine the Turk much prevailed in Paleftine. Nor was 
he little advantaged by the difcords’ betwixt Millefent Queen- 
motherand the Nobility; thus occafioned; There was a No- 
ble-man called Manafles, whom the Queen ( governing all in 
her fonnes minority )made Conftable of the kingdome. This 
man unable to manage his own happinefle, grew fo infolent that 
he could not go, but either {purning his equals, or trampling on : 
| his inferiours. No wonder then, if envy the fhadow of great-| 
nefle waited upon him. The* Nobility highly diftafted him: 
but in all oppofitionsthe Queens favour was his fanctuary , who 
to fhew her own abfoluteneffe, and that. her affeGion fhould not 
be controlled, nor that thrown down which fhe fet up, ftill pre- 
ferved the creature fhe had made. 

His enemies petceiving him fo faft rooted inher favour, and 
feeing they could nor remove him from his foundation, fought 
to remove him with his foundation ; inftigating young King 
Baldwine’ againft’his mother, and efpecially againft her fa- 
vourite. They complained how the State groned undér his in- 
| folency '; He was the bridge by which all offices mutt paffe, 
and there pay toll ;“He alone fifted all matters, and then no| 
wonder if much bran pafled ; He under pretence of opening the 
Queens eyes did leadsher by the nofe, captivating her judge- | 
| mentin ftead of directing it ; He like aby-gulf devoured her af- 
| feétion, which fhould flow to her children. They perfwaded the’. 
| King he was ripe for government, and needed none to hold his 
hand to hold the {ceptre. Let him therefore either unite or cut 
himfelf loofe from this flavery, and notbe in fubjeGtion toa 
fubject. 

Liberty needeth no hard prefling on youth, atouch on that 
ftamp maketh an impreffion onthat waxen age.

T his hath made many Pagans ftep back, which had one footin 
our Church, when they have feen Chriftians believe fo well, 
and live fo ill, breaking the Commandments againft the Creed. 
Notlong after, the great mafter of the Affafines was. really 


difpofed to receive our religion; and to this end fent an- Eme | 


baffadourto King Almerick, which Embafladour was treache- 
roufly flain by one ofthe Templars. The* King demanded this 
murderer of the mafter of the Templars, that juftice mighe paffe 
uponhim. Butthe mafter proudly anfwered, That he had al- 
ready enjoyned him penance, and had directed to fend him to the 
Pope, but ftoutly refufed to furrender him tothe King. This 
cruel murder embittered the Affafines more defperately againtt 
the Chriftians.

Whileft the Turks thus lorded itin Syria 
and the lefler Afia, the Saracen Caliph commanded in Egypt ; 
under whom, two great Lords, Dargan and Sanar, fell out about | 
the Sultanie or Vice-roythip of that land. But Sanar fearing he 
fhould be worfted by Dargan, fuedto Noradine King of the | 
Turks at Damafcus for aid : who fent him an army of Turks, un- | 
derthe command of Syracon an Experienced Captain, againtt 
Sultan Dargan. So Dargan and Sanar met and fought. The| 
victory was Dargans, buthe enjoyed itnot long, being fhortly 
after flain by treachery ; whereby Sanar recovered the Sultans 
place. Meantime how ftrange was the voluptuous lethargie of 
| the Caliph Elbadach, to purfue his private pleafures, wiileft his 
Vice-royes thus fought under his nofe,and imployed forrein fuc- 
cours, yet he never regarded it ;as if the tottering of his king- 
dome had rocked him faft afleep. 
Nor was he moved with that which followed, and more near- 
ly concerned him. For Syracon the Furkifh Captain, whom 
Sanar had gottento come into Egypt, would not be intreated 
| toga home again; but ferzed onthe city of Belbis, fortified it, 
and there attended the arrivall of more Turks from Damafeus, 
for the conqueft of Egypt.

Secondly, if they benot entertained in too, great numbers, 
but in fuch refratted degrees, that the natives may ftill have 
the predominancie: fora furfeit of forrein {upplies is adifeale 
incurable. Thirdly, if the Prince who imployeth them, hath 
their wives, children, and eftatesin hisown hands ; which will 
be beth a caution and pawn for their fidelity, and will alfoin- 
tereft their affections more cordially in the caufe. Laftly, if 
they be of the fame religion with them, and fight againft the 
enemy of the religion of both: for then they are not purely 
hirelings, but parties in part, and the caufe doth: at leaft mediate-. 
ly concern them. I beleeve that it will fcarcely be fhown, that 
the Proteftants have turned tailsand betrayed them they came 
to affift. 

We may obferve, the Low-countreys have beft thrived by 
fetting this trade of journey-men-fouldiers on work.

‘The Sultan humbly kiffed his mafters feet, and briefly told 
him the caufe of their coming, the danger wherein the land 


| {tood, the proffers he had made to King Almerick, defiring him 


now to ratifie them, and in demonftration thereof to give his 
handto the Kings Embafladours. The Caliph demurred here- 
at,as counting fuch a gefturea diminution to his State; and at 
no hand would give him his hand bare, but gave it in his glove. 
To whom the refolute Earl of * Cefarea ; Sir, faid he, Truth 
feeketh no holes to hideit felf. Princes that will hold covenant, 
muft deal openly and nakedly : give us therefore your bare 
hand; we will make no bargain with your glove. He was loth 
to do it ; but neceffity ( a more imperious Caliph then himfelf at 
this time ) commanded it:and he did it at laft, difmiffing the 
eee Embafladours with ‘fuch gifts as teftified his great- 
neffe. 

According to this agreement King Almerick cordially profe- 
cuted his bufineffe, improving his utmoft might to expell Syra- 
conwith his Turks out of Egypt.; whom he bade battel, and got 
the day though he loft allhis baggage: So that the conqueft ina 
manner was divided ; the Turks gaining the wealth, the Chrifti- 
ans the honour of the victorie. Following his blow, he pinned 
up the Turks afterward inthe city of Alexandria, and forced 
them to receive of him conditions of peace, and then returned 
himfelf with honour to Askelon.

Realm: Whofe pride and infolence could not be brooked, and 


| therefore he was {tabbed at Prolemais, and Reimund Count of 
| Tripoli chofen to fucceed him. 


Now Saladine ferioufly intendeth to fet onthe Kingdome of 


| Jerufalem, and feeketh to furnifh himfelf with fouldiers for that 
| fervice. But he perceived that the ancient nation of the Egyptians 
| had lafted fo long, that now it ranne dregs ; their {pirits being as 


low as the countrey they livedin, and they fitterto make mer- 


| chants and mechanicks then military men: For they were bred in 


fach foft imployments, that they were prefeatly foundred with 


| any hard labour. Wherefore he fent tothe Circaffians by the 
| lake of Meotis, neare Taurica Cherfonefus, and thence bought 
| many flaves of able and aétive bodies. For it wasa people born 


ina hard countrey (no fewel for pleafure grew there nor was 


| brought thither )and bred harder; fo that warre was almoft 
| their nature, with cuftome of continuall Skirmifhing with the 


neighbouring Tartars.

* Mammalukes:Who lived a long time in ignorance of their own 
ftrength, till at laft chey took notice of it, and {corning any lon- 

ger to be factours for another, they would fet up for themfelves, 

and got the fovereignty fromthe Turkifh Kings. Thus Princes 

who make their fubje@ts over-great, whet a knife for their owd 











i throats. And pofterity may chance to fee the infolent Janizaries 


give the grand Seignor fuchatrip on the heel as may tumble 

him on his back. But more largely of thefe Mammalukes 

ufurping the kingdome of Egypt( God willing }in its proper 
lace. 

Thus Saladine having furnifhed himfelf with new fouldiers, 
went tohandfel their valour uponthe Chriftians; invaded the 
Holy land, burning all the countrey before him, and raging in 
the bloud of poore Chriftians, till he came and encamped about 
Askelon. 

Mean time whileft Reimund Count of Tripoli, Protectour of 
the Kingdome, with Philip Earl of Flanders, & the chief ftrength 
of the Kingdome were abfent in Celofyria, wafting the countrey 
about Emiffaand Cefarea, young King Baldwine lay clofein 
Askelon, not daring to adventure onfo ftrong anenemy. With 
whofe fear Saladineencouraged, difperfed his army, fome one 
way, fome another, to forrage the countrey. King Baldwine 
courted with this opportunity, marched out privately, nor ha- 
ving paft foure hundredhorfe, with fome few footmen, and af- 
faulted his fecure enemies, being fix and twenty thoufand. But 
vidory ftandeth as little in the number of fouldiers, as verity in 
the plurality of voices. The Chriftians got the conqueft, and in 
great triumph returned to Jerufalem. 

This overthrow rather madded then daunted Saladine: Who 
therefore to ree@wer his credit, {ome moneths after with his 
Mammalukes felllike a mighty temp<{t upon the Chriftians, as 
they were parting the fpoil ofa band of Turks, whomthey had 
vanquifhed; put many to the fword, the reft to flight. Otto 
erand Mafter of the Templars, and Hugh fonne in law tothe 
Count of Tripoli, weretaken prifoners ; and the King himfelf| 
had much.adoto efcape. And thusboth fides being well weatied 
with warre, they were glad to refrefh themfelves with a fhort 
flumber ofa truce folemnly concluded;and their troubled eftates 
breathedalmoft for the fpace of two yeares. Which truce Sala- 
dine the more willingly embraced, becaufe of a famine inthe 
kingdome of Damafcus, where it had fcarce* rained for five 
yearestogether. . |

Utthis fo welcomea calm was troubled: with domefticall 

difcords. Forthe Kings mother( a woman ofa turbulent 
{pirit )and her brother his fteward, accufed Reimund Count of 
Tripoli, governour of the Realm in the Kings minority, as if he 
affected the Crown for himfelf : which accufation this Earl 
could never wholly wipe off. For flender and Jean flanders 
quickly confume themfelves; but he that is branded with an 
hainous crime ( though falfe ) when the wound is cured, his cre- 
dit willbe killed with the fcarre. Before we go further, let us 
view this Earl Reimunds difpofition, and we thall find him 
marked todo mifchief, andtoruine this Realm. He was fonne 
to Reimund, grandchild to Pontius Earl of Tripoli, by Cecilie 
the daughter of*Philip King of France, great-grandchild to Ber- 
tram firft Earl of Tripoli, great.great-grandchild to Reimund 
Earl of Tholofe, one of {peciall note amongft the primitive 
adventurers in the Holy warre. His mother was Hodiern, third 
daughter of Baldwine the fecond, King of Jerufalem. A man 
whofe ftomach was as high as his birth 5 and very ferviceableto 
this State, whileft the fharpneffe of his parts were uled againft 
the Turks ; which at laft turned edge againft the Chriftians : 
Proud, not able to digeft the leaft wrong ; and though long in 
captivity amongft the Turks, yeta very treuant in the fehool of 
affliction, who never learned the leffon of patience : So revenge: 
full, that he would firike his enemy, though it were through the 
fides of religion and the Chriftian caufe. For this prefent ac- 
cufation of treafon, good authours feem to be his compurea- 
tours for this at thistime, though afterwards he difcovered his 
treacherous intents. And becaufe he could not rife by his fer- 
vice, he made his fervice fallby him;and undid what he had 
| done for the publick good, becaufe thereby hecould not attain 
his private ends. He commanded over the Earldome of Tri- 
poli, which wasaterritory of large extent, wherein he wos ab- 
folute Lord. And by the way we may take notice of this as. one 
ofthe banes of the Kingdome of Jerufalem, That the prinei- 
palities of Antioch, Tripoli, and Edeffa( whileft ic was Chri- 
{tian ) were branches of this Kingdome, but too big forthe bo- 
dy For the Princes thereof on each petty diftaft would ftand 
| on their guard ; as ifthey had been fubjeGs out of courtefie, not 
conicience : and though they confeffed they owed the je | | 
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allegeance, yet they would pay no more then they thought fit- 
ting themfelves. 





















though at firft buta buzze, foon got afting inthe Kings head, 
and he violently apprehended it. Whereupon Reimund coming 
to Jerufalem, was by the way commanded to ftay, to his great 
difgrace. But fome of the Nobility forefecing what danger this 
difcord might bring, reconciled them with much labour. Howe 
ever, Baldwine ever after looked on this Earl with a jealous eye. 
Jealoufie, if it be fire in private perfons, is wild-firein Princes, 
who feldome rafe out their names whom once they have written 
intheir black bills. And asthe Italian proverb is, Sufpicion gi- 
veth a paffe-port to faith to fet it on packing ; fo this Earl finding 
himfelf fufpected, was never after cordially loyall, {mothering 
his treachery inthis Kings life, whichafterwards broke forth 
into an open flame.

Te kingdome of Damafcus being recovered of the famine, 
Saladine having gotten his ends by the truce, would now 
have the truce to end; and breaking it( asnot ftanding with his 
haughty defignes) marched with a great army out of Egypt 
through Paleftine to Damafcus, much {poiling the countrey. 
And now having joyned the Egyptian with the Damafcene 
forces, re-entred the Holy land. But young King Baldwine 
meeting him, though but with feven hundred to twenty thou- 
fand, at the village Frobolt, overthrew him ina great battel ; and

Thus he cometh again into the Holy land more’ formidable 

then ever before, carrying an army of terrour-in the mentioning 
| of his name, which drove the poore Chriftians all into their fen- 
| cedcities. As for King Baldwine, the leprofie had arrefted him 
| prifoner,and kept him at home. Long had this Kings fpiriten- 
| dured this infirmity; fwallowing many a bitter. pang with a fmi- 
ling face,.and going upright with patient fhoulders under the 
weight of his difeafe. It made him putall his might to it, becaufe 
when he yielded to his ficknefle, he muft leave offthe managing 
of the State ; and he was loth to put off his royall robes before 
he went to bed, a’ Crown being too good a.companion for one to 
part with willingly. But at lafthe was made to ftoop,and retired 
himfelf toa private life, appointing Baldwine his nephew (a 
child of five yeares old ) his fucceffour ; and Guy Earl of Joppa 
and Askelon, this childs father in law, to be ProteCtour of the 
Realm in his minority. | : 

But foon after he revoked this latter act, and defigned Rei- 
mund Earl of Tripoli for the Proteétour. He difplaced Guy, 
becaufe he found him of no over-weight worth, {carce paflable 
without favourable allowance, little feared of his foes, and as 

| little loved of his friends. The more martiall Chriftians {leight- 

| ed him asa flug, and negleéted fo lazy aleader that could not 
keep pace with thofe that were to follow him : Yea, they refuled 
( whileft he was ProteG@tour ) at his command to fight with 
Saladine ; and out of diftaft to their Generall,, fuffered their ene- 
mie freely to forrage 3 which was never done before: For the 
Chriftians never met any Turks wandring inthe Holy land, but 
on even terms they would examine their pafle-port how fuffici- 
entit was, and bidthembattel. 

Guy ftormed at his difplacing, and though little valiant, 
yet very fullen, leftthe Court in difcontent, went home, and 
fortified his cities of Joppa and Askelon. What fhould King 
Baldwine do inthis cafe 7 Whom fhould he make Protettour ¢ 
Guy had too little, Reimundtoo much fpirit- forthe place. He 

| feared Guy’s cowardlineffe, left he fhould lofethe kingdome to 
the Turks ; and Reimunds treachery, left he fhould get it for 
himfelf.

to King Guy sand fory for hisformer offence, returned to the 
Chriftians. . 

King Guy hereupon gathering the whole ftrength of his 
weak Kingdome todo their laft devoir, determined to bid Sa- 
ladine battel ; though having but fifteen hundred horfe and fit 
teen thoufand foot, againft an hundred and twenty thoufand 
horfe andan hundred and fixty thoufand foot. Nigh Tiberias 
the battel was fought; They clofein the afternoon ; but night 


number of their enemies ; till at laft the diftemper of the weather 
turned the fcales to the Turks fide. More Chriftians( thirfty 
within and {calded without) were killed with the beams the 
funne darred then with the arrows the enemies fhot. Reinold of 
Caftile was flain, with moft of the Templars and Hofpitallers. 
* Gerard Mafter of the Templars, and Boniface Marquefle of 
Montferrat were taken prifoners ; and alfo Guy the King, who 
faw the reft of his fervants flain before his eyes, onely obtaining 
of Saladine the life ofhis {choolmafter. Yea, inthis battel the 
flower of the Chriftian chevalrie was cut down: and what was 
moftlamented,the Croffe (faith Matthew Paris) which freed 
men from the captivity of their finnes, was for mens finnes ta- 
kencaptive. Moft impute this overthrow to the Earl of Tripoli, 
who that day commanded a great part of the Chriftian army, 
and is faidof fome treacheroufly to have fled away. But when 
a great aétion mifcarrieth, the blame muft be laid on fome ; and 
commonly itlightethon them who formerly have been found 
falfe, be it right or wrong: So impoffible is it for him who once 
hath broken his credit by treafon, ever to have it perfectly joyn- 
tedagain. It inereafeth the fufpicion, becaule this Earl, after- 
wards found dead in his bed ( as fome fay ) was circumeifed, 
ViGorious Saladine, as he had thrownagood caft, played it 
as well’; ina moneth conquering Berycus, Biblus, Prolemais,and 
all the havens ( Tyre excepted ) from Sidonto Askelon. He ufed 
his conqueft with much moderation, giving lives and goods to 
all and forcing no Chriftians to depart their cities,fave ancly the 
Latines. This his gentlenefle proceeded from policy, well know- 
ing thatifthe Chriftians could not buy their lives cheap, ha

All Latines 
were caft out of the citie ; but thofe of the Greek religion were 
permitted to ftay therein :Onely Saladine to two Frenchmen 
gave liberty to abidethere, and maintenance to live on, in re- 
verence to their age: the one Robert of Corbie, a fouldierto 
Godfrey of Bovillon when he wanne thiscitie ;the other Fulk 
Fiole, the firft child bornin thecitie after the Chriftians had 
conquered it, 

Saladine pofleffed of Jerufalem, turned the churches into fta- 
bles, {paring onely that of the Sepulchre fora great fumme of 
money.

For he fuffered rebells to affront him to 
his face, never fending any army againft them, but commend- 
ing all his caufe to a company of bare-footed Friars whom he 
keptin his Court, defiring them to pray for him, and by their 
pious tearsto quench the combuttions inthe Empire. But our 
Conrade plainty told him, he muft ufeas well the weapons of 
the * left hand as of the right; meaning the fword as wellas 
prayers : And by the advice of this his Generall, he quickly fub. 
dued all his enemies. Which his great fervice found {mall re- 
ward: * oncly he was graced to wear his fhoes of the Imperiall 
fathion’; alow matter, but there ( forfooth ) accounted an high

And hence itis, that 
our Englith Kings have fuffered Time, without difturbing her 
meals, to feed her belly full on their in-land caftles and citie- 
walls ; which whileft_ they were ftanding in their ftrength, were 
but the nurferies of rebellion. And now,2s* one obferveth, be- 
| caufe we have no ftrong cities, warre in England waxeth not old 
(being quickly ftabbed with fee bartels ) whichin the Low- 
countreys hath already outlived the grand clima@ericall of three- 
{core and ten yeares. 

But Frederick the Emperour, being now entring into the 
Holy land, was tothe great grief of all Chriftians fuddenly 
| taken away, being drowned in the river of Saleph ; 4 river ¢ fuch 
istheenvieof Barbarifme obfcuring all places) which cannot 
accurately be known at this day, becaufe this new nameisa 
ftranger to all ancient maps. Ifhe went into wath himfelf, as 
fome write, he neither confulted with hishealth nor honour : 
Some fay, his horfe foundred under him as he paffed the water ; 
others, that hefell from him, Butthefe feverall relations, as 
varietie of inftruments , make a dolefull confort in this, that 
there he loft his life :andno wonder, ifthe cold water quickly 
quenched thofe few {parks of naturall heat left inhim at feven- 
tie yeares of age. * Neubrigenfis conceiveth that this his fudden 
death was therefore inflicted on him , becaufe in his youth 
he fought againft the Popes and Church of Rome : But J 
wonder that he feeing an Emperour drowned ina ditch, durft 
adventure into the bottomleffe depths of Gods counfels. 
Let it content us to know that oftentimes heaven blafteth 
thofe hopes which bud firft and fairet ;and the feet of mightie 
Monarchs do flip, when they want but one ftep to their enemies 
throne. 

After his death Frederick Duke of Suevia, his fecond 
fonne, undertook the condu@ of the armie, Now the Turks 
conceiving grief had fteeped and moiftened thefe Pilgrimes 
hearts, gave them a fudden charge, in hope to have overthrown 
them.

Richard quickly difcovered, as diffembling goeth not along in- 
vifible before a judicious eye. 

Mean time the citizens of Meffana did the Englifh much 
wrong, if not by the command, with the confent of the King, 
For though it be unjuft to father the bafe actions of unrulie 
people on their Prince; yet Tankred not punithing his peo- 
ple for injuring the Englifh, when he might and was required 


their deeds to be his. Wherefore King Richard to avenge 
himfelf, took Meffana by affault, feized on moft forts in the 
Ifland, demanding fatisfaction for all wrongs done tohim and 
his fifter. Tankred though dull at firft, now pricked with the 
fword, came offroundly with many thoufand ounces of gold; 
and feeing, as the cafe ftood, his beft thrift was to be prodigall, 
gave to our King what rich conditions foever he demanded. 
Worle difcords daily encreafed betwixt the kings of France 
atid England; King Richard flighting the King of France his 
fifter, whom he had promifed to marrie, and expreffing more 
affection to Beringaria daughter to the King of Navarre. Some 
Princes interpofing themfelves in this breach, rather affwaged 
the pain then removed the maladie: So dangerous are ruptures 
betwixt great ones, whofe affections perchance by the mediation 
of friends may be brought again to meet, but never to unite and 
incorporate. King Philip thinking to foreftall the market of ho- 
nour, and take up all for himfelf, hafted prefently to Ptolemais: 
Richard followed at his leifure, and took Cyprus in his way. 
Ifaac ( or Curfac ) reigned then in Cyprus; who,under Adro- 
nicus the Grecian Emperour (whenevery factious Noble-man 
{natched a plank out of that fhipwracked Empire ) feized on this 
Ifland, and there tyrannized as a reputed King. Some falfely 
conceived him a Pagan : and his faith is fufpeéted, becaufe his 
charitie was fo bad, killing the Englith that landed there,not ha- 
ving fo much man as to pittie a woman, and to fuffer the fea-fick 
Lady Beringaria to come on fhore. But King Richard {peedily 
overran the Ifland, honoured Ifaac with the magnificent captivi- 
tie of filver fetters; yet giving his daughter libertie and princes 
lyufage. The Ifland he pawned to the Templars for ready 
money. And becaufe Cyprus by antiquitie was celebrated as 
the feat of Venus, that foit might prove tohim, inthe joyous 
moneth of May he folemnly took to wife his beloved Lady Be- 
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The taking of the citte Ptolemais.

This mortalitie notwithftanding , the fiege ftill continued. 
Aad now the Chriftians and Turks, like two fencers long play- 
ing together, were fo well acquainted with the blows and 
guards each of other, that what advantage was taken betwixt 
them was merély cafuall, never for want of skill, care, or va- 
louroneither fide. It helped the Chriftians not alittle, thata 
concealed Chriftian within the citie, with letters unfubfcribed 
with any name, gave them conftant and faithfull intelligence of 
the remarkable paflagesamongft the Turks. 

No Prince in this fiege deferved morethen Leopoldus Duke 
of Auftria; who fought folong in affaulting this citie, till hisar-

M Philip the French King,Odo Duke of Burgundie, Leopold 
Duke of Auftria, moft of the Dutch,all the Genoans and Tem- 


plars fiding with King Conrade ; King Richard, Henry Count | 


of Champaigne, the Hofpitallers, Venetians, and Pifans taking 
part with King Guy. But King Conrades fide was much weaken- 
ed with thefudden departure of the French King ; who ecigh- 
teen dayes after the taking of Peolemais returned home, preten- 
ding want of neceflaries, indifpofition of body, diftemper of the 
climate, though the greateft diftemper was in his own paffions, 
The true caufe of his departure was, partly envie, becaufe the 
found of King Richards fame was of fo deep a note that it 
drowned his; partly * covetoufneffe, to feize on the dominions 
of the Earl of Flanders lately dead ; Flanders lying ficly to make 
a ftablefor the fair palace of France. Ifitbe true what* fome 
report, that Saladine bribed him to return, Iect him for ever fore 
feit the furname of Auguttus, and the ftyle of The moft Chrifti- 
an Prince. 

His own fouldiers diflwaded him from returning, befeech- 
ing him not to ftop in fo glorious arace, wherein he was new- 
ly ftarted :Saladine was already on his knees, and would pro- 
bably be brought on his face, if purfued. Ifhe played the un- 
thrift with this golden occafion,let him not hope for another 
toplay thegood husband with. If poverttie forced his de- 
parture, King Richard * profered him the halfof all his pro- 
vifions. 

All would not do, Philip perfifted in his old plea, How the 
life of him abfent would be more advantageous tothe caufe, 
then the death of him prefent ; and by importunitie got leave to 
depart, folemnly fwearing not to moleft the King of Englands 
dominions. | 

Thus the King of France returned in perfon, but remained 
ftill behind in his inftru@tions, which he left ( with his armie sto 
the Duke of Burgundie ; to whom he prefcribed both his path 
and his pace, where and how he fhould go. And that Duke 
moved flowly, having no defire toadvance the work where 
King Richard would carrie all the honour.

James of Avergne brought onthe Flemings and Brabanters in the 
rear. Saladine, ferpent-like, biting the heel, affaulred the rear, 
not farre from Bethlehem ; when the French and Englith wheel- 
ing about, charged the Turks moft furioufly. Emulation, for- 
merly poyfon, was here acordiall, each Chriftian nation ftriving 
not onely to conquer their enemies, but to overcome their 
friends in the honour of the conqueft. King Richard feeking to

Bu bad news out of Europe fhaked his fteadieft ecfolutions, 
hearing how William Bifhop of Ely, his Vice-roy in En- 
gland, ufed unfufferable infolencics over his fubjects : So hard it 
is for one of bafe parentage to perfonatea King without over- 
aQting his part, Alfo he heard how the King of France and John 
Eatl of Morton his own brother, invaded hrs dominions ; ambi- 
tion, the Pope in their belly, difpenfing with their oathto the 
contrary. Befides, he faw this warre was nota fubje& capable 
of valour to any purpofe ; the Venetians, Genoans, Pifans and 
Florentines being gone away with their fleets, wifely fhrinking 
themfelves out of the collar, when they found their nécks 
wrung with the hard imployment. Hereupon he was forced 


firft to make the motion of ( in plain terms, to begge ) peace of 


Saladine. 
Let Saladine now alone to winne, having all the game in his 


own hand. Well knew he how to fhoot at his own ends, atid to | 
take aisn by the exigencies wherein he knew King Richard was] 


plunged. For he had thofe cunning gypfies about him, who 
could read in King Richards face what grieved his heart 5 and by 
his intelligencers was cettified of every noté- worthy paflage in 
the Enelifharmi¢. Upon thefe terms therefore of none ( bes- 
gers of peace fhall never be choofers of their conditions ) a truce 
for three ( fome fay, five ) yeares mightbe concluded, That the 
Chriftians fhould demolifhall places they had walled fince the 
taking of Ptolemais; which was in effectto undo what with much 
chargethey had done. But fuch was the tyrarinié of King Ri- 
chards occafions, forcing him to return, that he was glad to em- 
brace thofe conditions he hated at his heart. 

Thus the voyage of thefe two Kings, begtin with as gréat con- 
fidence of the undertakers a8 expectation ofthe beholders, con- 
tinued with as much courage as jnterchangeableneffe of fuc- 
ceffe, baned with mutuall difcord and emulation,was ended with 
fome honour to the undertakers, no * profit either to themor 
the Chriftian caufe. Some farte-ferched deare-bousht honour 
they got ; efpecially King Richard, whoéternized his memory 
in Afia: whom if meni forget, horfes will retnember ,the Turks

Prince, he was both wayes admirable. 

Many Hiftorians ( like fome painters, which rather fhew their 
skill in drawing a curious face then in making it like to him 
whom it fhould refemble ) defcribe Princes rather what they 
fhould be then what they were ; not fhewing fo much their good- 
neffe as their own wits. But finding this Saladine fo generally 
commended fall writers, we have no caufe to diftruft this his 


| true character. 


His wifdome was great, in that he was ableto advife ; and 
greater, in thathe was willing to be advifed: Never fo wedded 
to hisownrefolves, but on good groundhe would be divorced 
from them. His valour was not over-free, but would well an- 
fwer the fpurre when need required. In his victories he was 
much beholden to the advantage of feafon, place, and number ; 
and feldome wrefted the garland) of honour from an arm as 
ftrong as his own. He ever. marched in perfon into the field, 
remembring that his predeceflours, the Caliphs of Egypt, brake 
themfelves by ufing Faaours, and imploying of Souldans. His 
temperance was great, diet {paring, fleép moderate, not to pam- 
per nature, but keep it in repair. His greateft recreation was va- 
riety and exchange of work. Pleafures he rather fipped then 
drank off ;fometimes, more to content others then pleafe him- 
felf. Wives he might have kept fans number, but ftinted him- 
{elf ro one or two; ufing them rather for pofterity then wan- 
tonneffe. His juftice to his own people was remarkable ; his 
promife with his enemics generally well kept. Muchhe did tri- 

umphin mercy: Fierce in fighting, mild in conquering ; and 
having his enemies in his hand, pleafed himfelf more in the 
power then act of revenge. His liberality would have drained 
his treafure, had it not had a great and quick fpring, thofe 
Eaftern parts being very rich. Serviceable men he would pur- 
chafe on any rate; and fometimes his gifts bare better propor- 
tion to his own greatneffe then the receivers deferts. Vat 
bribes he would give to have places betrayed unto him, and 
often effected that with his gold which he could not do with 
his fteel. Zealous he was in his own religion, yet not violent 
ee Chriftians gua Chriftians.

was admirable; as being neither ignorant of his greatnefle, nor 
over-knowing it. He provided to have no folemnities at his fu- 
nerals ; and ordered that before his corpfe a black cloth ‘thould 
be carried on the: top ofa fpear, and this proclaimed, * Saladine 
Conquerour of the Eaft had nothing left him but this black hirt to at- 
tend him to the grave. 

Some entitle him as defcended fromthe Royall Turkith bloud: 
Which flattering Heralds he will little thank for their pains ; 
counting it moft honour, that he being of mean Parentage, was 
the firft founder of his own Nobility. His ftature( forone of 
that nation ) was tall. His perfon rather cut out to ftrike fear 
then winne love ; yet could he put onamiablenefle when occafi- 
on required, and make it befeem him. To conclude ; I will not 
be fo bold; to do with him as an Eaftern * Bifhop doth with Pla- 
toand Plutarch, whom he commendeth in a Greek hymnto 
Chrift, as thofe that came neareft to holineffe of all, uataught 
Gentiles :( Belike he would be our Saviours remembrancer, and 
put him in mind to take more efpeciall notice of them at the day 
of judgement. ) But I will take my farewell of Saladine with that 
commendation I find ofhim, * He wanted nothing to his eternal! 
happineffe, but the knowledge of Chrift.

Difcords amongft the Turks . Tbe miferable death

Aladine left nine (fome fay, twelve ) fonnes, making Saphrae 
S dine his brother overfeer of his will: Who ofa tutour turned 
a traitour, and murdered them all excepting one,called ‘alfo Sa- | 
phradine, Sultan of Aleppo ; who, not by his uncles pity, but by 
the favour and fupport of his fathers good friends was preferved, 
Hence arofe much inteftine difcord amongf the Turks ; all 
which time the Chriftians enjoyed their truce with much Quiet 
and fecurity. 

Not long after, Henry King of Jerufalem, as he was * walking 
in his palace to folace himfelf, fell down out ofa Window, and 
brake his neck. He reigned three yeares. But as for the particu- 
lar time he died on, I find it not {pecified in any Authour.

Ave hisdeath Almerick Lufignan, brother to King Guy, 
was in the right of his wife crowned King of Jerufalem: 
For he married Ifabella the Reli@ of Henry the laft King. This 
Lady was foure times married: firft, to Humphred Prince of 
Thorone ; then to the three fucceflive Kings of Jerufalem, Con- 
rade, Henry, and this Almerick. He was alfo Kingof Cyprus ; 
and the Chriftians in Syria promifed themfelves much aid from 
the vicinity of that Ifland. But though he was neare to them, 
he was farrefrom helping them, making pleafureall his work; 
being an idle, lazy, worthleffe Prince. But I tre{paffe on that po- 
litick rule, Of Princes we muft fpeak the beft, or the leatt ; if 
that be not intended, when the truthis fo late that danger is en- 
tailed upon it. 

Inhis time, Henry Emperour of Germany, indi&ed by his 
con{cience for hiscruelty againft King Richard, feeking to per- 
fume his name inthe noftrils of the world, which begantobe 
unfavourie, fet on foot another voyage tothe Holy land. Pope 
Celeftine the third fent his. Legates about to promote this fer- 
vice, fhewing how God himfelf had foundedthe alarm by the 
diflention of the Turks: Jerufalem now might be wonne with 
the blows of her enemies ; onely an army muft be fent, not fo 
much to conquer as to receive it. Generall of the Pilgrimes 
was Henry Dukeof Saxony ; next him, Frederick Duke of Au- 
ftria , Herman Landtgrave of Thuringia, Henry Palatine of 
Rhene, Conrade Archbifhop of Mentz, Conrade Archbifhop of 
Wirtzburg, the Bifhops of Breme, Halberftadt, and Regenfpurg, 
with many more Prelates; fo that here was an Epifcopall army, 
which might have ferved fora nationall Synod : Infomuch that 
one truly mighthere have feen the Church Militant. We have

His truce notwithftanding, another armie of Pilgrimes was 

prefently provided for Syria: The Tetrarchs whereof were 
Baldwine Earl of Flanders, Dandalo the Venetian Duke, Theo- 
bald Earl of Champaigne, Boniface Marqueffe of Montferrat, 
with many other Nobles. 

Leave we them awhile taking the citie of Jadera in Iftria for 
the Venetians. Meantime if we look over into Greece, we fhall 
find Ifaac Angelus the Emperour depofed, thruft into prifon, his 
eyes put out (the punifhmenttherein fafhion ) fo that he ended 
his dayes before he ended his life, by the cruelty of Alexius An- 
gelus his brother, who fucceeded him. 

But young Ale xius, Ifaac Angelus his fonne, with fome Gre- 
cian Noble-men, came to the courts of moft Weftern Princes 
tobeg affiftance to freehis father and expellthe tyrant.

Our Weltern Princes tendered his cafe, which 
they counted might be their own; their beft right lying at the 
mercy of any ftronger ufurper. Young Alexius fo dreffed his 
meat, that he pleafed every mans palate ; promifine for their 
{uccours to difingage the French from their debtsto the Vene- 
tian ; promifing the Venetian fatisfa@tion for the wrongs done 
them by the Grecians ; and bearing the Pope in hand he would 
reduce the Eaftern Churches into his fubjection : things which 
he was little * able to perform. But well may the ftatute of 
Bankrupt be fued out againft him who cannot berich in promi-

fes. Thefe his fair proffers prevailed fo-farre, that the Pope |. 


commanded, and other Princes confented, that this army of 
Pilgtimes levied for the Holy land, fhould be imployed againft 
theufurping Grecian Emperour. Many taxed his Holineffe for 
an unjuft fteward of the Chriftian forces , to expend them a- 
gainft the Grecians, which were tobe laid out againft the Infi- 
dels : Efpecially now when Paleftine, through the diffenfion of 
the Turks, offered it felfinto the Chriftians arms to be regain- 
ed. Others thought the Pope took theright method ; becaufe

took, after fome hotskirmifhes. Alexius Angelus the ufurper, 
with his wife, whores, and treafure, fled away. Blind Ifaac 
Angelus was fetched out of prifon ; he and ‘young Alexius his 
fonne faluted joynt Emperours. Which brittle honour of theirs 
was quickly broken : For foon after the father died, being 
brought into an open place, kept before in a clofe pent dun- 
geon; and having long fafted from good air ; he now got his 
death by furfeting onit. His fonne was villainoufly firangled 
by Alexius Ducas, called from his beetle-brow Murfiphlus: One 
of bafe parentage, who was tumultuoufly chofen Emperour by 
the people. This Ducas offered fome affronts to the Latines 
which lay before Conftantinople in their thips. Wherefore, 
and alfo becaufe they were not payed for their former fervice, 
they the fecond time affaulted the citie, and took it by main 
force ; killing none,but robbing all ; ravifhing women, and ufing 
a thoufand infolencies.. Some fled for their fuccour'to the fhrines 
of Saints : But the Sandtuaries needed fanuaries to prote@ 
themfelves , the fouldiers as little refpecting place, as formerly 
age or fex :not {tanding onany reverence 'to the Saints, they 
ftood upon them, making footftools of their images and 
ftatues. i

Thefe alone were Gods Virgins, his 
Witnefles in fackcloth, his Womaniin the wilderneffe, his fealed 
ones, his feven thoufand whofe knees.were nor fuppled with the 
Baalifme of that age. Thisis the expreffe opinion of fome ftri@ 
Proteftants ; and of fome who {peak it ‘not out, yer mutter it to 

themfelves.. . . | 3 

Thirdly, A third fort * explode this opinion, astre{paffing on 
Divine providence ; that God whoncither flumbereth nor 
fleepeth, fhould be in fo longa lethargic as to fuffer hell to eat 
up his heaven on earth for fo many yeares together, leaving no 
true Church but fo {mall.a company of {uch fimple peopte. 
They conceive that the maintainers hereof engage themfelves 
ina labyrinth of difficulties, hanging too greata weight on fo 
flender a ftring, in making fuch an handfull of men:the onely 
Church for folong contunuance. More moderately therefore

Boutthe yeare 1160, Peter Waldoa merchant of Lyons, 
-Arichin fubftance and learning (for alay- man ) was walking 
and talking with his friends, when one of them fuddenly fell 
down dead. Which lively fpectacle of mans mortality fo im- 
prefled the foul of this'Waldo, that inftantly he refolved ona 
{trict reformation of his life : Which to his power he performed; 
tranflating fome books ofthe Bible sinftruGing fuch as reforted 
tohim in godlineffe of life ;teaching withall, That Purgatorie, 
Maffles, dedication of Temples, worfhipping of Saints, prayers 
for the dead , were inventions of the devil ,and {nares of avarice ; 
That Monkery wasa ftinking carrion,the Church of Romethe 
whore of Babylon, the Pope that Antichrift Paramount : He 
fharply lanced the'vitious ulcers of Clergie-mens lives, reproving 


their pride and luxury. Soon got he many followers, both be- 


caufe novelty is a forcible loadftone, and becaufe he plentifully 
relieved his poore difciples ; and thofe that ufe that trade fhall 
never want cuftome. 


| ‘The Archbifhop of Lyons hearing fuch doétrines broched as 


were high treafon againft the Triple ‘crown, ferreted Waldo and 
his {eCtaries out of Lyons and the countrey thereabouts. But pers 
fecution is the bellows of their Gofpel, to blow every {park into 
aflame. This their divifion proved their multiplication. Some 
fled into the Alpes, living there on fo fteep hills, and in fo deep 
holes, that their enemies were afraid to climbe or dive after 
them. Here they had the conftant company ofthe fhow: And 
as it by the height of the hills was protested from the {un-beams, 
{o they from the {corching of perfecution, evento Luthers time. 
Others fled into Picardy, Flanders, England, Alfatia, Bohemia, 
* Bulgaria, Croatia, Hungaria, and whither not ¢ the perfumeof 
the Popes prefence not keeping this fuppofed vermine ont of 
Italy, 
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Italy it felf. M any of them were cruelly maflacred, five and thir- 
| ty Burgefles of Mayence burned at Bingen in one fire, eighteen at 





Mayence, fourefcore at Strafsburg at the inftance of the Bifhop | 

thereof. But Martyrs athes are the beft compoft to manure the: 

Church: for others were wonne to their opinion, by behold- 

ing their conftancie and patience. Strange that any fhould fallin 

love with that profeffion, whofe profeffours were fo miferable ! 

Bur truth hath alwayes a good face, though often but bad 
| clothes. 

They were called by fundry names ; Sometimes from the pla- 
ces where they lived: As from Albigeois, Tholofe, Lyons, Pi- 
cardy, Bohemia; Albingenfes, Tholoufians, Lyonifts, Picards, 
Bohemians, Sometimes from their principall paftour: As from 
Waldo, Jofeph, Heary, Efperon, Arnold ; Waldenfes, Jofe- 
phifts, Henricians, Efperonites, Arnoldifts. In England they 
weretermed Lolards, from* Lolard their teacher ; not as fome 
Priardefcanteth, qvafi Leliumin area Domini. Itappeareth not 
whether they were thus called of others, or called themfelves, 
But grant the latter : and if any object, That they feemed 
afhamed of Chraft their firft godfather, who gave them the name 
of Chriftians,thus to denominate them felves from their teachers; 
I an{wer, Itis the fame the Papitts do, calling themfelves Bene. 
dictines, Dominicanes, Francifcanes, &c. from the founders of 
their Order, 

They had alfo nick-names ; called, Firft, Pooremen of Ly- 
ons :net becaufe they chofe to be poore, but could not choofe 
but be poore, being {tripped out of all their goods: And why 
fhould the Friars glory be this peoples fhame ¢ they mocking at 
poverty in others, which they count meritorious in themfelvyes. 
Secondly, Patarenians ; thatis, Sufferers, whofebacks were an- 
vils for others tobeaton. Thirdly, Turlupins ; that is, Dwellers 
with wolves, (and yet might they be Gods fheep ) being forced 
to flee into woods. Fourthly, likewife they were called Sicars ; 
that is, Cut-purfes, Fifthly, Fratercudi , that is, Shifters. Sixth- 
ly, Infabbathe ; that is, Obfervers of no fabbath. Seventhly, 
Pafagenes ; that is, Wanderers. As alfo- Arians; Manicheans, 
Adamites ( how juftly will appear afterwards. ) Yea, {carce was 
there an arrow inall the quiver of malice which was not (hor at 
them.

Omewe now to the full and foul indidment wherewith 


to*holy places; rejected the bapti{me of infants; ‘held that 
temporall power was grounded in grace; thatic was a meritori- 
ous work to perfecute the Priefts of Rome and their fubjeas: 
With the Adamites they went naked (an affront to nature; ) 
with the Manicheans they made two firft caufes, God of good, 
the devil of evil; held community of all things, even of wives 
amongft them ; were * forcerers and conjurers( pretending to 
command the devil, when they moft obeyed him ) guilty of in- 
ceft, buggery, and more unnaturall finnes, whereby men(asit 
were ) runne backward to hell. ‘ 

No whit affrighted with this terrible accufation, many late 
writers dare be their advocatesto defend them, though confef- 
fing them guilty of fome of thefe, but not in fo high and hainous 
a mariner as they are accufed. 

True itis, becaufe moft inthat age ranne riot in adoring of 
Churches ( as iffome inherent fanétity was cieled to their roof, 
or plaiftered to their walls ; yea, {uch as might more ingratiate 
with God the perfons and prayers of people there affembled ) 
the Waldenfes ( out of that old errour not yet worn our, That 
the beft way to ftraighten what is crooked, isto over-bow it) 
denied Churches that relative holineffe and fit reverence due 
unto them. Baptifmeof infants they refufed not (though* S. 
Bernard, taking it rather from the rebound then firft rife, char- 
‘geththem therewith) but onely deferred it tillit might be ad- 
miniftred by one oftheir own Minifters , their tender confci- 
ences not digefting the Popith baptifme, where clear water by 
Gods ordinance, was by mans additions made a falve or plaifter.

In thefeerroursthe Albingenfes hope to find favour, if men 
confider, Firft, the ignorance of the age they lived in: Itisno 
news to ftumble inthe dark. Secondly, the frailty( that {quire 
ofthe body ) attending on mans nature; yea, he fhall be im- 
mortall who liveth till he be ftoned by one without fault. 
Thirdly, the errours themfelves, which are rather inthe oute 
limbes then vitalls of religion. And it may be conceived they 
might have been reclaimed, if ufed with gentle means, not caté- 
chifed with fire ands fagot ; it being atrue rule, That mens con- 
{ciences are more moved with leading th 
drawing.

For whereas theyare charged withthe Adamites willingly to 
have gone naked, we find them rather sudati then madi, torced 
thereunto by the Popes Legate : Who being about to take the 
city of Carcaflone in France, where thefe people moft fwarmed, 
he would not grant them their lives but on this condition, 
That both males and females fhould go forth, and paffe by his 
army * ftark-naked. Argued it not a very foul ftomach in him 
who could feed his eyes with contentment on fuch a fight, which 
otherwife would more deeply have wounded the modefty of the 
beholder then of the doers, who did itby compulfion ¢ See now 
how juftly thefe innocents are charged ! As well may the Ifrae- 
litesbe blamed forcruelty to themfelves,in putting out their 


own eyes,when they were commanded to do it by the mercileffe |: 


Ammonite. 

Laftly, they are cleared by the teftimonies of their very ene- 
mies;and who knoweth not, but fucha witnefle is equivalent 
to agenerall confent? For thofe, who, when bemadded with 
anger, moft rave and rage againft them, yet per lucida imterwalla, 
in theircold bloud, whentheir wordsare indicted from their 
judgements not paffions, domoft f{ufficiently acquit them from 
thefe accufations. 

Reinerius, a Jacobine Monk, and a cruel inquifitour of the 
Waldenfes, teftified,* That they lived juftly before men, and 
believed all things well of God, and held all the articles contain- 
ed inthe Creed ; onely they blafphemed the Romifh Church, 
and hated it. | 

Claudius de Seiffell Archbifhop of Turin confeffeth, as 
touching their life and manners they were found and unre- 
proveable, without fcandal amongft men, giving themfelves 
(totheir power )to the obfervation of the commandments of 
God. 
King Lewis thetwelfth of France being throughly informed 
of the faith and life ofthe Waldenfes in his time, bound it with 
an oath, That they were better men then heor his people. The 


fame King having killed many of thofe poore people, and having |. 


called the place where they lived, Valls meretricia, for their 
painted and diffembled piety, upon better inftructions changed 
the name, calling it from himfelf, * The vale of Lewis. 

William de Belai Lieutenant of Piemont gave this commen- 
dation of the Merindelites (afprig which fome hundred yeares 
after {prouted fromthe Waldenfes)* That they werea labori- 
ous people, averfe from fuits ,*bountifull to the poore, duly

por Innocent the third having now gathered together an 
| &  armie.of one hundred thoufand Pilgrimes, fet forwards for 
the finall exftirparion of the poore Aibingenfes. The beft cham- 
pions for his Holinefle herein, were the Duke of Burgundy, the 
Earls of Nevers, St-Paul, Auxerre, Geneva, Poictiers, with Si- 
mon Earl of Montfort, Of the Clesgie, Milo the Popes Le- 
gate, the Archbifhop of Sens; Rovan ; the Bifhops of Cler- 
mont, Nevers, Lyfieux, Bayeux, Charters, with divers others ; 
every Bifhop with the Pilgrimes of his jurifdiG@ion: To whom 
the Pope promifed Paradife in heaven, but not one peny on 
earth. Their work was to deftroy the Albingenfes, which were 
in great numbers in Daulphine, Provence, Narbonne, Tholofe, 
and other parts of France. Their Commiffion alfo extended 
to the rooting out of all their friends and favourers , whether

| ceteGed, or onely fulpedted ; fuch as were Reimund Earl of 
| Tholofe, Reimund Earl of Foyx, the Vicecount of Befiers, 
Galton Lord of Berne, the Earl of Bigorre, the Lady of la 
Vaur, with divers others: See here a new gate toheaven never 
opened before, for mentocut their way thither through the 
throats of their innocent brethren ! Behold the holy Ghoft, who 
once came down inthe form ofa Dove, now counterfeited inthe 
fhape ofa Vulture ! 

But we mutt not forget how juft before the warre begany the 
Pope pretending to reclaim them by reafons to the Church of 
Rome: To which end he gave order fora difputation with them, 
The patties, place, and time were agreed on; who, where, when 
they fhould difpute : but za fine nothing was effected. Yea, who 
ever knew conferences in fo-great oppofitions to ripen kindly, 
and bring any fruit to perfection For many come rather for 
faction then fatisfaction, refolving to carry home the fame opini- 
ons they brought withthem : An upright moderatour will {carce 
be found, who hangethnotto one fide: The place will be fab- 
ject to fufpicion, and hinder liberty : Boldnefle and readinefle of 
{peech with moft ( though not moft judicious ) auditours, will 
bear away the bell from folidity of arguments: The paflages in 
the difputing will be partially reported}and both fides will brag 
ofthe conqueft ; fo that the rent will be made worfe, and more 
{pirits conjured up then allayed. 

' But now words ended in blows ; the Pope onely entertaining 
them in * conferences, that in the mean time he might prepare 
his great armies more fuddenly to fuppreffe them. - 

The firlt piece of fervice his fouldiers performed, was in facke. 
ing the citie of Befiers,and burrough of Carcaffone:La which ma- 
ny Catholicks,ftedfaft in the Romith faith,did dwelljand promi- 
fcuoufly were flain with the Albingenfes ; yea,Priefts themfelves 
were cut in pieces in their prieftly ornaments, and under the ban. 
net of the Croffe: Sothat the {wallowing of their foes made 
their friends alfo go down glib through their throats, withoue 
danger of choking. As for the city of Carcaffone which was not 
farre from the burrough ; to the inhabitants thereof thofe immoe 
deft conditions were propounded, whereof formerly : which 
they refufed , and God better provided for them: For while@ 
the citie was befiéged, they efcaped out by the benefit of a vault 
under ground, and fo thifted abroad for themfelves.

|S ee this warre was managed by the Popes Legate : But 
now it was concluded that a fecular captain fhould be ad- 
joyned to him, in whofe perfon the chief command fhould refide 
over Martiall affairs; and for his pains, by the Popes donation, 
he was to enjoy all countreys that fhould-be conquered from the 
Albingenfes or their favourers. The place was offered to the 
Duke of Burgundy ; who refufed it, faying, He had lands and 
Lordfhips enow of his own, without fpoiling others of their 
goods. It was waved alfo by the Earls of S* Paul, and Nevers, 
whether out of confcience or policie; becaufe though the Pape 
gave them the bears skinne,they muft firft kill and flay him them- 
felves. Atlaft Simon of Montfort, nigh Paris, accepted of ir, 
{wearing to vex the Lords enemies. And fora breakfait co be- 
gin-with, he was feifed of the Vicecounty of Befiers, proceeding 
from hence to take many caftles and cities. 

One. grand inconvenience attended on this armie of Pil- 
grimes ; For when their quarantine, or fourty dayes fervice, 
was expired (thetermthe Pope fet them to merit Paradife in) 
they would not ftay one whit longer: Like poft-horfes they 
would runne to: their fet ftage, but could not be {purred one 
foot further gcontenting themfelves they had already purcha- 
{edjheaven, and fearing. they fhould be put in poffeffion thereof 
toofoon, by lofing their livesia that fervice. And though the 
Bifhops perfwaded fome few to ftay, that fo the furplufage of 
their merits might makeup the arrerages of their friends which 
wanted them, yet could they not prevail to any purpofe. Nor 
could they fo caft and contrive their matters, the tide of peo- 
ples devotion being uncertain, butthat betwixt the going out 
of theold and cominginof the new ftoreof Pilgrimes, there 
would bealow ebbe, wherein their armie was almoft wafted 
to nothing: whereof the Albingenfes made ino {mall advan- 
tage. 

However,the Earls of Tholofe, Foyx,and Comminge, and 
Prince of Berne , the patrons of the Albingenfes, finding 
they weretoo weak for this Holy armic, fheltered themfelves 
under Peter Kingof Aragon; whofe homagers they were, re- 
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| ceiving inveftiture from him , though their dominions lay on| Anno 
this fide of the Pyrenean hills. This King had the greatnefle of , Dom, 
the Earl of Montfort in fufpicion ; fearing left thefe feverall | “VY 
Principalities, whichnow were fingle arrows, fhould be bound

fore he fomented a faction in them againft the Holy armie; 
publickly protefting againft the proceedings of Earl Simon, 
charging him to have turned the bark of Gods Churchsintoa 
pirates fhip, robbing others and entiching themfelves under | 

the pretence of Religion, feizing onthe lands of good Catho- 

licks for fuppofed hereticks, ufing Gods caufe as hunters 
doa ftand, initthe more covertly to fhootat what game they 
pleafe : Otherwife, why was the Vicecount of Beziers, who li- 
ved and died firm inthe Romifh faith, lately trained into the 
Legates hand, and againft oaths and promifes of his fafe return, 
kept clofe prifoner till his death, and his lands feized on by Ear! 
Simon? 

Atlaftthe King of Aragon taking the Earl of Montfort on/| 
the advantage ( {hooting him as it were betwixt wind and water, 
the ending of the old and beginning of new Pilgrimes ) forced 
him to abattel. The King had thirty thoufand footand feven 
thoufand horfe; but the Earl, of both foot and horfenot above |. 
two thoufand two hundred. They clofed- together neare the 
caftle of Moret: And the King, whether out of zeal of con- 
queft and thirft of honour, or diftruft of under-officers, or de- 
fire to animate others, or a mixture of all, ranne hiscurvet fo 
openly, and made his turns and returns in the head of thearmy, 
that fo fair a mark invited his enemies arrows to hit him ; by 
whom he was wounded to death, and fell from his horfe: to 
leffon all Generals to keep themfelves, like the heart,in the body 
of thearmy, whence they may have avirtuall omniprefencein 
every part thereof ;and not to expofe their perfons ( which, like 
cryftall viols , contain the extraéted fpirits of ‘ their fouldiers 
{pilled with their breaking ) to places of imminent danger. With 
his bodie fell the hearts of his men: And though the Eatls of | 1212. 
Tholofe, Foyx, and Comminge, perfwaded, entreated, threat. 
ned them to ftay, they ufed their oratorie fo long till their 
audience ranne all away, and they were fain to follow them, re- | 
ferving themfelves by flight to redeem their honour fome

( With writers of fhort-hand we muft fet a prick fora letter, a 
letter for a word, marking onely the moft remarkables. ) For 
young Reimund Earl of Tholofe, exceeding his father in valour 

| and fucceffe, fo beftirred him felf, that in few monechs he regain- 
ed what Earl Simon was many yeares in getting: And at lat Barl 
Simon befieging Tholofe, witha ftone whicha woman let fie 


Men ufe not to be niggards of their cenfures on ftrange acci- 
deats: Some paralleled his life with Abimelech that tyrant- 
Judge swho with the bramble ( fitter to makea fire then a King 
of ) accepted of the wooden Monarchie, when the vine, olive, 
figge-tree declined it. They paired them alfo in their ends,death 
dildaining to fend his fummions by a mafcoline hand, but arrefting 
them both by a woman. Some perfwaded themfelves they faw 
Gods finger in the womans hand ; that becaufe the greater part 
of hiscruclty lighted onthe weaker fex (for he had buried the 
Lady of la Vaur alive, refpecting neither her fex Aor nobility ja 
woman was chofen out to be his executioner : though of himfelf 
he was not fo prone to cruelty, but had chofe at his elbow which 
prompted him toit. Thetime of his death wasalarge field for

Where- 
upon the Pope refolved of a privater way, which made lefle noife 
inthe world, attracted lefleenvy, and was more effectuall ; To 
profecute them by way of Inquifition. Hereby he might fingle 
them out by retail, rooting out the tares without hurting the 
corn, and overthrowing them by piece- meal whom he could ne- 
ver {tagger in groffe.

And now the warre betwixt Noradine Saladines fonne and 
Saphradine his uncle, about the fovereignty, lafting nine yeares, 
ended with Saphradines death ; and Noradine contented him- 
felf with the government of Aleppo, whileft Saphradines two | 
fonnes fhared his dominions, Coradine commanding in Damaf.- | 
cus and Syria, and Meledine in Egypt. | 

The former of thefe without any refiftance built a fort in| 
mount Tabor, to the great annoyance of the Chriftians. To pre- | 
vent farther mifchief arifing from Almericks negligence, the, 
Pope ( who would havea finger in every Crown, anda hand in | 
this ) depoled him from the Kingdome.

They found him of 
a fteelie nature ; once through-hot, long in cooling : yet by pro- 
mifing him he fhould have his own defires, they over-perfwa- 
ded him: notto ftarvean armie by feeding his own humours.

The crafty Egyptians ( of whom it is true, what is faid of the 
Parthians, Their flight is more to be feared then their fight) ran 
away, counterfeiting cowardlinefle, The Chriftians triumphed 
hereat ;as if the filly-fith fhould rejoyce thathe had caught the 
fifherman, when he had fwallowed his bait.

| Pope. Here it was agreed ( whether at the firft by his volunta- 
| ty offer, or working of others, it appeareth not )that he fhould 
| tefigne the Kingdome of Jerufalem to Frederick the fecond, 
| Germane Emperour, who was to marry Tole thefole daughter 
of King John by his firft wife ; though by a fecond he had ano- 
| ther, Martha, married to Robert Emperour of Conttantinople : 
| fo that he was father inlaw both to Emperour of Raft and Weft. 
Some condemned his refignation as an unadvifed a&;as if 
hehad firft parted from his wits, who would willingly part 
| from a Kingdome ; whileft others commend his difcretion : For 
| firft, his wife was dead, in whofe right he held his Kingdome, 
| and thereby a doore was opened for other litigious pretenders 
| tothe Crown. Secondly, it was policie, fugere née fugaretir s yeas 
| this was.no flight, but an honourable departure. Well he knew 
the Turks power to invade, and his own weaknefle to defend 
what was leftin Syria: So that finding the weight too heavy 
for himfelf, he did well to lay iron {tronger fhoulders, Third- 
| ly, before his refignation he had little more then a title: and 
| after ithe had nothing leffe ; men having focuned their tongues 
|tofalute him King of Jerufalem, that he was fo called to the 
day ofhis death. Laftly, whathe wanted in the ftatelineffe of

ics nuptiall folemnities of Frederick with the Lady Tole 
were performed at Rome, in the prefence of the Pope, 
with all ceremonies, of majefty-; and Frederick promifed to 
profecute in perfon his ttle in Paleftine within two yeares. 
Little hope have I to content the reader in this Kings life, who 
cannot fatisfie my felf ; writers of that age are fo poflefled with 
* partiality. The faction of the Guelfes and Gibellines difcover- 
eth notit felf more plainly inthe Camp thenin the Chronicles: 
Yea, Hiftorians turn Schoolmen in matters.of faét, arguing 
them proc con. And as itis in the Fable of the manthat had 
two.wives ; whileft his old wife plucked out his black hairs, the 
evidence of his youth, his young one ungray-haired him, that 
no ftandards of antiquity might remain, they made him bald 
betwixt them : So amongft our late writers ; whileft Prote- 
ftants cut off the authority from all Papized writers of that age, 
and Romanifts caft away the witneffe of all Imperialized au- 
thours then living (fuch as Urfpergenfis is, and generally all 
Germanes ) counting them testes domefizcos, and therefore of no 
validitie, betwixt them they draw all hiftorie of that time 
very 
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very flender, and make it almoft quite nothing. We will not, 161

S; but may fafely believe, thac 
Frederick was neither faint, nor divel, but man. Many virtues in 
him his foes muft commend, and fome vices his friends mutt | 


confefle.. He was *very learned, according to the rate of that 
age, e{pecially fora Prince, who onely baiteth at learning, and 
makethitnot his profeffion to lodge in. Wile he was in pro- 
jeting shor were his thoughts ever fo fcattered with any fudden 
accident, but he could inftantly recolle& him felé. Valiant he 
was, and very fortunate; though this tendeth more to Gads 
praife then his : Wondrous bountifull to {cholars and fouldiers ; 
whofe good will heenjoyed, for he payed for it. . 

But this Gold had its allayof Cruelty ; though this was not fo 
much bred in him as he brought to it: Treafons again{ft him 
wete fo frequent, he could notbe fafebut mut be fevere, nor 
fevere without incurring the afperfion of crueltie. His Pride was

His Holineffe fpread a falfe report of purpofe, that Frederick 
was dead. Who would think there were fo much fubftance ina 
fhadow ! This vain rumour wrought reall effects, ftrengthening 
Fredericks foes witb hopes, and ftaggering his friends with fear 
and uncertainties. Bren ftriking the iron whileft it was hot, 
wonne many places from the Emperour : And though Time 
foonafter was delivered of her daughter Truth, yet the confu- 
tation came too late, to fhut the doore when the fteed was 
ftoln ; the Pope having attained his ends, and ferved his turn 
already. 

A jubile of liberty was proclaimed to all the Emperours fub- 
jects, and they difpenfed with from the Pope for their alle- 
geancetohim.

Thefe Tartarians , anciently called Scythians, inhabit the 
Northern partof Afia,acountrey never conquered by any of 
the Monarchs, priviledged from. their victorious arms chiefly 
by its own barrenneffe : For except fouldiers were ambitious of 
hunger and cold, here is nothing to. countervail their pains of an 
invafion ; yea, No meat to maintain them. It is true, rhubarb the 
beft of drugs growethin this the worft of countreys: But fouldi- 
ers feck rather for food then phyfick when they invade acoun-

If it be fureft to follow the moft, the ftream of writers make 
itcalled Tartaria from the river Tartar : but Europe and Afia 
will by wofull experience juftifie the etymologie, if deduced 
from Tartarus, Hell. For when the fpring-tides ofthis nation 
overflowed the banks, hell might {eem to have broken loofe, 
and to have fent fo many devils abroad. 

As for thofe that count them the off-fpring of the ten tribes of 
Iftael, which Salmanafer led away captive, becaufe atari or

the ufher of ill luck. The occafion was this, A King of Tartary 
fought for by his enemies, hid himfelf inabuth, whither his 
foes came to feck him; when prefently an owl flew outof the 
place : Whereupon they defifted from further fearch, conceiving 
that that anchorite bird proclaimed nothing was there but foli- 
tude and defolation. Hence in gratitude they never count them- 
felyes more gay then when their helmets are hung with owls 
feathers. Whereat I fhouldftrange more, but that I find this 
fowl dedicated to * Minerva the Goddeffe of wit, and that 
Athens ( {choolmiftreffe of the world ) counted ita token of vi- 
Gory, The King of thefe Tartarians ftyleth himfelf, The great 
Cham, and is monarch of agreat part of the world in poffeffion, 
of thereftin imagination, He taketh and his fubje&s give him 
little leffethen divine honour ; who in ether things at this time 
were pure Pagans and Idolaters. Now their countrey, which is 
like apoore man whofe common is overftocked with children, 
{warming with more bees then hives, fent their fuperfluous 


numbers to feck their fortunes amongft the Chriftians. They 


needed no fteel-armour who had iron-bodies. Onely with 
bows, cruelty, and multitude they overrannt Lituania, Podolia, 
Polonia, and thofe countreys which are the Eaft-boundaries of 
Europe. Others took their way Southward into Afia, commit- 
ting outrages as they went; and fenfible how incomparably their 
own countrey was furpafled for pleafure and profit by thefe new 
lands( blame not their judgement if they preferred a palace be- 
fore a prifon )they little cared to return home. 

Their iscurfions into Europe were {o farre and frequent,,that 
Pope Innocent the fourth, about the yeare 1 245, began to fear 
them in Italy. Wherefore he fent Askelin, a Friar much admi. 
red in that age, with three other, into Tartaria, toconvert that 
nation to Chriftianity. Where Askelin in ftead of teaching them 
the elements of our religion, laid this foundation, to amplifie to 
them the power of the Pope, fetting him out in his full dimenfi- 
ons ; How he was above all menin the Chriftian world. A good 
nurfe, to feed infants, in ftead of milk, with fuch driebones: 
enough almoft to affright them from entring into our Church, 
fecing {uch a giant as they painted the Pope, to ftand before the 
doore, 

But Baiothnoi Chief Captain of the Tartarian armie ( for they 
were notadmitted to fpeak with the great Cham himfelf ) cried 
quits with this Friar, outvying him with the greatneffe and di- 
vinity of their Cham ; and fent back by them a blunt let- 
ter:

Never did his Holineffe fo meet with his match ‘before. He 
durft not meet thé great Cham of the Eaft, his compeutour in 
the imaginary monarchie ofthe world, to trie whofe title was 
crueft. Let others tear their skins, he would fleep in a whole 
one. Andindeed that Shepherd loved his flock of Chriftians 
better, then by his abfence ina long journey into Tartaria to ex- 
pofe them to the wolves. And fo the converfion of Tartarie at 
that time was difappointed. 

It isa pretty quere, Whether Turks or Tartars be eafier cons 
vertible to Chriftian religion : I mean ex parte obj<c# ; tov other- 


wife all things are equally eafie to an infinite agent. Now it 


feemeth the Tartars are reducible with moft facility to our reli 
cion : For pure Paganifme and native Infidelity like whire cloth, 
will cake the rin@ture of Chriftianicy; whereas the Turks are foil- 
ed and ftained with the irreligious religion of Mahomeraniime, 
which firft with much pains muft be fcoured out of chem. And 
though they may feem tobe in fome forwardneffe to converfi- 
on, becaufe they have a kind of knowledge and reverence of 
Chrift, yet the beft joynt of their belief muft be broken before 
it can be well fer, andevery drop of their prefent religion pum- 
ped out before true faith be infufed into them. And experience, 
the moft competent witneffe herein, hath proved, That after- 
wards more Tartars, both private men and Princes, then 
Turks of either condition, have embraced Chriftianity. Enough 
at this time ; we fhall have occafion too foon to {peak more of

_ Butthefefair hopes foon mifcarried. For what through the 
| celerity of Theodorus Lafcaris, and the gravity of John Ducas 
| his fonne in law, who reigned as Grecian Emperours in Nice, 
| the Greeks recovered every foot of ground that the Latines had 
| wonne from them :Onely the Venetiatis being good at holdfaft, 
kept their portion when, all others:had {pent theirs, ‘and: enjoy 
| Candic to this day. This is imputed to their difetetion ia their 
choice, who in the fharing of this Empire amoneft the Weftern 
| Princes, refufed the continent countreys ( though -greater in ex- 
tent, and richer.incities ) and chofe rather the Iflands, which be- 
iag as little worlds in themfelves, ‘were’ mioft capable of entire 
fortifications, efpecially in their way; whowere moft powerfull 
at fea. | | oo

» Anciently.in the primitive time the Church of Rome was 
efteemed the firft and chicfett of all others, but ‘without any ju- 
rifdiction above them. Becaufe that was the Imperial citie and 
Queen of the world, therefore the Church therein was higheft in 
account ; as the candle which isin the faireft candleftick is al- 
wayes fet above the reft (though iothérwife ‘equall untoit’ in 
light ) at the upper end of the table. 

It happened afterward that the Emperour *removed his feat 
from Rome to Conftantinople ;: Whereupon orphane Rome 
fuddenly, decayed ( for the Emperours.court catried day with it, 
and left night behind it):was chief»mourner.at the funeralls of 
her own.greatneffe ; andfroma pléafant garden turned a wil- 
dernefle overgrown with Goths, -Vandals,and other barbarous

A Chaplain anda Patrone well met, both ufurpers, fupporting 
one another ( like {tones ia an arch ) with their reciprocall aid ; 
Phocas held Boniface in hischair, and Boniface kept Phocas in 
histhrone, And thus was the Pope of Rome firft pofleffed of 
his Primacie both of dignity and authority, both of precedencie 
and of powerand jurifdiction over all other Churches. As for 
his pretence, to challenge it by commiffion from Chriftand {uc- 
ceffion from Peter, this ftring to his bow is fo full of gauls, frets, 
and knots, itcannot hold, andis broken by many learned Di- 
vines. 

However, Conftantinople rather overborn then overcome, 
for want rather of ftrength then ftomach, ever rebelled, or ra- 
ther refifted ( for no rebellion againft ufurpation ) Romes fupre- 
macie ( efpecially when fhe found her felf befriended with any 
advantage ) for many hundred yeares after. 

Ithappened( tocome to the matter in hand ) that.a Grecian

caken him to be confirmed, and thake hiseftate to fettle him 
in his Bifhoprick. Home therefore he cometh with a loud 
alarm againft the extortions of Rome, and muftereth together 
many of his countrey-men ; who hereupon for ever withdrew 
their obedience from Rome, and threw off that heavy yoke 
they could not bear, hereafter owning her for their fifter not 
mother. 

It may feem ftrange that the Romane Court being here juft- 
ly taxed for extortion, would not amend it. But how often {o- 
ever fhe be told of her dirty face, the will never wath ic: For re- 
forming would argue a former fault; and they feared, if they 
yielded themfelves guilty in one point, it would thake the 
whole fabrick of their credit. Befides, if the Grecians had re- 
ceived fatisfaction and redreffe in this grievance, it would have 
giventhem pretence to prepare more requefts, andto think that 
they alfo were due. Laftly, no ftrength of perf{wafion will 
draw men from thofe finnes which are glued unto them by 
their profit. Thus the avarice ofthe Romith officers(as of late 
the fhamefull fhamelefle covetoufnefle of their Indulgence- 
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T he bistorie of 


mongers occafioned Luthers falling from them ) caufed the 
Grecians wholly to renounce their fubjection to that See: and 
Germanus Patriarch of Conftantinople now grew abfolute of 
himfelf, without any dependencie on the Pope. f 
His Holineffe def{pairing to reduce them by fair means, pro- 
claimed warre againft them. And as formerly againft the Al- 
bingenfes, fo now againft the Grecians, refolved to fend an ar- 
my of * Croifed fouldiers: It being his cuftome to make the 
fecular power little better thenan hangman to execute thofe 
he fhall pleafe to condemn ; Yea, he hath turned the back of the 
{word towards Infidels, and the edge againft Chriftians dif- 
fenting from himin {mall matters. But few voluntaries were 
found for this fervice, becaufe of a pious horrour and religious 
relutancie againft fo odious an imployment : Onely in * Cyprus 
(I believe ina private perfecution rather then open warre)fome 
Grecians were put to death; the Pope ufing the fame feverity 
againft wolves and wandring fheep, foes and prodigall =

latitude and extent, Surveyers of land were fitter then Divines 
to judge of the beft religion. Neither isit any matter of great 
moment to meafurethe greatnefle of either Church : But be- 
caufe Rome maketh her Univerfality fuch a mafterpiece to boaft 
of, let us fee if the Greek Church may not outfhdot her inher 
own bow. 

Ifwebegin with the Grecian Church in Africa under the 
Patriarch of Alexandria, thence proceeding into Afia, and fetch 
a compaffe about Syria, Armenia; Afia the lefle, with Cyprus, 
Candie, and other Iflands in the mid-land-fea, and fo come into 
Grecia; if hence we go into Ruffiaand Mufcovia( who though 
differing in ceremonies, diffent notin dodétrine asa fundry dia- 
le@ maketh not a feverall language ) to take onely entire Kiag- 
domes, and omit parcels: it is alarger quantity of groundthen 
that the Romifh religion doth ftretch to, fince Luther cut fo 
large acollop out of it; and withdrew North-Europe from obe- 
dience to his Holineffe. 

_. Perchancethe Romanifts may plead they have lately impro- 
vedthe patrimony of their religion by new purchafes in both 
Indies: But who knoweth not that thofe people; rather watered 

then baptized, affrighted with cruelty into Chriftianity, deferve 

not to be accounted, fettled and well-grounded profeflours of 
their religion ° ” 

As for reconciliation betwixt: the Grecians and. Latines, ‘it is 
utterly improbable, except the Greeks. {ubmitto the Popes Pri- 
macie, which they will never dos’ No-hope then of their meet- 
ing together, when neither party will ftirre ftep towards other.

Toreturnto Paleftine ; This rent( not inthe feam but whole 
cloth ) betwixt thefe Churches was no mean hindrance to the 
Holy warre. Formerly the Grecksin Syria were not fo clearly 
cutafunder from the Latines, bur that they hung together by one 
great finew inthe common caufe, agreeing againft the Turk the

ticks. Thefeamplified withtheir rhetorick the calamity of the 
Chriftians, tyrannie ofthe Turks, merit of the caufe, probability 
of fuccefle ; performing their parts with fuch gravity, fhew of de- 
votion, accents of paffion, not glued on for the prefent purpofe 
but fo naturall as from true affection, thatmany were wooed to 
undertake the voyage : Principally, Theobald King of Navarre, 
Almerick Earl of Montfort, Henry of Cham paigne, Peter Earl 
of Bretaigne, with many others of inferiour rank. 

Ships they had none ; wherefore they were fain to fhape their 
paflage by land through Grecia: where they were entertained 
with treachery, famine, andallthe miferies which wait on di- 
ftrefled armies. Thefe came laft that way,and( I may fay } fhut 
the doore: Forno Chriftian army ever after went that tedious 
journey by land. : 

Having paffed the Bofporus, they marched into Bithynia: 
thence through Galatiathey came unrothe mountain Taurus ; 
where they were much damaified by the Turks, who fell on and 
offupon them, as they were advifed by their own advantages. 
The Chriftians defired no other gift but thata fet battel might 
be given them ; which the Turks would not grant; but played at 
diftance and would never clofe. But with much ado the Chri- 
ftians recovered to Antioch, having fcarce a third partof them 
left, their horfes all dead, and themfelves {carce mounted on 
their legs, miferably weak ; as what the mercy of {word, plague, 
and famine had pleafed to {pare. 

Hence the Templars conducted them to Gaza; where they 
fell on forraging the countrey of the Sultan, aflaulting no pla- 
ces which were of ftrength, or honour to fubdue,. but onely 
{poiled poore villages, which counted themfelves walled with 
the truce as yetin force. Abundance of wealth they gor, and 
were now late returning home, when after their plentifull fup- 


| per a deare and fharp reckoning was called for: Behold,the Turks 


in great numbers fellupon them neare unto Gaza; and the Chri. 
ftians down with their bundles of fpoil , and out with their 
fwords, bravely defending themfelves till fuch time as the 
night parted the fray. Herethey committed a great errour, and 
(as one may fay) a neglect in over-diligence:for in ftead of repo- 
fing themfelves to reft, and'appointinga fer watch, they all lay 
inamanner Perdues, no one {lumbering all night, but attending 
their enemies ; contrary to the rules of an armie, which with 
Argus fhould never have all its eyes wake or fleep together. 
Next morning when the Turks, whofe numbers were much in- 
creafed, fet upon them, alas ! they being but few to many, faint 
to frefh, were not able to make any forcible refiftance: Yet,

Many fufpedted thefe auxi- 
liary forces 5 thinking, though the forreft- wolves fell out with 
the mountain ones, they would both agree againft the fheep. 
Robert Patriarch of Jerufalem was amoft a&ive commandet 
overall. S. Lukes day was the time agreed upon for the fatall 
battel ;neare Tiberias was the place. Asthe Chriftians were 
ordering themfelves in aray, it was queftioned in what part of 
-{ theirarmie their new Turkifh affiftants fhould be difpofed, and 
concluded that they fhould be placed inthe front, where if they 
did no other good, they would dull the appetite of their enemies 
fword.. This is thought to have beena notorious errout,.,.and 
caule of their overthrow. For though thofe fouldiers who mean 
to be falfe, will never be made faithfull in what place foever they 
be beftowed, yet may they be made leffe dangerous if caft into 
the body or main battel of the army, whence they have no fuch 
{cope to fling out, and to takeadvantage of place to do mifchief, 
as they have cither in the front or wings thereof. Thus in Cefats 
time, Craflusan experienced Generall under him being to bid 
the Gauls battel,* asxiliares copias, quibus ad pugnam non multi 
confidebat, in mediam aciems collocavit ; that fobeing hemmed in 
before and behind, they might be ingaged to fight manfully 
without ftarting away. And to inftance in later times’; our Ri- 
chard the third ( who though he ufurped the Crown, had,as 
none will deny, a true title both to proweffe and martial! policie) 
marching to Bofwotth, placed * fufpeéted perfons ( whofe 
bodies were with him and hearts with Earl Henry) in‘the 
midft; and thofe whom he moft trufted, before; behind, and on

And this great overs 
throw, to omit lefle partner-caufes, is chiefly imputed to the 
Templars former fo often breaking the truce with the Sultan of 
Babylon. 

Thus werethe Chriftians conquered by the Corafines, and 
beaten bya beaten nation ; Paleftine being wonne by thofe who 
could not keep their own countrey. Improving this victorie 
they left nothing to the Chriftians but Tyre, Prolemais, and 
Antioch, with fome few forts. Soon after, thefe Corafines ela- 
ted herewith fell out with the Sultan himfelf; who in anger 
rooted out their nation,fo that * none of their name remained : 
Yea, * all\ writers are filent of them both before this time and 
ever after : as if God at this very inftanthad created this people 
to punnifh Chriftians ; which fervice performed, they were ane

on. Yea, never couldthe Chriftian religion be fhewed to * Pa- 
gans at any time on more difadvantages : Grecians and Latines 
were at deadly feud ; amongftthe Latines; Guelfes and Gibel- 
lines fought to ruine each other : Humility was every- where 
preached, and pride practifed : They perf{waded others to la- 
bour for heaven, and fell out about earth themfelves: Their 
lives were contrary to their doctrines, and their do@rines one to 
another. isa 

But as for thefe Embaffadours, King Lewis received, them ve- 
ry courtcoufly, difmiffing them with bounteous gifts, And by 
them he fent to their maftera Tent, wherein the hiftory of the 
Bible was as richly as curioufly depi€@ed in needle-work ; ho- 
ping thus to catch his foul in his eyes, and both in that glorious 
prefent - Pictures being then accounted lay-mens books, though 
fince of many condemned as full of errata’s, andnever {et forth 
by authority from the King of heaven to be means or workers 
of faith. 

Whileft Lewis ftayed in Cyprus, the Templars in the Holy 
land began to have his greatneffe in fufpicion. This Ordet (as 
boththe other, of Hofpicallers and Teutonicks ) though mown 
down to the bare roots at the laft unfortunate battel, yetnow in 
three yeares {pace {prung up as populous as ever before ; their 
other brethen which lived in their feverall Covents and Com- 
mandries over all Europe, having now refurnithed the houfes in 
Paleftine. 

Now thefe Templars were loth King Lewis fhould come to 
Ptolemais, though they counterfeited he fhould be very wel- 
come there.

Befides, 
they would not have fo neat and: cleanly a gueft fee their fluttith 
houfes, fearing Lewis his piety would fhame their diffolureneffe 
(being one fo. godly in his converfation, that by the preaching 
in his life he had converted many * Saracens ) yea, perchance he 
being a ftri@ Difciplinarian would punith their vitious manners, 
Wherefore they wrote to him out of Syria, to accept of a peace 
with the Sultan of Egypt now offered, and to proceed no further 
in warre againtt him. 

The French King, whofe heart was ever open to any fair

who under-hand had fent to the Sultan, and procured him to 
profer this peace onely for their own private ends, for to divert 
the King from coming amongft them. Lewis, though the mild- 
eftand moft patient of Princes, yet not adrone which wanted 
the fting of anger, commanded the Mafter of the Templarsup- 
onthe price of his head thenceforward to receive no Embaflage, 
nor keep any intelligence with their enemy, and refolved with 
himfelf to invade Egypt.

Bui he ftood fo long in aiming, that thé bird faw him, and 
had leifure to flie away, and Meladine the Egyptian Kingto 
provide him{clfto make refiftance. Laft time(fome thirty yeares 
before)when the Chriftians under John Bren invaded Egypt, they 
were not impeached in their arrivall, but fuffered to land with- 
out any oppofition. But Meladine now was fenfible of the dif 
commodity in permitting hig foes fafely to come on thore: For 
firft, they wafted and fpoiled the countrey & the provifionabout 
them: Secondly, opportunity was given to male-contents and 
ill-difpofed perfons to flie to the enemie: Laftly, he found it 
mott policie to keep the enemy off atarms end, and toclofe at 
the laft ; and not to adventure his Kingdome on the fingle die of 
abattel, but rather to fet it ona chance, that fo he might have 
the more play for it. Wherefore he refolved to-ftrengthen his 
maritime places, and not fuffer them to land ; though alfo here- 
in he met with many difficulties. For as nothing was more cer. 
tain then that Lewis would {eton Egypt, fonothing more un- 
certain; and becaufe it was unknown at what time or place he 
would come, all times and places. were provided for. This ex- 
haufteda maffe of treafure to keep in pay fo many fouldiers for 
many moneths together.

Marching on, they affaulted the caftle of Mauzar, and were 
notably repulfed; and Melechfala coming in with his whole 
ftrength, hemmed themin onevery fide. The Chriftians were 
but the third partof thearmic;andat the prefent, they them- 
felves were {carce the half of themfelves, being faint for want 
of refrefhing.. Yetnever fhallone reade more valour in fo little 
avolumne : They played their parts moft ftoutly. As for the 
French Barl who went on. like thunder, he went out like fmoke, 
crying tothe Earl of Sarisbury, Flee, flee, for God fighteth a- 
gainftus. To whom our Earl, God forbid my fathers fonne 
fhould flee from the face ofa Saracen. The other feeking to fave 
himiclf by the fwittnefle of his horfe, and crofling the river, had 
there water enough to drown him, but too little to wathfrom 
him the ftain of rafhneffe and cowardife. Thus diéd the Earl of 
Artois :who had in him the parts'of a good Generall, but inver- 
ted and.in tran{pofition, boldin counfel, fearfull in execution. 
He was one of thatiprincely quaternion of brothers whichcame 
hither at this voyage, and exceeded each other in fome quality ; 
Lewis the Holieft, Alphonfe the Subtilleft, Charles the Stout- 
eft, and this Robert the Proudeft. 

As for the Earl of Sarisbury, he refolved to fell his life at fich 
a rate that the buyer fhould little boaft of his peny-worth, flay- 
ing many a Turk ;and though unhorfed and wounded in his 
legs, ftood on his honour when he could not ftandon his feet ; 
and refufing all quarter, upon his knees laid about him like ade. 
{perateman. The longer he fought, the fewer wounds he had ; 
and there at laft he breathed forth his foul inthe middeft of his 
enemies. Ofall the Chriftians there efcaped no more then two 
Templars, one Hofpitaller, and one common fouldier, the mef- 
fengers of this heavy news. : 

The French writers, becaufe they can fay little good, fay lit- 
tle ofthis -battel, and leffen the overthrow as much as may be; 
which Authours of other nations have more fully reported.

[It is eafier to be conceived then exprefled, what general orief 
this dolefull news brought to the French ; who tollowed Hot 
farte off, and who before had caufé enough to forrow for thein- 
felves: For the plague began totage furioufly amoneh chem, 
and daily {wepraway thoufands. Mean time good King Lewis 
fent many of che weakeft and impotenteft people down the rivet 
to Damiata, there to enjoy the benefitof privacie, good attén- 
dance, and phyfick. Melechfala having intelligence hereof, met 
them by the way ; and fetting upon them( havi neither arin to 
fight, nor legs torunne away )either burned or drowned chem 
all, fave one Englifh man, Alexander Giffard ( whofe ancient 
and famous family flourifheth to this day at Cheéllingron in 
Staffordthire ) who wounded in five places of his bodie, efcaped 
to the French, and reported what had happened to the ref, 

And by this time Melechfala underftood of the correfpon. 
dency betwixt King Lewis andthe goveinout of Gairo, for the 
betraying of the city: Whereupon he caufed him faddenly to 
be apprehended 5 whereby the Freich King loft all hopes to ob- 
tain that place of importance. Yea, now full willingly would 
the Chriftians have accepted the terms formerly offered them ; | 
and nowtheir hungry ftomachs would make dainties of chofe 
conditions which before, when full of pride, they threw away 
asfragments.

The caufe of this unwonted cruelty to the dead, 
was a proclamation which Melechfala made, affigning a great

 In{tantly the Turks wentup with French enfignes to Damia- 

ta, hoping fo fuddenly to furprife it. Which projeé@ had it took 
effed&, then farewell King Lewis for ever. He muft be fenta 
prefenttothe Caliph of Babylon, from whom never any re- 
turned alive ; Melechfala being but Purgatory, whence there 
was redemption ; butthe Babylonian Caliph Hellicfelf, from 
whence no hope of releafe. But God defeated their defigne ;

His ftubborn fubjects faid, that they would tarry for his compas 
ny till midfummer, and nolonger. Thus they weighed out their 
obedience with their own {cales,and the King ftood to their al- 
lowance. But hearing of this forrowfullaccident, both Prince 
and people altered their refolution; who had come too lateto 
help the French intheir diftreffe, and too foonto bring them-| .

This Tarquemine came in withan in- 
tentto fend Lewis the fame way : Which poore Prince was one- 
ly armed with innocenceand majefty, and yet his bare perfon 
defended his perfon from that cruel attempt: fuch an awfull im- 
preflion did his very :prefence, faith my Authour, ftrike into 
bim who would have ftricken him. But we may rather think 
that the city of Damiata.was King Lewis his corflet, and that al! 
the towres and walls of that place fenfed him ; Tarqueminus re- 
ferving his perfon as an equivalent ranfome, thereby to redeem 

that royall citie. ef 
Now Lewis had changed his Lord, but, not.his lamentable 
condition, continuing ftill a prifoner, At laft: he was reftored to 
his liberty, on condition, that the Chriftians fhould furrender 
Damiata, and he alfo pay back tothe Turks many thoufand

Dhouce'e 
Note by the way, that the Turks were moft unreafonablein 
their rates of ranfoming fouldiers,andin all other their pecunia- 
ry demands. For their own countrey being neare to the foun- 
tain of gold and filver,they made as if it lowed as plentifully in 
other places, meafuring the wealth of other lands by their own, 
and asking as much for a private mans ranfome as would drain a 
Princes purfe in thefe Weftern parts. 
Thus was Damiata reftored again to the Turks, and the Chri-. 
ftians puncually performed their promifes, though the falfe 
Mifcreant on the other fide fet not half the captives free, killed 
alithe fick perfons whom-by promife he fhould relieve, and 
(contrary to the agreement ) {uffered not any Chriftian to tranf- 
port any of his goods out of Egypt. . SER RIE 
Hence Lewis failed to Prolemais : where he lived in amifera- 
ble cafe, being forfaken of his brothers, fubjects, friends, and the 
Pope himfelf. His brothers, Alphonfe and Charles, though fent 
into France to folicite his fuit, and to advance his ranfome with 
{peed, yet being arrived forgot the affliction of Jofeph ; and the 
King was as farre from their:mind as their fight : Wherefore 
God juftly vifited Alphonfe with an incurable difeafe. His fub- 
je@s, though furiousat firftin bemoning him, yet the fic paft, 
complained not fo much for himas on him ; charging him for 
ill managing the matters in Egypt by his cowardlineffe and in- 
difcretion. His friends, the Pifans and Genoans, reviled him as 
the marrer of their mart, Damiata being formerly their moft 
gainfull port; but now. their hony was fpoiled by: deftroying 
the hive : For the Sultan feeing the city taken twice of the 
Chriftians in fhort time, to prevent further difpute about ir, 
took away the fubje& of the queftion; and rafed it to the 
ground. The Pope forfook him :And though many intreated 
his Holineffe not to profecute the Emperour Frederick any fur- 
ther, from whom Lewis expected all the beams of his comfort. 
yethe would heareof no fubmiffion from him, but fought fi- 
nally toruine him. Onely Blanch, King Lewis his mother, was 
carefull for her fonne, and laboured his caufe day and night. But 
alas !herarms were too fhort to bring all ends together.

Lhe Common-wealth of the -Mammalukes defcri- 
bed, prefenting us with many unexampled ree 
markables. jit 


N° more largely of Tarqueminus, and his killing Melech- 
fala, and of the common-wealth!of the Mammalukes be- 
gun by him. And becaufe greatis the merit of this ftory, as very 
memorable, we will fetch ic from its firft original. 

Saladine (as is touched * before ) was the firft of the Ture 
kifh Kiags who beganthe gainfull trade of the Mammalukes, |: 
Thefe were Chriftian captives, brought out of Taurica Cherfo- 
nefus, and inftruéted as in Mahometanifme fo in all military 
difcipline , Saladine difpofing them in martiall ourferies, and 
continuing a conftant {ucceffionofthem one under another. It 
is above belief how much and fpeedily they wete improved in 
warlike exercifes: Art doubled their ftrength by teaching them 
to ufeit. And though they came rough outoftheir owncoun- 

| trey, they were quickly hewen and polifhed by education yea, 
| their apprehenfions prevented the precepts, and their practice 
furpafled the prefidents of thofe chat inftru@ed them. Asiris.| - 
obferved in fruits and flowers, that they are much bettered by 
change toa fitter foil; fo were thefe people by altering ‘their | 
climate :thecold countrey wherein they were bred, gave them 
big and robuftious bodies ; and the hot climate whercinto they | 
were tran{planted, ripened their wits, andbeftowed upon visors 
craft 
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craft and activity, the dowrie of the Southern countreys. They 
attained to be expert in any fervice ; efpecially they were excel: 
lent horfemen: and at laft they began toride on the backs and 
necks of the Turkifh Kings themfelves, 7 
True it is, Saladine kept bis diftanceover them, ufed them 
kindly,yet made them not wantons;and fo poifed chefe Mamma- 
lukes with his native Egyptians, that in all aG@ions he ftill refer- 
ved the cafting voice for himfelf. But Meladine and Melechfala 
his fucceffours, entertained them without number, and inftru@- 
edthem beyond reafon, fothat under them in amanner they 
monopolized all places of ftrength and command, rill at laf, 
the ftemme of thefe mercenary fouldiers being too great for the 
tock of the natives,the Turkith Kingdome into Egypt,like a top- 
heavy tree, became a windfall. Indeed, the daftardneffle of the 
Egyptians madethefe Mammalukes more daring and infolent. 
Forthe Egyptians more loved profit then honour, and wealth 
then greatneffe ; and though contented to abide labour, would in 
no wife undergo danger. Merchandife they were wholly im- 
ployed in; and it feemed they ufed trading fo long, till at lat 
they made fale of their own fpirits. Yea,one could not now know 
egypt to be Egypt, but onely by the overflowing of Nilus, not 
by any remaining ancient marks of valour in the peoples difpofi- 
tion. Thus the genius of old Kingdomes in time groweth weaker, 
and doteth at the laft. 

But tocome to Tarqueminus, He being one of thefé Mamma- 

lukes, and perceiving how eafieit was for thofe that did fup- 
port, to fupplant the Turkifh Kings, with another of his affoci- 
ates flew Melechfala, as it was faid. And becaufe it was unfit- 
ting fo greata Prince fhould go tothe gravealone, he alfo fent 
his children and intimate friends thither to attend him. Tarque- 
minus afterwards procured of his fociety to be chofen King of 
Egypt. He wasthe Solon or Lycurgus of this flavith common- 
wealth ; and by the confent of the reft of his company he enacted 
many laws: Whereof thefe were thofe of the Grand Charter, 
which admitted of no revocation: 

Firft, That the * Sultan, or chief of this fervile Empire, fhould 
be chofen alwayes out of the Mammalukes. 

Secondly, That none fhould be admitted to the Order of the 
Mammalukes which were either Jews or Turks by birth, but 
onely fuchas being born Chriftians, were afterwards taken ca- 
ptives, and then from the time of their flavery had been in- 
{tructed in the Mahometane religion. , 

Thirdly, That though the fonnes of the Mammalukes might 
enjoy their fathers lands and wealth, yetthey might not take.up- 
onthem the name or honour of a Mammaluke. 

Fourthly, That the native Egyptians fhould be permitted no 
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gainft weeds, to till and manure the land.

Firft, one would think that there was fuchan indelible cha- 
racter of flavery inthefe captives, and fuch a lafum principinm 
in them, that none of them ever fhould make a good Prince, as 
knowing no more how to fwaya fceptre then a pure clown to 
manage a{word; or elfe thatthey fhould over-ftate it, cura ty- 
rants, and onely exchange their flavery, by becoming vaflals to 
their own paffions. Yet many of them in their kinds were wor- 
thy Princes for government, no whit inferiour to thofe which are 
advantaged with royall birth and breeding. 

Secondly, it is a wonder they thould be fo neglective of their 
ownchildren. How many makean idol of their potterity, and 
factifice themfelves untoit, ftripping themfelves out of iecefla- 
nes to provide their heirsa wardrobe ! yea, it isa principle in 
moft moderate minds, to advance their pofterity ; thinking here. 
by in a manner they overcome death, and immortalize theit me- 
mories, in leaving their names and honours to their childten: 
Whereas the contrary appeared in thefe Mammalukes. 

Thirdly, it is admirable that they fell not out in the ele@ion of 
their Prince, being in amaaner all equal! amoneft themfelves. 
We fee elective States in Chriftendome, though bound with the 
ftraiteft laws, often faggeafide into {chifmes and factions,where- 
asthis trange Empire in their choice had no dangerous difcords, 
but fuch as were quenched inthe kindling. | 

Laftly, who ever knew a wall that had no better cement, to 
ftand fo fure and folong ¢ Two hundred fixty and feven yeares 
this State endured ; and yethad itto do with ftrong and puiffant 
cnemics. Some Kingdomes ow their greatnefle not fo much to 
their own valour and wifdome as to the weakneffe of their 
neighbours: but it fared not thus with the Mammalukes. To 
omit Prefter John, who neighboured them on the fouth ; on all 
other fides they were encompaffed with potent oppofers : From 
whom right valiantly they defended themfelves, till inthe yeare 
1517 they were overcome by Selimus theereat Turkifh Em- 
perour. | 

Toconclude;As forthe Amazonsand their brave atchieve- 

| ments, with much valour and no manhood ; they and their State 
had onely being in the brains of fabulous writers :As for the 
Affafines, or regiment of rogues; itnever fpread to the breadth 
of any great countrey, nor grew to the height ofa Kingdome ; 
but being the jakes of the world, was caft outina place betwixt 
barren hills: But this Empire of vaflals was every way won- 
derfull, ftretching fo farre overall Egypt and moft of Syria,

Yet never could he have beaten him 
with fair play, had he not ufed a weapon, if not againft the law

But he gave Frederick the mortall wound, in fetting himfelf 
againft himfelf ; I mean, Henry his eldeft fonne. And though 
Frederick eafily conquered that rebellious youth, and madé him 
faft enough, keeping him in prifon.in Apulia, where he died ; yet 
he carried the grief hereofto his grave. Fornow he knew not 
where or in whom to place any confidence; as fufpe@ing the 
fingle cotd of Loyaltie would not hold in others, which brake in 
his own fonne though twifted with Natural! affection, 

The greatneffe of his {pirit was a great haftening of his death; 
and being of a keen, eager, and active nature, the fharpnefle of 
the {word cut the fcabbard the fooner afunder.

He died at Florence in an obfcure caftle on'S. Lucies day, ha- 
ving reigned King of Jerufalem three and twenty yeares. By his 
Will he bequeathed many ounces of gold tothe Knights Tem- 
plars and Hofpitallers,in recompence of the wrongs they had 
received by him. Helefta great fumme of money for the reco- 
very of the Holy land, to be difpofed at the difcretion of the 
forefaid Knights. \He forbad any ftately funerall for himfelf, 
though in his life immoderately exceffive in pomp; as if he 
would do.penaoce for his prideafter death. A Prince, who had 
he not been hindred with domefticall difcords, would have 
equalized Cefar himfelf: For if thus bravely he laid about him, 
his hands being tied at home with continuall diffenfions, what 
would he have done if at liberty 2 A {candal is raifed fince his 
death, That he was but* amillers fonne ; but he would have 
eround themto powder who in his life-time durft have aver- 
red it. Indeed he was very happy in mechanicall matters, fuch 
as we may term Liberall handycrafts ; as cafting, founding, 
carving in iron and brafle: Neither did this argue alow foul, 
to dabble in fuch mean imployments, but rather proved the 
amplitudeand largeneffe thereof ; offogenerall acquaintance, 
that no Art wasa ftranger to him. But the fufpicion of his 
birth rofe from the almoft miraculous manner of it; Con- 


ftantia his mother bearing him when welnigh fixty yeares of | 


age. Butboth in Scripture and other writers, we may fee the 
fonnes of long-barren mothers to have been fruitfull in famous 
atchievements. | 

Pity it was that he had fome faults : yea, pity it had been if he 
had not hadfome. But his vices indeed were notorious and un- 
excufable. Many wives and concubines he had, and by them 
many children.

Thedifference betwixt cheir afpeds was-eafily reconciled ; for 
few Phyfiognomy-marks are fo deeply fixed in any face, but that 
age and mifery will aleerthem. Theeredulity of the valgar fort 
prefently betrayed them to be couzened by him: yea, fome 
| Princes took this brafle for gold without touching it. Butthe 
| beft engine which gave this puppet his motion, was a bruitcon- 
ftantly buzzed, That Frederick was nor dead. For Princes, the 
manner of whofe deaths hathbeen private and obfcure; fame 
commonly conjureth againout. of their graves, and they watk 
abroad inthe tongues and brairis of many, who affirm and be- 
lieve them ro be ftill alive. But the world foon furfeted of this 
cheaters fargerie 5 and this glow-worm when brought into the

Haite the Chriftian King of Armenia had travelled to Mango 
the Cham of Tartary, to communicate to him the prefent dan- 
gerofthe Turks, and to confult ofa remedy. He fhewed, how 
iforder were not taken with them in time, they would over- 
runne all Afia: Let himnot count that helay out of their rode, 
becaufe of his remote ficuation: For what isthe way wander- 
ets willnot traces Hemighr expec onely this courtefte, to be

this Pagan, that he not’ onely promifed his affiftance, but alfo 
was baptized, and took the Chriftian religion on him: Soalfo 
did his whole €ountrey by his example ; and Chriftianity be- | 
ing the Court-fathion, none would be out of it. Never fince 
the time of Conftantine the Great, didthe devil at once lofea 
greater morfel, or was there madeamore hopefull acceffionto 
the Faith. 

Underftand we this converfion of Tartary (chough Authours

From Perfia Haalon marched to Babylon: The Caliph. where- | 1258 
of called Mufteazem, was fo fuperftitious an idolater to his 
wealth, that he would not provide neceflaries for the defenfe 
of the city ; and therefore it was quickly {ubdued. The coves 
tous Caliph he * famithed to death, and then filled his mouth 
with melted gold. Every where Mofques went down and 
Churches up. 

Hence into Mefopotamia : which he inftantly conquered, 
with the cities of Aleppo and Edeffa. He wonne. and reftored 
many places to Conrade the Chriftian Prince sof Antioch, 
which the Turks formerly detained from him. Yea, this Tare 
tarianarmie fo awed Melechem the Mammaluke Prince of B- 
gypt, who fucceeded Tarqueminus, that he durft not budge, 
And many other good offices this Haalon did tothe Chriftians 
in Syria.

They would have fought in the 
very haven of Tyre, but the Governour of the citie forbad it: It 
would be more fcandalous to Chriftianity ; The roving fireballs 
might hurt the citie, and finking (hips hinder the hatbour ; Be- 
fides, the conquered party would probably complain of the par- 
tiality of the place, that ic more favoured ons fide; They fhould 
not fight under his nofe ; if they had a mind toit, let them out 
and try their fortunes in the open fea. .

Wereturn tothe Venetians : Who ufing or rather abufing 
this conqueft, enter Prolemais, caft out all Genoans thence, 
throw down their buildings both publick and private, demolith 
the fort which they had builded at S. Saba, rifleand fpoil their | 
fhops, ware-houfes and ftore-houfes : onely the Pope prevailed 
fo farre withthem, that they fet at liberty the prifoners they 
had taken. 

Ten yeares did this warre laft betwixt thefe two States in 
Syria, compofed at laft ( faith my Authour ) by the authority 
of Pope Clement the fourth, and by famine( the bad caufe of 
a good effect ) which in Paleftine ftarved them into agreement. 
Longer thefe warres lafted betwixt them in Italy : their fucceffe 
like the fea they fought on, ebbing and flowing. Inthis coftly 
warre Pifa was firft beggered sand for all her politick parta- 
king, Genoa at lafttrode fo heavy uponher, that ever fince fhe 
hath drooped and hung the wing, andat this day is maid to 
Florence, who formerly was miftrefle of agood partof Italy. 
Bot I have no calling and Ieffe comfort to profecute thefe 
bloudy diffenfions: For warres of Chriftians againft Infidels, 
arelikethe heat of exercife which fervethto keep the body of} 
Chriftianity in health ; but thefe civil warres amongft them- | 
felves, like the heat ofa feaver, dangerous, and deftruétive of |

vie; andis accompanied with Philip and Triftrami his fonnes, 
Theobald King of Navarre his fonne inlaw, -Alphonfe his bro- 
ther, and Guido Earl: of Flandres. There went alfo Edward 
eldeft fonne to Henry King of England. Ic was*’a wonder he 
would now adventure his head when he was to receive a Crown, 
his father being full-ripe to drop down without gathering, ha- 
ving reigned longer then mot men live, fifty and. five yeares. 
But thirfty was this Edward of honour: Longfhanks was he 
called ; and as his ftrides were large, fo vaftand wide was the ex- 
tent of his defire. As for hisgood father, he was content to let 
go the. ftaff of his age for to bea prop to the Church. And 
though King Lewis was undifcreet in going this journey, he was 
wife in choofing this his companion, to havethis active Prince 
along with him; it being good to eyeafufpicious perfon, and 
not to leave him behind.

Ewis now having hoifed up fail, it was concluded by the ge- 
nerall confent of his. Counfel, That'to fecure and clear the 
Chriftians paffage to Paleftine from: pirates, they fhould firft 
take the city of Carthage in Africa by the way. 
This Carthage long wreftled with Rome for the fener

| Romances; and to be aforrein mark for their arrows,lteft other- 
wife they fhould fhoot againft themfelves. Atlaft by thecoun-| 
fel of Cato it was quite deftroyed: who alledged; That.it was 
not fafe to have aknife fo neare their throat ; dad though good 
ufe might bermade of an enemy atarms end, yet it was dange- 
rousto have lim too clofe to ones fide; as Carthage was within 
a dayes fail from Rome. . 
Out of the ruines of this famous citie, Tunis arofe ; as often.a 
ftinking elder gtoweth out of theplace where an oak hath been 
felled. Theeving was their trading: butthen’as yet they were 
Apprentifesto piracie, whereof at this day they aré grown Ma- 
fters. Yea, not confidcrable was Tunisthen in bigneffe, great 
onely in mifchief. But asa fmall feratch juft upon the turning of 
a joynt is more troublefome then a bigger fore in another place; | 
fo this paltry town( the refuge of rogues, and wanderershome) | 
feated in the paflage betwixt Burope, Afia, and Africa,’ wasa 
worfe annoyance to Chriftian trafiick then a whole countiey of | 
Saracens elfewhere. Wherefore both to revenge the bloud of | 


many Chriftians, who pafling this way to Paleftine were cither | 
killed or taken captive, as alfo to fecure the way forthe time to. 
come, Lewis with his whole fleet ( augmented with the navy of | 
Charles King of Sicili¢ and Jerufalem, his brother )bent his | 
courfe to befiege it. | 
It was concluded both unneceffary and unfitting , firft ina fair | 
| way tofummon the city ; becanfe like pernicious vermine they. 
were to berdoted outof the world by any means:nor wasit. 
meet tolavifh the folemn ceremonies of warre ona company of 
| theeves and murderers. | 
The fiege was no fooner begun butthe plague feifed onthe 
Chriftian armie : whereof thoufands died ; amongft others, 
Triftram King Lewis his fonne: And he himfelf of a flux follow- 
ed after. This Lewis was the French Jofiah, both for the piety 
of his life and wofulneffe of his death, ingaging himfelf in a 
needlefle warre. Many good laws he made for his Kingdome : 
that not the worft, He firft.* retrenched his Barons power 
to {offer parties to trie their intricate titles toland byduells. He 
feverely punifhed blafphemers, * fearing their lips withaa hort

Y this time Tunis was brought. torgreat diftreffe, and at laft 
on thefe conditions furrendred;; That ic fhould pay yearly to 
Charles King of Sicily and Jerufalem fourty thoufand crowns ; 
That it fhould receive Chriftian Minifters, freely to exercife 
their religion ; Ifany Saracen would be baptized, he fhould be 
fuffered y That all Chriftian captives'fhould be fet free; That 
| they fhould pay back fo mach ‘money as fhould defray the 
Chriftians charges. in this voyage. Our Edward would needs 
have had the town beaten down,and all put-to. the fword ; think- 
ing the fouleft quarter too fair forthem. Their goods( becaufe 
got by robbery ) he would have facrificed as an anathemato God, 
and burnt to afhes: His owmfhare he execrated, and caufed it to 
be burnt, forbidding the Englifh to fave any thing of it 5 becaufe 
that coals ftolea out of that fire, would fooner burn their houfes 
then warm their hands. It troubled not the confciences of other 
Princes toenrich themfelves herewith, but they glutted them- 
felves with the ftolen hony which they found inthis hive of 
‘drones : And which was worfe, now their bellies were full they 
would go to bed, return home, and go no further. Yea, the 
young King of France, called Philipthe Bold, was fearfull to 
profecure his journey to Paleftine ; whereas Prince Edward

| his horfe-keeper. By which fpeech he incenfed the Englifhto 
go on with him.

Where many of them found what they fought to avoid, death : 
amongft other, Theobald King of Navarre, and Ifabell his wife, 
and William Earl of Flandres, who ended their dayes at Dre- 
panum. Befides, their navie was purfuivanted after with ahorti- | 
ble tempeft, and a curfe ( entailed cither on their ill-gotten’ 
goods, or deferting Gods caufe, or both ) arrefted them in their 
return: fo that of this great wealth little was landed in Europe, 
their fhips being wracked,and the goods therein caft into the feas 
with which the waves played alittle, and then chopped them up | 
ata morfel. Whileft the weather frowning onthem, fmiled on 
the Englifh, Prince Edward no whit damnified either in his men 
or fhips, with Elenor his tender confort then young with child, 
fafely arrived at Ptolemais, tothe great folace and comfort of 
the Chriftians there being in great diftreffe.

Al his arrivall the jaft ftake of the Chriftians was on fofing ; 
For Bendocdar the, Mammaluke Prince of Egyptand Sy- 
ria, had brought Prolemais to fo low an.ebbe, that they therein 
refolved ( if fome unexpeéted- {uccour reverfed- not their inten 
tions ) within three dayes to refigne the city unto him. Edward 
landing ftayed this percipitation, who arrived with his armie 
there in the very énterim,in opportunity it felf, which is the very 
quinteflence of time; fo that all concluded: his coming (thus 
hitting the mark ) was guided by the handof an efpeciall pro- 
vidence. 

And now thofe who before.in defpair would have thrown 
up their cards, hope at leaft to: make a faving game ;and the 
Chriftians taking comfort and courage, both defie their ene- 
mies, and their own thoughts of furrendring the citie. Prince 
Edward having fufficiently manned and vidualled Prolemais, 
taking fix orfeven thoufand fouldiers, marched to Nazareth ; 
which he took, and flew . thofe he found there. After this, 
about midfummer, underftanding the Turks were gathered to- 
gether at Cakhow fourty miles off, very early in the morning 
he fet upon them, flewathoufand, and put thereft to flight.

Dom. | fonall valour: Yea, in cold bloud he would boldly challenge 
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|“ ] any Infidelto a duell. Tofpeak truth, this his conceived per- 


fection was his greateft imperfeGion: For the: world was abun- 
dantly fatisfied in the point of his valour ; yet fuch was his 
confidence of his ftrength, and eagerneffe of honour, that ha- 
ving merited the efteem ofamoft ftout man, he would ftill 
{upererogate : yea, he would profer to fight with any mean 
perfon, if cried up by the vo/ge for a tall man : this daring 
being a generall faultin great {pirits, and agreat fault in a Ge- 
nerall, who ftaketh apearl againftapicce of glaffe. The beft 
was, inthat ageaman fighting with fword and buckler, had 
in a manner many lives to lofe ; and duells were not dan- 
erous. 

Whileft he ftayed at Prolemais, Elenor his Lady was deli- 
vered of a fair daughter, called from her birth-place Joan of 
Acres: But fear of her husbands death abated her joy ather 
daughters birth. The Turks not matching him in valour, 
thought to mafter him with treschery, which was thus contri- 
ved: The admirall of Joppa, a Turk, pretended he would turn 
Chriftian, and imployed one Anzazim an Affafine in the bu- 
fineffe betwixt him and Prince Edward; who carrried himfelf fo 
cunningly, that by often repairing toour Princehe got much 
credit and efteem with him. 

* Some write, this Anzazim: was before alwayes bred under 
ground ( as men keep hawks and warre-horfes in the dark, to 
make them more fierce ) that fo coming abroad, he fhould fear to 
ventureonnoman. But fure, fo cunning a companion had long 
converfed with light, and been acquainted with men, yea, Chri- 
ftians and Princes, as appeareth by his complying carriageselfe, if 
he had not been well:read in their company, he could not have 
been fo perfect in hisleffon. Butlet him be bred any where, 
or inhellic felf: For this was his religion, To kill any he was 
commanded, or on the non-performance willingly to forfeit 
his life. 

The fifth time of his coming he brought Prince Edward 
letters from his Mafter, which whileft he was reading alone 
and lying onhisbed, he ftruck himinto thearm with an inve- 
nomed knife. Being about to fetch another ftroke, the Prince 
with his foot gave bim fucha blow that he felled him to the 
ground; and wrefting the knife from him, rannethe Turk into 
the belly, and flew him; yet fo, that in ftruggling he hurt him- 
felf therewith inthe forehead. Atthis noife in {prang his fer- 
vants, and one of them witha {tool beat the brains out of the 
dead Turks head , fhewing little wit in his own ; and the

Fhe Admirall of Joppa hearing of his recovery, utterly dif- 
avowedthat he had any hand: in the treachery : as none will 
willingly father unfucceeding villany. True’ it is, he was tru- 
ly forrowfull; whether becauferEdward was fo bad, or no 
worfe. wounded , he knoweth that knoweth hearts. * Some 
wholly acquithim herein, and conceive this mifchief proceed- 
ed from Simon Earl of Montforts hatred to our Prince, who | 
bearing him and all his kindred an old grudge for doing fome 
conceived wrong tohis father (in very deed, nothing but juftice 
toarebell )hired, as they think, this Affafine to murdef him; 
as alittle before for the fame quarrel he had ferved Henry fonne 
to Richard King of the Romanes, and our Edwards coufin ger- 
‘mane, at Viterbo in Italy. It is much this Simon living in France 
fhould contrive this Princes death in Paleftine : but malice hath 
long arms, and can take men off at great diftance. Yea, this ad-

on whom the project moft relied ¢ Lewis and Charles were the 
main undertakers ; Edward entertained but as an adventurer and 
fharer :and fo he furnifhed himfelf accordingly, with competent 
forces to fuccour others, but not to fubfift of themfelves. But as 
too often,where the principall mifcarrieth, the fecond & fureties 
muft lie at the ftake to make the debt good : fo in their default he 
valiantly went forward, though having in all but thirteen fhips 
and fome thoufands of men (too many for a plain Prince to vifit, 
with; and too few fora great one to warre with ) and performed 

what lay within the compaffe of his power. Ina word, his co- 
‘ming to Prolemais andaffifting themthere, was like a cordiall 
given toa dying man, which doth piece out his life ( or death ra- 
ther ) a few grones and as many gafps the longer. 

By this time Henry his aged father being dead (his lamp not 
quenched but going out for want of oil) the Englifh Nobility 
came as farasthe Alpes in Savoy to wait on Edward in his return. 
Leave we him thento be attended home by them to receive the 
‘Crown, to which no leffe his vertues then birth entitled him. 
Since the Conqueft he wasthe firft King of his name, and the 
firft that fettled the Law and State ( deferving the ftyle of * Eng- 
‘lands Juftinian )and that freed this Kingdome from the ward- 
thip of the Peers; fhewing himfelf in all his actions after, capable 
tocommand not the realm onely but the whole world.

rich fuiters, married this.Earl without any portion, onely for 
pure love, A preferment beyond his expectation, not abovehis 
deferts: For Germany. had many bigger lights, none brighter.

| while: At laft the Sultan of Egypt (arenegado Germane, who’ 
formerly had been engineer to this Dukes father ) fet him at li- 
berty, together with Martine his fervant ; that he who fo long 

| had fhared of his mifery, might alfo partake of his happineffe. | 
No fooner had this Duke put to fea, but he was again taken by | 
pirates ; and the Sultan, out of pity to this diftrefled Prince, and 

| out of {cornthat fortune fhould fruftrate and defeathis reall cour- 

| tefie, fet him free again. Ac laft he came fafely homie, and was 

there welcomed withafmuch wonderas joy ; his {ubjects con- 

[ceiving his return a refurrection, having buried fim in their 
thoughts long before. 

Here he found * twocounterfeits, who pretended themfelves 
to be this Duke, and on that title. challenged lodging with Ana- 
ftafia his Lady. But the one of them had a‘fofter bedfellow pro-

Y this time’Charles King of Jerufalem and Sicily had made 
areat preparations for the Holy warre. And to make his claim 
tothe Kingdome of Jerufalem the ftronger,he bought alfo the 
title of Maria Domicella Princefle of Antioch ,which pretended a 
right to the fame.He fent alfo Roger the Count of S. Severine as 
his Vice-roy to Prolemais:where he was honourably received in 
def{pite of Hugh King of Cyprus, by the efpeciall favour of Al- 
bertine Morifine.tne Venetian Conful there. And now his navie 
was reported to be readie, and that by the way he had a proje@ 
upon Michael Paleologus the Emperour of Greece: When all his 
intentions were fuddenly blafted, it fo happening, that on Eafter 
day,as the bell tolled to Even-fong,all the throats of the French- 
imen in Sicily were cut ina moment by the natives thereof, and 
that Ifland wonne by Peter King of Aragon. The grand contri- 
ver of this maflacre was one Jacobus Prochytaa Phyfician, and I 
dare fay he killed more in an houre then he cured all his life-time. 
Thofe that condemn the Sicilians herein, cannot excufe che 
French;fuch formerly had been their pride, luft,covetoufneffe,and 
cruelty to the people of that Ifland, putting them caufeleffely to 
éxquifite torture, fo that an ordinary hanging was counted an ex- 
traordinary favour. But the fecrecie of contriving this flaughter 
of the French was little leffe then miraculous ; that fo many | 
knowing itynone fhoulddifcover it ; like cunning dogs,barking in 
triumph after they had bitten, not before, to give any warning.

BU whileft thefe titular Kings flept, the Mammaluke Princes 
were vigilant to infeft the reliques-of the Chriftians in Pale- 
{tine: Which Princes fucceffion we willadventure to fetdown; 
nor are we difcouraged with the difficultics which encounter us 
herein. The hardneffe in the ftory of the Mammalukes proceedeth 
(as we conceive ) from one of thefe caufes: Firft, the State is 
not writtendire@ly, but by reflexion ; not ftoried by anycon- 
ftant writer of their own,but in {naps and parcels,as the Chroni- 
clers of neighbouring Chriftian countreys have catched at them. 
Secondly, out of a popular errour,their chief Captains by reafon 
oftheir large authority paffe for abfolute Kings. Thirdly, the 
fame King hath many names, and the fame name by tranflation 
in fundry languages is ftrangely difguifed. How-ever, we will 
ufe our beft conjectures in thefe uncertainties : and a dimme 
candle is better then no light.

He per- 
ceiving thatnow or never was the time finally to expell the 
Chriftians out of Paleftine, whileft the Princes in Europe were in 
civil warres, befieged and wonne Tripoli, Sidon, ‘Berytus, and 
Tyre, beating them down tothe ground, but fuffering the inha- 
bitants on fome conditions to depart. Nothing now was left but 
Ptolemais : which Alphir would not prefently befiege, left he 
fhould draw the Chriftians in Europe upon him ; but concluded 
a peace for five yeares with the Venetians, as not willing wholly 
to exafperate them by winning all from them at once, and think- 
ing this bitter potion would be better fwallowed by themat two 
feverall draughts. 

Mean time Ptolemais was in a wofull condition. Init were fome 
ofall countreys ; fothat he who had loft his nation, might find it 
here. Moft of them had feveral! courts to decide their caufes in; 
andthe plenty of Judges caufed the fcarcity of juftice,malefa. 
Ctours appealing toa triallin the courts of their own countrey. Ic 
was fufficient innocency forany offender inthe Venetian court, 
that he was a Venetian. Perfonall aéts were entituled nationall, 
and made the caufe of the countrey. Outrages were every-where 
practifed, no-where punifhed ; as ifto {pare Divinerevenge the 
pains of overtaking them, they would go forth and mect it. At 
the fame time,there were in fitters about profecuting their titles.

ing reftitution, is denied, and his Embatladours ill intreated.

thoufand men. But we are not bound to believe that Alexanders 
fouldiers werefo big astheir fhields {peak them which they left 
in India, nor Afian armies fo numerous as they are reported. Al- 
low the Turks dominions fpacious and populous, and that they 
rather drained thenchofe fouldiers ; yet we had beft credit the 
moft niggardly writers, which make them an hundred and fifty 
thoufand. Serapha refolveth to take it,conceiving fo convenient 
a purchafe could not be over-bought: The place, though not 
great, yet was a mote in the eye of the Turkifh Empire, and 
therefore pained them. 

Peter Belvife Mafter of the Templars, a valiant Captain, had 
the command of the city affigned him by generall confent. He 
encouraged the Chriftians to be valiant, not like prodigal heirs 
tolofe this city for nothing which coft their grandfathers fo 
much bloud: atleaft let them give one blaze of valour ere their 
candle went out,How fhould they fhew their friends their faces, 
if they fhewed their foes their backs ! Letthem fight it out man- 
fully;that fo, if forced at Jaft to furrender it, they might rather be 
pitied for want of fortune then juftly blamed for lack of valour. 

And now Prolemais being ro wreftle her laft fall, ftripped her 
felf of all comberfome clothes - women, children, aged perfons, 
weak folks ( all {uch hindering help, and mouthes without arms) 
were fentaway ; and twelve thoufand remained, conceived com. 
petentto make good the place. 

Serapha marcheth up furioufly ; his men affaule the city, with 
open jaws ready to devoure it, had not their mouthes been ftop- 
ped with the artillery the Chriftians thot at them. Back they

wherein they may neftlethem{elves.

No fewer then an hundred thoufand Latine Chriftians ( all | /OCU 


that were left in Syria ) fled at this time into Cyprus. It is ftrange 
what is reported, * That above five hundred matrones and vir- 
gins of noble bloud, ftanding uponthe fhore of Prolemiais, and 
having all their richeft jewels with them, cried out with lamen- 
table voice, and profered toany mariner that would undertake 
fafely to landthem any-where, all their wealth for his hire, and 
alfo that he fhould choofe any one of them for his wife. Thena 
certain mariner came, and tranfporting themall freely, fafely 
landed them in Cyprus ; nor by any enquiry couldit after be 
known ( when he was fought for to receive his hire ) who this 
mariner was, nor whither he went. 

The Hofpitallers for hafte were fain to leave their treafure be- 
hind them, and hide it ina vault; which being made known 
from time to time to their fucceffours, was fetched from thence 
by the * galleys of Malta about three hundred yeares afterwards. | 

Henry King of Cyprus to his great coft and greater commen- 
dation, gave free entertainment toall Pilgrimes that fled hither, 
till fuch time as they could be tranfported to their own coun- 
treys ;and thanks was all the fhot expected of thefe’ guefts at | 
their departure. | 

Thus after an hundred ninety and foure yeares ended the Holy. 
wartre s for continuance the longeft, for money {pent the coftli- 
eft, for bloudfhed the cruelleft, for pretenfes the moft pious, for | 
the true intent the moft politick the world ever faw. And at | 
this day, the Turks to {pare the Chriftians their pains of coming | 
fo long a journey to Paleftine, have done them the unwelcome 
courtefie , to come more then half the way to give thema 
meeting.

Indeed 
little heed is to begivento peoples humours ; whofe judgement 
is nothing but prejudice and paffion, and commonly envie all in’ 
profperitie, pitie all in adverfitie, though often both undefer- 
vedly: And we may believe that the beholding of the Tem- 
plarstorments when they were burned, wrotight in the people 
firfta commiferating of their perfons, and fo by degrees a jufti- 
fying of their caufe.

|mans fanfie, yet it is fomething when the wind bloweth from 
all corners : And true it'is, they were generally cried up for in- 
nocents. 

Laftly, Pope Clement and King Philip were within the time 
prefixed fummoned by deathto anfwerto God for whatthey 
had done. And though it is bad to be bufie with Gods fecrets ; 
yet an argument drawn from the event, efpecially when it goeth 
in company with others, as it is not much to be depended on, fo 
it is not wholly to be neglected. Befides, King Philip miffed of 
his expectation, andthe morfel> fell befides his mouth ; forthe 
lands of the Templars, which were firft granted to him as a por- 
tion for his youngeft fonne, were afterwards by the Councel of 
Vienne beftowed on the Knights-Hofpitallers.

Not 
to {peak what they deferved from God ( who needeth not pick a 
quarrel with man, but alwayes hath a juft controverfie with 
him )they are accounted notorious tranfereffours of humane 
laws : yet perchance if the fame candle had been lighted to 
fearch, as much duft and dirt might have been found in other 
Orders. ' 

3- They are * conceived in generall to be guiltleffe and inno- 
cent from thofe damnable finnes wherewith they were chatged: 
Which hainous offenfes werelaid againft them, cither becaufe 
men out of modeftie and holy horrour fhould be afhamed and 
afraid to dive deep in fearching the ground-work and botrome 
of thefe accufations, but rather take themto be trueon the cree 
dit of the accufers , or that the world might the more eafily be 
induced to believe the crimes objected to be true, as conceiving 
otherwife none would be fo devilifh as to lay fuch devilith of- 
fenfes to their charge ;or laftly, if the crimes were not believed 
in the totall fumme, yet if credited infome competent portion, 
the leaft particular fhould be enough to do the deed,and to make 

them odious in the world. 

4¢ The chief canfe of their ruine was theit extraordinary 

wealth: They were feared of many, envied of more, loved of 
none. As Naboths vineyard was the chiefeft ground for his blaf« 
phemie;and asin England, * St John Cornwall Lord Fanhop faid 
merrily, That nothe, but his ftately houfe at Ampthill in Bed- 
ford-fhire, was guiltie of high treafon: fo certainly their wealch 
was the principall evidence againft them, and caufe of their overs 
throw. Itis quarrel and caufe enough, to bring a fheep that is fat 
to the fhambles. We may believe King Philip would never 
have took away their lives if he might have took their Jands 
without putting them to death: butthe mifchief was, he could 
{not get the hony unleffe he burnt the bees. 

Some will fay, The Hofpicallers had great, yea, greater re- 
venues , nineteen thoufand Mannors to the Templars nine 
ithoufand ; yet none envied their wealth. It is true: but then 
ithey bufied themfelves in defending of Chriftendome, main- 
taining the Hfland of Rhodes againft the Turks, as the Teutonick 
order defended .Prufs-land againft the Tartarian ; the world 
therefore never grudged.them great wages who did good wotk. 
| Thefe were accounted neceflarie members of Chriftendome, the 
‘Templars efteemed but a fuperfluous wenne; they lay at rack and | 
imanger and did nothing : who had they betook themfelves eo

Theare one* bird fing a different notefrom all the reft in the 
wood; namely, that what {pecious fhews foever were pretend- 
ed, the true caufe oftheir ruine was, that they began to defert the 
Pope and adhere to the Emperour. If this was true, no doubt 
they were deeply -guiltie, and deferved the hard meafure they 
fuffered, Sure I am, how-ever at this time they might turn edge, 
they had formerly been true blades for his Holineffe. 

All Europe followed the copie that France had fet them. 
Here in England King Edward the fecond of that name, fuppref- 
fed the Order, and put them co death ; So by vertue of a writ 
fent from him to Sir John Wogan, Lord chief Juftice in Ireland, 
were they ferved there; and fuch was the fecrecie of the contri- 
vance of the bufineffe, that the ftorm fell upon them before 
they faw it, and all crannies were fo clofely ftopped that none 
could fteala glimpfe of the mifchief intended againft them. 

In Germanie they found fome mercie and milder dealing : for 
* Hugh Wildegrave coming withtwenty of his Order all in ar- 
mour into a Councel of Dutch Bifhops, who intended to execute 
the fentence of the Pope upon them, there protefted his inno- 
cencie, and appealed to the ‘next Pope who fhould fucceed Cle- 
tment, as to hiscompetent judge. Hereuponthieir lives were fpa- 
red; onely they were forced to renounce the name of Templars, 


and to enter themfelves into other Orders ; chiefly of Hofpital-. 


lersand Teytonicks, on whom their lands were beftowed. We 
will conclude all with that refolution ofa * brace of Spanifh wri- 
ters, who make this epilogue to this wofull eragedie; Concern- 
ing thefe Templars, whether they were guiltie or nor, letus 
(ufpend our cenfure till the day of judgement ; and thenand no 
fooner fhal! we certainly be informed therein. |

But at laft they perceived, that by the courfe of the cards they | 
muft needs rifelofers if they continued tle warre in the Holy’ 
land,andeven refolved toabandon ir. It happened at the fame | 
time, that Conrade Duke of Mazovia offered them moft honou- (iH 
rable conditions , namely, the enjoying of Pruffia, on condition 1 
they would defend it againft the Infidels which annoyed ic. In- 
deed the fratres gladifert , or fword-bearing brothers , brave 
flafhing lads, undertook that task : but finding either their arms 

‘too weak, or {words too blunt to ftrike through their enemies, 
they imployed the aid of, and conjoyned themfelves to this 
Teutonick Order. Hereupon, in the yeare of our Lord 1239, 

| Hermannus de Saltza, fourth Mafter of thefe Dutch ‘Knights, 

| © Jeame with moft of his Order into Pruffia ; yet fo thar he 
lefe a competent number of them ftill in Paleftine, which 
continued and did good fervice there even to the taking of 
Prolemiais. + 

But the greater number of the Dutch Knights, in Pruffia, did 

knight-fervice againftthe Tartarians, and were Chriftendomes 

beft bank againit the inundations of thofe barbarous people. By 
their endeavours the Pruffians, which before were but heathen- 
Chriftians, were wholly converted ; many a brave citie builded, 
{pecially Marienburg, where formerly a great oak ftood ;( who 
would think fo many beautifull buildings would fpring out of 
che root of one tree? )and thofe countteys of Pruffia and Livo- 
nia, which formerly were the courfe lift, arenow become the 
rich fringe of Europe. | te YS 
Aclaftthe Proffiansgrew weary of the tyrannous oppreffion 
of thofe Dutch Knights (as appeareth by the grievances they 
prefented ) and applied themfelves to Cafimire King of Poland. 
He took to task Lewis Erlinfufe the Mafter of their Order ; and 
fo ordered him, that whereas before he pleaded himfelfto be a 
free Prince of the Empire, hereafter he fhould acknowledge the 
King of Poland for his Lord and Mafter. The fucceffours to 
this Lewis fretted againft this agreement, as prejudiciall to them: 
They could do no leffe then complain, and could do little mores 
for the King of Poland in fpite of their refiftance held them to 
their agreements. . 
Albert of the houfe of Brandenburg was the laft grand 
Matter of this Order, and firft Duke of Pruffta. He brake the 
vow of their Order, lofing his virginitie tokeep his chaftitie, 
and married Dorothie daughter to thé. King of Denmark. 
The other Teutonicks protéfted again’ him, and chofe Gual- 
ther Croncbére' in hisroom: Yea, Albétt was proferibed in a |

V E muft now waiton the Hofpitallets to their lodgings, 

and we havedone. We left them driven from Prole- 
mais, and landed at Cyprus ; where King Henry courteoufly,en- 
tertained them. Buta friends houfe is no home: Hence therefore 
they were conveyedto their feverall Alberges in Europe. 

Bat {uch a&ive [pirits could not long be idle; fuch running 
ftreams would not end ina ftanding pond. Wherefore they ufed_ 
all their own ftrength, and improved their jntereft with all their. 
benefactours, to furnifh outa fleet: Which done, undér Fulk de 
Vilderet their grand Mafter they wonne the Ifland of Rhodes | 
from the Turks eighteen yeares after Ptolemais was loft, and | 
there feated themfelves. | | 

Befides Rhodes, they alfo enjoyed thefe five adjacent Iflands, 
faith my Authour, Nicoria, Epifcopia, Lolli, Limonia, and Sira- | 
na ; places fo {mall, that confulting with maps will not find them 
out: enough almoft to make us think with Tertullian of Delos, 
that ofce there were fuch Iflands, which at this day are quite 
vanifhed away. 

Two hundred and fourteen yeares, to the terrour of the 
Turks, comfort of the Chriftians, and their own. immortall 
fame, they maintained this Ifland, and fecured the feas forthe 
paflage of Pilgrimes to Jerufalem : till at laft in the yeare 1523, 
after fix moneths fiege they furrendred the citie to their own ho- 
He and fhame of other Chriftians who fent them no fuccour in 
feafon. : 

Yet changing their place they kept their refolution to be 
honourably imployed. Hence they failedto Nice in Piemont, 
acitie lying oppofite to Africa, from whence the Moores and 
Saracens much. infefted Chriftendome. Wherefore Charles | 
Duke of Savoy beftowed that citie upon them to defend it; | 
counting | 
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| Turks invafions thentheir pillagings - They had lately wonne 

| Buda, and( as it was thought ) would quickly ftride over the 

| Adriatick fea, and haveat Italie. Wherefore the Hofpitallers 
lteft Nice, and planted themfelves~at Syracufe in Sicilie: 
Where they right valiantly behaved themfelves in defending 
that countrey: | 

But Charles the fifth, a politick Prince, though he faw their 
help was ufefull, yet defired not: much to have them live in his 
owncountrey. Heliked their neighbourhood better then their 
prefence, to have them rather neare then in his Kingdome. 
Wherefore he appointed them theIfland of Malta tokeep for 
themfelves, their grand Mafter onely paying yearly to the King 
of Spain a * Falcon in acknowledgement they held it from bim. 
Loth were the Hofpitallers to leave Sicilie, that Paradife of plea- 
fure, and went very unwillingly from it. 

Malta is an Ifland in the mid land-fea, feated. betwixt Europe 
and Africa, as ifit meant to efcape out of both as being innei- 
there Here S. Paul fuffered thipwrack, when the viper ftung 
him not, but the men did, * condemning him. for a murderer. 
And here the Hofpitallers feated’ themfelves, and are the bul- 
wark of Chriftendome to this day, giving dayly evident proof 
oftheit courage. But their mafter- piece was in the yeare 1565, 
when they couragioufly defended the citie of Malta befieged by 
Soliman: When hedifcharged feventie eight thoufand bullets 
(fome of them feven {pans in compaffe )againft ic, big enough 
not onely to overthrow walls butoverturn mountains ; yet not- 
withftanding they held out valiantly five moneths, and at laft 
forced the Turk to depart. ; 

Thefe Knights of Malta are at this day a good bridle to Tunis 
and Algiers. Lam informed by a good * friend ( who hath {pent 
much yet loft no time in thofe parts ) that thefe Knights are 
bound by vow notto flie from the Turks, though one maa or 
‘one galley to foure (half which ods Hercules himfelf durft not 
venture on; ) but if therebe five to one, itis interpreted wil- 
dome not cowardlineffe, to make away from them: Alfo if a 
Chriftian thip wherein there isa Knight of Malta take'a Turkith 
thip, that Knight is bound by his Order firft to go aboard to 
enter it. The grand Mafter of this Order hath a great come | 
mand, and ishighly efteemed of ; infomuch that the * authour 
ofthe Catalogue of the glory of the world, believeth he isto take 
place next to abfolute Kings, above all other temporall Princes, ) 
even above Kings {ubjeétto the Empire. Sure he meaneth, if 
they will give it him ; otherwife it feemeth improper that the.|

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Chap. 6. 


The Hofpitallers in England ftoutly withftand 
three feverall affaults, which overthrew all 
otber ‘Religious foundations. 


He fuppreffion of the Hofpirallers in England deferveth 

efpeciall notice, becaufe the manner thereof was. diffe. | 
rent from the diffolving of other Religious houfes ; for mane | 
[fully they ftood itout to the laft, in defpite of feverall af) 
faults. : 
| 1. Cardinall Wolfey, by leave from the Pope, fuppreffed 
i certain {mali houfes of little value, therewithall to endew his 
| Colledgesin Oxford and Ip{wich. He firft fhewed Religious: 
| places were mortall, which bitherto had flourifhed ina feems 
jing eternitie. This leading cafe of Wolfeys did pick the mor- 
|ter out of all the Abbey-walls in England, and madeabreach 
in their ftrongeft gate-houfes, teaching covetoufneffe ( an apt 
|{cholar )areadie way toaffault them: (For it is the dedica- 
|tion not the value of the thing dedicated, ftampeth a character 
| of facredneffe upon it.) And: King Henry the eighth con- 
| cluded, ifthe Cardinall might .eat up the lean Covents, he him- 
|felf might feedon the fat ones, without danger of a factrile- 
gious furfet. True it is, Wolfey not wholly but in part 
alienated the lands of thefe pettie houfes, referving them ftill 
to the generall end of pious ufes : But the King followed 
this pattern fo farreas it was for his purpofe, and neglected the 
reft. 

2. For not long after, the* Parliament granted himall Re- 
ligious houfes of and under the value of two hundred pounds 
yearly :and it was thought, that above ten thoufand perfons, 
matters and fervants, loft their livelihoods by the demolith- 
ing ofthem. And for an introduction to the fuppreffion of all 
the refidue, he hada ftrait watch fet upon them, and the Regu- 
lars therein tied toa ftrict and pun@uall obfervation of their 
orders without any relaxation of the leaft libertie ; infomuch | 
that many did quickly un-nunne and disfriar themfelves, whofe |

fides formerly ufed to go loofe, were foon galled with ftrait 
lacing. 
Seen followed the grand diffolution or judgement-day 
onthe world of Abbeys remaining ; which of what value fo- 
{ever were feifed into the Kings hands. The Lord Cromwell, 
one of excellent parts but mean’parentage, came from the forge 
to be the hammer to maul all Abbeys. Whofe magnificent 
ruines may leffon the beholders, That itis not the firmneffe of 
the ftone nor faftneffe of the morter maketh ftrong walls, but the 
integritie of the inhabitants. For indéed foul matters were pro- 
ved againft fome of them,as Sodomieand much uncleanneffe : 
Whereupon unwillingly willing, they refigned their goods and 
perfons to the Kings mercie. But the Knights-Hofpitallers 
( whofe chief manfion was at St-Johns, nigh London ) being 
Gentlemen and fouldiers of ancient families and high fpirits, 


| would not be brought to prefent the King {uch puling petitions 


and publick recognitions of their errours as other Orders had 
done. They complained it was a falfe confequence, as farre 
from charitie as logick, from the induction of fome particular de- 
linquents to inferre the guiltinefle of all Religious perfons. 
Wherefore like ftout fellows they oppofed any that thoughtto 
enrich themfelves with their ample revenues, and ftood on their 
own defenfe and juftification.

The Hofpitallers at laft got on an advantage 
and fuppreffed. 


Ur Barnabe’s day it felf hatha nights and this loig-lived 
B Order, which in England went over the graves of all others, 
came at laft to its own. 

They were fuffered to have rope enough, till they had halter- 
edthemfelves ina Premunire: For they ftill continued their obe- 
dience to the * Pope, contrary to their allegeance, whofe ufurp- 
ed authoritie was banifhed out of the land; and fo( though 
their lives otherwife could not be impeached for any vitiouf- 
neffe ) they were brought within the compaffe of the law. 
The cafe thus flanding, theirdeare friends perfwaded them to 
fubmit to the Kings mercie, and not to-capitulate with him 
on conditions, nor toftop his favour by their own obftinacie, 
but yield whileft as yet terms honeft and honourable, would 
be freely given them : That fuch was the irrefiftibleneffe of |

Let them not flatter themfelves into their own ruine; by relying 
on the aid of their. friends at home, who would nor fubfticure 
their own necks to fave theirs from the ax, norby hoping for 
help from forrein parts, who could fend them no feafonable 
fuccour, ' 
This counfel harfh at firft, grew tunable inthe eares ofthe 
Hofpitallers ; fo thatcontented rather to exchange their clothes 
for worfe then to be quite ftript, they refigned ail into the Kings 
hands, Heallowedto Sr William. Weéfton Lord Prior of the 
Order, an annuall penfion of one thoufand pounds : But he

Cromwell, Efquires; To each of whom for reward of their 


ahoufeto dwell in, tothem and their heirs, out of the lands 
belonging to thefe Hofpitallers. And at this time, many had 
Danae’s happinefle, to have golden fhowres rained into their 
bofomes. 
Thefe Abbey-lands, though skittifh mares to fome, have gi- 
ven good milk to others : Which is produced as an argument, 
Thatif they prove unfucceflefull to any, itis the ufers default, 
no inherencie of acurfe in the things themfelves, But let. one 
keep an exact Regifter of lands, and mark their motions, how 
they ebbe and flow betwixt buyers and fellers, and furely he 
will fay with the Poet, ‘Oudwis dad mous, And this ismoftfure; 
Let land be held in never fo good a tenure, it will never be held 
by an unthrift. : 
The Hofpitallers Priory-church was preferved from down: 
pulling all the dayes of King Henry the eighth: but in the

T hey are again depofed by Queen Elifabeth. 


~Ueen Mary (4Princeffe more zealous then politick ) at-' 
OQ tempted to reftore Abbeysto their priftine eftate and for-|

mer glory : And though certain of her counfellers objected, 
that the ftate of her Kingdome and dignitie thereof and 
her Crown imperiall could not honourably be furnifhed and | 
maintained without the poffeffion of Abbey-land ; yet fhe + pgp, 
* frankly reftored, refigned; and confirmed by Parliament all! 4220 2° 
ecclefiafticall revenues which by the authoritie of that high roo 
court in the dayes of her Father were annexed to the Crown, 
protefting fhe fet more by her falvation, then by ten king- 
domes. 

But the Nobilitie followed not her example: They had eat« 
en up the Abbey-lands, and now after cweritie yeares poffef- 
fion digefted and turned them into good blotd in their eftates : 
they were loth therefore toemptie their veins again; and the 
forwardeft Romanift was backward enough in this coftly piece 
of devotion. |

that either it had been more, whoHy to have fatisfied our. 
hunger, or leffe, not at all.to have raifed our appetite. It was, 
begun not in an biftoricall butina politick way, not reporting | 
the Holy warre paft with the Turks but advifing how toman- 
age it inthe future. And nodoubtif he had perfected the work, 
it would have proved worthy the Authour: But fince, any have 
been deterred from finifhing the fame ;as afhamed to adde mud- 
walls andathatched roof to fo fair a foundation of hewen and 
polifhed ftone.

From that Authour we may borrow this diftinétion, That 
three thingsare neceffarie to make an invafive warre lawfull , 
the lawfulneffe of the jurifdiGion, the merit of the caufe, 
and the orderly and lawfull profecution of the caufe. Let 
us apply to our prefent purpofe in this Holy warre: For the 
firft two, Whether the jurifdi@ion the Chriftians pretended 
over the Turks dominions was lawfull or not ; and, Whe- 
ther this warre was not onely opere but vite pretium, worth |

The Saracen Prince fent| '* 

an herald to know of him the caufe of his coming: The Duke 

anfwered, it was. torevenge the deathof Chrift the Sonne of 

God, and true Prophet, whom they had unjuftly crucified. 

The Saracens fene back their meflenger again to demonitrate 

their innocencie, how they were not-Saracens but Jews which 

put Chrift to death , atid therefore that the Chriftians ( if 

pofteritie fhould be punifhed for their predeceffours faule ) 

fhould rather revenge themfelves on the Jews which lived | _ 

amongft them. 

* Another relateth, that inthe yeare of our Lord 1453, the | * atonfret, 
great Turk fentalettertothe Pope, advertifing him how he and | "*- 3 «.*8 
his Turkifh nation were not defcended from the Jews, but from 
the Trojans, from whom alfo the Italians derive their pedegree, 

|and fo would.provehimfelf a-kinne tohis Holinefle. Moreover 

| headded, that it was both his and their dutie to repair the ruines 
of Troy, and to revenge the death of their great grand- 
father HeGtor upon the Grecians ; to which end, the Turk 
{aid he had already conquered a great part of Greece. As 
for Chrift, he acknowledged him to have been a noble 
Prophet, and to have been crucified of the Jews, againft 
whom the Chriftians might feek their remedie. Thefe two 
ftories I thought good to infert, becaufe thoughof later date, 
and fince the Holy warre in Paleftine was ended, yet they have 
fome reference thereunto, becaufe fome make that our quarrel to 
the Turks. | 

But grant the Chriftians rightto the Turks lands to be lawfull, 
and the caufe in it felfenough deferving to ground a watre upon: 
yet in the profecuting and managing thereof,many notonely ve- 
niall errours but unexcufablefaults were committed ; no doubr, 
the caufe of the ill fucceffe. 

To omit the book called the Office of our Lady, madeat 
the beginning of this warre to procure her favourable afliftance 
in it ( alittle manual, but full of blafphemies in folio, thruft- 
ing her with importunate fuperftitions into Gods throne, and 
forcing on her the glory of her Maker ;,) fuperftition not one- 
ly tainted the rind, but rotted the core of this whole action. 

Indeed moft of the pottage of that age tafted of that wild 
gourd. Yet farre be it from us to condemn all their works to 
be droffe, becaufe debafed and allayed with fuperttitious in- 
tents : No doubt there wasa mixture of much good metall in

Voyage of peopleto Paleftine was. For what opinion had they 
of themfelves herein, who,thought that by dyingin this warre, 
they did make Chrift amends for his death ¢ as one faith: 
Which if-but a rhetorical flourith, yet doth: hyperbolize into 
blafphemie. ‘Yea, it was their very judgement, that hereby they 
did both merit and fupererogate ; andby dying for the Croffé, 
crofie the {core of their own: finnes and {coreup God for 
their debtour. But this fiieth high, and therefore we léaveit 
for others to follow. Let us look upon Pilgrimages in ge. 
nerall, and we fhall find Pilgrimes wandring not fo farre 
from their own countrey as from the judgemenrof the ancient 
Fathers, 

We will leave our armie athome, and onely bring forth 
our champion : Heare what * Gregorie Nyflene faith, who 
livedin the fourth Centurie, inwhich time voluntary Pilgria 
mages firft began ; though before there were neceflary | Pil-

| fide can fhe efcape reproof,.and keep the law of continencie. 


Moreover ; If there were more Divine grace in the places of 
Jerufalem, finne would not be fo frequent and cultomarie 
amoneft thofe that live there: Now there is no kind of un- 
cleanneffe which ‘there they dare not commit ; malice, adal- 
tery, thefts, idolatrie, poyfonings , envies and flaughters. 
But you will fay unto me, Ifit be not worth the pains, why 
then did you goto Jerufalem ¢ Let them heare therefore how 
I defend my felf; Iwas appointed to go into Arabia to an ho- 
ly Councel, held for the reforming of that Church: and Arat 
bia being neare to Jerufalem, I promifed thofe that went with 
me, that I would goto Jerufalem to difcourfe with them which 
were prefidents of the churches there ; where matters were 
ina very troubled ftate, and they wanted one to be amedia- 
tour in their difcords: We knew that Chrift was a man born 
of a Virgin, before we faw Bethlehem ; we believed his re- 
furrection from death, before we faw his fepulchre; we con- 
fefled his afcenfion into heaven, before we faw mount Olivet: 
But we got fo much profic by our journey, that by comparing

and to put forth breafts of flefh, out of whicha liquour did 
con{tantly flow: Which liquour the Templars carried home 
to their houfes, and diftributed itto the Pilgrimes whichcame 
to them, that they might report the honour thereof through the 


| whole world. 


* A Sultan of Damafcus who had but one eye, chanced to 
lofe the other, and fo became ftark-blind ; when coming de- 
voutly to this image, though he wasa Pagan, having faith in 
God, and confidence therein, he perfe@ly was’ reftored to his 
fight. 

Infinite are the fholes of miracles done by Chrifts Croffe in 
Jerufalem ; infomuch that my * Authour blamed thé Bifhop of 
Acon, who carriedthe Croffe in that batrel wherein it was loft 
to the Turks, for wearing a corfelet ; and therefore ( faith he ) he 
was juftly flain : becaufe his weak faith relied on means, noton 
the miraculous protection thereof. 

When Conrade Landt-grave of Thuringia was inrolled in 
the Teutonick Order to goto the Holy warre, and received 
his benediction (as the fafhion was) the* Holy Ghoft vifibly 
defcended upon him in the thape of fire. The faid Conrade re- 
ceived of God as aboon for his valour in this fervice, the rare 
facultie, * That by looking on any man he could tell whether or 
no he had committed a mortal finne, yea, at firkt. fight deferie 
their fecret finnes. 

But the laf miracle of our Lady in Paleftine is the Lady of all 
miracles ; which was this: Inthe yeare 1291, when the Holy 
land was finally fubdued by the Turks, the chamber at Nazareth 
wherein the Angel Gabriel faluted her with joyfull tidings, was 
wonderfully * tranfported into Sclavonia. That countrey being 
unworthy of her divine prefence, it was by the Angels carried 
over into Italie, anno 1294. Thatplace alfo being infefted with 
thieves and pirates, the Angels removed it to the little village 
of Loretto ; where this Pilgrime-Chappel refteth it felf at 
this day, and liketh her entertainment fo well, it will travel no 
further. 

But enough: for fools meat is unfavourie to the taft of the 
wife. Ihave tranfgrefled already : two inftances had been fuf- 
ficient ( as Noah preferved but two of all unclean creatures ) the 
reft might be loft without loffe, and fafely be drowned in oblivi- 
on. How-ever, we may obferve thefe millions of miracles are 
reducible to one of thefe foure ranks: 

1. Falfely reported, never fo much asfeemingly done. Afia | 
the theatre whereon they were acted, is at a great diftance, and 
the miracles as farre from truth, as the place from us. And 
who knoweth not, whena lie is once fet on foot, befides oa ;

firft founders, ic meeteth with many benefactours, who contri. 
bute their charitie thereunto. 

2. Falfely done ; infomuch asat this day, they are * {ented 
among ft the Romanifts. Who would not laugh to fee the pidture 
ofa Saint weep? Where one devout Catholick lifteth up his 
eyes, ten of their wifer fort wag their heads. 

3. Traly done, but by the ftrength of nature. Suppofe one 
defperately fick, a piece of the Croffe 1s applied to him, he re. 
covereth ;is this a miracle? Nothing leffe ; how many thou- 
fands have made an efcape after Death.ina manner hath arreft- 
ed them ¢ Astherefore itis facriledge, to father Gods immedi- 
ate works on naturallcaufes ; fo itis fuperftition, to intitle natu- 
rall events to be miraculous. 

4. Many miracles were afcribed to Saints which were 
done by Satan. [know it will zon-plus his power to work a 
true miracle; but Itake the word at large: and indeed vulgar 
(notto fay, humane ) eyes are too dimme to difcern betwixt 
things wonderfull and truly miraculous. Now Satan, the ma. 
fter-juggler needeth no wires or ginnes to work with, being 
all ginnes himfelf ; fo tranfcendent is the activitie of a {pirir. 
Nay, may not God give the Devil leave to go beyond him- 
felf ic being juft with him, that thofe who will not have 
Truth their king and willingly obey it, fhould have Falfhood 
their tyrant to whom their judgement fhould be captivated and 
inflaved. 
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Chap. n. 
The fecond grand errour in profecuting the Ho- 


ly warre, being the Chriftians notorious breaking 


their faith with Infidels. 


Ni unto Superftition, which was deeply inlayed in the Ho- 
ly warre, we may make the Chriftians Truce-breaking with 
the Infidels the fecond caufe of their ill fucceffe. Yer never 
but once did they break promife with the Turks ; which was 
(as 1 may fay) a conftant and continued faith-breaking, ne- 
ver keeping their word. To omit feverall ftraining of the fi- 
news and unjoynting the bones of many afolemn peace, we 
as onely inftance where the neck thereof was clearly broken a. 
funder. 

1. When Godfrey firft won Jerufalem,pardon was proclaim- 
ed to all the Turks which yielded themfelves; yetchree dayes 
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fex, put to the {word. | 
2. Almerick the firft fwore, effeually to affift the Saracens | 
‘in drivicg the Torks out of Egypt ; and foon after invaded 
Egypt, and warred upon the Turks againft his promife. I know 
fomething he pretended herein to defend himfetf, but of no va. 
liditie ; and fach plaufible and curious wittie evafionsto avoyd 
perjurie, are but the tying of amoft arcificiall knot inthe halter, 
therewith to ftrangle ones own confctence. 

3. There was a peace concluded for fome time betwixt 
| King Guy and Saladine ; which non obflante, Reinold of Ca- 
ftile robbed Saladines own mother: Whereupon followedthe 
miferable overthrow of the Chriftians, and taking of Jeru- 
falem. 

4. Our Richard, at his departure from Palcftine, made a firm 
peace for five yeares with Saladine, and. it ftood yer in force 
when Henry Duke of Saxonie coming with agreat armie of new 
adventurers invaded the Turkifh dominions. , 

5. Frederick the fecond, Emperour , made a truce of ten 
yeares withthe Sultan of Babylon; and yet indefpice thereof, | 
Theobald King of Navarre forragedthe countrey of Gaza, to 
the juftoverthrow of him and his armie. ) 

6. Reinold Vice-roy of Paleftine, inthe nameof Frederick | 
the Emperour, and after him our Richard Earl of Cornwall, | 
drew up a firm peace with the faid Sultan; which was inftantly | 
difturbed and interrupted by the turbulent Templars. 

7. Laftly,the Venetians, in the name of all Chriftian Princes, | 
concluded a five yeares peace with Alphir the Mammaluke| 
Prince of Egypt ; yet fome voluntaries in Ptolemais pillaged 
and robbed many Saracen merchants about the citie. But pardon 
thenm this laft fault, we,will promife, they thall never do fo any 
morein Paleftine, hereupon lofing all they had feftthete. 

And how could Safetie it {elf fave this people, and ble Te 
this project fo blackly blafted with perjury.! As it is obfer- 
ved of tyrants, Where one goeth, ten are fent to the grave; fo 
where onetruce concluded. with the Turks did naturally expire 
and determine, many were violently broken off... A finne fo re- 
pugnant to all morall honeftie, fo injurious to the quiet and peace 
ofthe world, {o odious init felf, fofcandalous toall men, Fo } 
diffolve a league when confirmed by Oath(the ftrongeft bond |

Of the hindrances of the good fucceffe in the 
Holy warre . whereof the Popes, and Empe- 
rours of Greece, were the two principal. 


O much concerning thofe lefa priecipia inthis Holy warre, 

Superftition and Perjurie, which ftruck at the root of it. 
Come we now to confider many other hindrances,which abated 
the good fucceffe thereof. Amongft thefe we will not be fo he- 
reticall as to denie the Popes Primacie + but account him the firft 
caufe of their ill fuccefle.’ Such wounds as we find in his credir, 
we will neither widen nor clofeup ; but even prefent them tothe 
Reader as we found them. In foure refpeéts he baned the Chri- 
ftians good {peed in this warre: 

1. Hecaufed moft of their truce-breaking with the Turks; 
urging menthereunto. Thus Pope Celeftine drove onthe Chri- 
ftians againftthe Turks, whileft as yet the peace our Richard 
concluded with them was not expired.; and fo many other times 
alfo. For alas ! this was nothing with his Holineffe ; who fitting 
in the temple of God, fo farreadvanceth himfelf above God, as | 
to difpenfe with oathes made {acred by the moftholy and high 
| name of God ; and profeffing bimfelf the fole Umpire and 
Peace-maker of the world, doth cut afunder thofe oncly finews 
which hold peace together. 

2. Inthat twice the Kingdome of Jerufalem was offered to 
the Chriftians, andthe Popes Legates would not fuffer them 
toaccept its (No doubt, by inftru@ions from their Mafter ; 
this being to be prefumed on, That thofe his abfolute creatures 
altered not atittle, but went according to the copie that was 
fet them } Once’ anao'1219 3 when Pelagius the Legate refufed 
the free offer of Melechfala: And the fecond time, fome thirtie 

yeares after swhen the fame bountifull profer was refufed by 
Odo the Popes Legate : For when the fame: Melechfala again

By all thefe it plainly appeareth, That what fair fhews 
foever his Holineffe made, calling Councels, appointing Le- 
gates, providing preachers, proclaiming pardons, to advance 
this warre ; yet in very deed, he neither intended nor defired 
thatthe Chriftians fhould make afinall conqueft of Paleftine, 
but beimployed in continuall conquering it. He would have 
jthis warre go on eum decente paufa, fair and foftly : let the 
Chriftians now beat the Turks, and then the Turks beat the 
Chriftians ; and fo let them take their turns, whileft his pri- 
vate profit went on. For (as we touched before ) to this warre 
the Pope condemned all dangerous perfons ( efpecially the Em- 
perours of Germanie ) to be there imployed. As little children 
are often fet to fchool, not fo much to learn, asto keep them 
out of harms way at home’: fo this carefull Father fent ma- 
ny of his children to the Holy warre, not for any good he 
knew they would cither do or get there, but it would keep 
them from worfe doing ; which otherwife would have been 
| paddling inthis puddle, raking in that channel, ftirring up que- 
_|ftions and controverfies unfavourie in the noftrils of his Holi- 

|neffe, and perchance falling into the fire of difcord and diffen- | 
fion againft their own Father. Indeed atlaft this warre ended 
[it felt in defpite of the Pope : Who no doubt would have 
driven this web ( weaving and unweaving it, Penelope like ) 
much longer if he could: yet he digefted more patiently the 
ending thereof, becaufe thenet might be takea away when the 
| fith was already caught, and the warre {pared now the Ger- 
oan Emperours ftrength thereby was fufficiently abated in 

talie. 

Much alfo this warre increafed the imtrads of the Popes 
revenues. Some fay, Purgatory-fire heateth his kitchen: they 
hi may adde, the Holy warre filled his pot, if not paid for all 
Ma his fecond courfe.

If fuchatoy be 
confiderable, and differing in tongues lefleneth the terribleneffe 
inanarmic ; how doth diffenting in hearts and affections abate 
the force thereof 2 and what advantage had the united Turks 
againit divided Chriftian Princes which managed this warre ¢ 
Had the emulation betwixt thofe equall Princes onely been fuch 
as is the fpurre of vertue, farre from enmitie and hatcfull conten- 
tion, ftriving with good deferts to outftrip thofe who by the 
fame means fought to attain to the like end ; had it been mixed 
with love in regard of the affinitie of their affections and fympa- 
thie of their defires, not fecking the ruine of their competitour 
but fuccouring him in danger ;then fuch fimulzates had been both 
honourable and ufefull tothe advancing of the Holy caufe: But 
onthe other fide, their affeGtions were fo violent, and difpofi- 
tions fo crooked, that emulation in them boyled to hatred, 
that to malice, which refted better {atisfied with the mifer- 
able end of their oppofite partner, then with any tropheys de- 
fervedly ereéted to their own honour. And herein the warres 
-betwixt the Venetians and Genoansin Syria are too pregnant 
aninftance. 

The length of the journey fucceedeth as the fourth impe-| 
diment. Thereneeded no other hindrance to this voyage then | 
the voyage ; the way was fo long. In fenfation, the obje@ mutt | 
not be over-diftant from the fenfe , otherwife Lynceus eyes} 
may fee nothing : Soitis tequifite in warlike adventures, that, 
the work be not too farre from the undertakers. Indeed the | 
Romanes conquered countreys farre from home : but the lands 
betwixt them were their own, wherein they refrefhed them-; 
felves ; and well may one lift a great weight at arms end if | 
he hath a reft to ftay his elbow on. So though Spain hath fub- 
dued much in the Indies, yet there they met with none or naked 
refiftance. Ic fared not thus with the Chriftians in this warre: 
By the tedioufneffe of the journey their ftrength was exhaufted, 
they ranne dregs when firft they were broched in Syria, and as it 
were fcattered their powder in prefenting, before they came to 
difcharge. 

Frederick Barbarofla wrote a braving letter to Saladine, 
reckoning up the feverall nations in Europe under his com- 
mand,and boafting whatan armie of them he would bring in- 
to Syria. * Saladine anfwered him, That he alfo ruled overas

leaft dire@tion ef anyhe met. Long he had not ridden but he 
met with a nen plus ultra, a deep unpaflable gullet of water, 
without bridge, ford, or ferry. This water was as unknown to 
his Camdens or Speeds maps, as to himfelf ; becaufe it was nei- 
ther body nor branch ofany conftant river or brook ( fuch as 
onely are vifible in maps ) but an ex-tempore-water, flowing | 
from the fnow which meltedonhills. Worfe unexpected acci- | 
dents furprife thofe who conceive themfelves to have conned all

The fixth hindrance, the Diverfitie of the clie 
mate difagreeing with the bodtes of Europe; 
eAnd what weakeneth DCorthern men going 
Southward. 


Ow followeth the Diverfitie of the climate, which caufed 
( the death of many thoufands of the Chriftians} {weeping 
them away with horrible plagues and other difeafes. For even 
as men when they comeinto a new Corporation, muft pay their 
fees before they can be freemen thereof and fet up trading there- 
in ; fo italwayes coft the Chriftians of Europe a dangerous fick- 
neffe at leaft, before they could be-well acquainted withthe aire 
and climate of Paleftine. 

Amongft other difeafes the Leprofie was one epidemicall in- 
fection which tainted the Pilgrimes coming thither. This 
(though moft rife in our Saviours time, God fo ordering it that 
Judea was fickeft while her Phyfician was neareft ) at this time of 
the Holy warre was very dangerous. Hence was it brought over 


into England ( never before known in this Ifland ) and many | .. 


Lazar-houfes erected for the relief of thofe infe@ted therewith : 
Their chief houfes was at Burton-lazarsin Leicefter-fhire. I fay 
not, as this difeafe began with the Holy warrein England, fo it 


ended with it: Sure {uch hath been Gods goodneffe, that few at | 
this day are afflicted therewith; and the leprofie of Leprofie, I}.

Know, itis not fo much the climate, 
as bad and unwholefome diétinraging the climate againtt us, 
which unfineweth thofe Northern nations when they come into 
the South : Which bad diet, though fometimes neceflary for 
want of better food, yet is moft-times voluntary through mens 
wilfull intemperance. Inthe Portugall aGion anno 1589, more 
Englifh owed their Calenturetothe heat of wine then weather. 
Why do our Englith merchants bodies fadge well enough in 
Southern aire ¢ why cannot our valour thrive afwell there as our 
profit ; but chiefly for this, That merchants are carefull of them- 
felves, whileft fouldiers count it bafeneffe to be thriftie oftheir 
own healths ¢ 
Befides, the finnes of the South unmafculate Northern bo- 
dies.’ In hot countreys the Sirens of pleafure fing the {weet- 
eft, which quickly ravith oureares unufed to fuch mufick. But | 
fhould we marching Southwards obferve our health in fome! 
proportion of temperance, and by degrees habituate our felves | 
to the climate; and fhould wekeep our fouls from their finnes, | 
no doubt the North might pierce the South as farre, and there- | 
in erect as high and long-lafting tropheys, as ever the South did |

But the firft Monarch the world ever knew (1 mean, the 
Affyrian ) came from the North : Whence he is fo often ftyled in 
Scripture, The King ofthe North ; conquering, and for many 
yeares enjoying thofe countreys which'lie betwixt him and the 
funne ; as Chaldea, Mefopotamia, Babylonia, Syria, Egypt: To 
{peak nothing ofthe Turks, who in the dichotomizing of the 
| world fall under the Northern part, and coming out of Scythia 
at firft fubdued moft Southern countreys.

pe are we fallenon the next hindrance of fucceffe in this 

Holy warre, the Vitioufneffe of the undertakers. But here 

firtt we muft makean honourable refervation for many adven- 
tures herein, whom we confefle moft pious and religious per- 

fons. Letus not raifethe opinion of our own pietie by trampling 

on our predeceffours, as if this age had monopolized all good- 

neffeto itfelf& Some no doubt moft religious and truly valiant 

(as fearing nothing but finne) engaged themfel ves in this action; 

of whom I could onely wifh, that their zeal herein had either 

had more light or leffe heat. But with thefe, fay not how ma- 

ny, but too many went moft wicked people, the caufers-of the 
ill fucceffe. 

It will be objeted, Sanétitas morum hath been made of fome 
anote of the true Church, never the figne of a fortunate ar-. 
mie: Look on allarmies generally, we fhall find them of the | 
fouldiers religion, not troubled with over-much precifeneffe : | 
As our King John faid, ( whether wittily or wickedly, let others |

fo many fouldiers have been fucceffefull without the leaft {mack | 
of pietie; fome fuch defperate villains, that fortune ( to errone- 


*Totum val- | ous judgements ) may feem to have favoured them for fear. 
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hei former wickednefle. Now God forbid we fhould con- 


True: but we muft not confider thefe adventurers as plain and 
mere fouldiers, butas Pilgrimes and Gods atmie; in whom was 
required, and from whom was expected more pietie and puritie 
of life and mannersthenin ordinarie men: whereas onthe con- 
trarie, we fhall make it appear, that they were more vitious then 
the common fort of men. Nordo we this out of crueltie or wan- 
tonneffe, to wound and mangle the memorie of the dead ; bur to 
anatomizeand open their ulcerous infides, that the dead may 
teach the living, and leffon pofteritie. 

Befides thofe that went, many were either driven or fled to 
the Holy land. Thofe were driven,who having committed fome 
* horrible finnein Europe, had. this penance impofed on them, 
Totravel to Jerufalem to expiate their faults, Many a whore 
was fent thither to find her virginitie: Many a murderer was 
enjoyned to fight in the Holy warre, to wath off the guilt of 
Chriftian bloud by fhedding bloud of Turks. Thelike wasin 
all other offenfes ; malefactours were fent hither to fatisfie for 
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| demn them, if truly penitents, for impious. May he who {peak- 

eth againft penitents, never have the honour to be one; fince Re- 
pentance is the younger brother to Innocence it felf. But we find 
that many of them reverted to their former wickedneffe : they 
loft none of their old faults and got many new, mending in this 
hot countrey as fowre ale in fummer. Others fled hither, who 
having {upererogated the gallows in their owncountreys by 













avoid the ftroke of Juftice, protected them felves under this § VOy- 
age ; and coming to Paleftine, fo profited in thofe Eaftern 
{chools of vices, that they learnedto be more artificially wick- 
ed. This plainly appeareth, as in fundrie other Authours, fo 


complaineth hereof. And if we value teftimonies rather by the 
weight then number, we muft credit fogravea man, who wri- 
teth it with grief, and had no doubts much water in his eyes as 
ink in his pen, and furely would be thankfull to him that herein 
would prove him a liar.

The eighth hindrance, the Treacherte of rhe 
: Templars; OF Sacriledge alledged by Baronius, 
the caufe of the ll fucceffe. 


Re Earl of Artois upbraided the Mafter of the Tem- 
plars, That it was the common fpeech, that the Holy land 
long fince had been wonne, but for the falfe collufion of the 
Templars and Hofpitallers with the Infidels : Which words, 
though proceeding from paffion in him yet from premedita- 
tion in others, not made by him but related, deferve to be obfer- 
ved the rather, becaufe common reports (like {moke, feldome 
but from fome fire, never but from much heat ) are generally 
|true. It is not to be denied, but that both thefe Orders 
‘| were guiltie herein, as appeareth by the whole current of the 
| ftorie. Yea, King Almerick fairly truffed up twelve Templars at 
once, * hanging them for delivering up animpregnable fort to 
| Syracon. Thefe like a deceitfull chirurgeon, who hath more 
corruption in himfelf then the fore he dreffeth, prolonged the 
cure for their private profit ; and this Holy warre being the trade 
whereby they got their gains, they lengthened ic out to the 
utmoft :So that their Treacherie may paffe forthe eighth im- 


pediment.

Baronius * concludeth this one principall caufe of the Chri- ; Anno 
ftians illfuccefle, Thatthe Kings of Jerufalem took awaythat Dom, 
citie from the Patriarchs thereof, herein committing facriledge,| “~~ 
a fine fo hainous,that malice it felf cannot with an enemy guilty 
ofa worfe. But whether or no this was facriledge, we referre the 
reader to what hath been largely difcuffed before. 

And hereIcould wifhto be an auditour at the learned and 
unpartiall arguing of this queftion, Whether over-great dona- 
tions to the Church may not afterwards be revoked 2 On 
the one fide it wouldbe pleaded, who fhould be judge of the 
over-greatnefle, fecing toomany are fo narrow-hearted to the 
Church, they count any thing too large for it ; yea,fome would 
cut off the flefhof the Churches neceffary maintenance, under 
pretenfe to cure her of a tympanic of fuperfluities. Befides, 
it would be alledged, What once hath been beftowed on pious 
ufes, muft ever remain thereto : To give a thing and take a 
thing, isa play too childith for children ; much leffe muft God 
be mocked therewith, inrefuming what hath been conferred up- 

onhim. It would be argued on the other fide, That when Kings | 
do perceive the Church readie to devoure the Commonwealth 
by vaft and unlimited donations unto it, and Clergice-men’ 
grown to fufpicious greatnefle, armed with hurtfull and dan-| 
gerous priviledges derogatorie to the royaltie of Princes; chen, | 
then it ishigh time for Princes to pare theit overgrown gteat=| 
neffe. But this high pitch we leave to ftronger wings :Sure I | 
am ia another kind, this Holy warre was guiltic of facriledge, 
and for which it thrived no. whit the better.; in. that the Pope 
exempted fix.and twentie thoufand manours in Europe, be- 
longing to the Templars and Hofpitallers, from paying any 
tithesto the Prieft of the parifh ; fo that many a minifter in 
England {marteth at this day for the Holy warre. And if this 
| be not facriledge, to take away the dowrie of the. Church 
without afluring her any joynture in licu of it, I report my 
felf ‘to any that have not the pearl of prejudice in the eye of their 
judgement.

GX me wenow to furvey the Kingdome of Jerufalem init {elf 
i We will take it in its verticall point, in the beginning of ; 
Baldwine the third, when grown to the beft ftrength and beau- 
tie; yet eventhen had it fome faults, whereby it was impowible 
ever long to fubfift. 

1. It lay farre from any true friend. Onthe Weftit was 
bounded with the mid-land-fea, but on all other fidesit was en- 
vironed withan Ocean of foes, aad was a countrey continually 
befieged with enemies. One being to fell his houfe, amoneft 
other commendations thereof, proclaimed, That his houfe had a 
very good neighbour ; athing indeed confiderable in the pur- 
chafe, and might advance the fale thereof a yeares value: Sure I 
am, the Kingdome of Jerufalem hadno fuch conveniencie, ha- 
ving bad neighbours round about : Cyprus indeed their friend 
lay withina dayes fail; but alas! the Kings thereof had their 
hands full to defend themfelves, and could fcarce {parea finger 
to help any other. 

2. The Kingdome was farre extended, but not well com- 
patted : all the bodie’ thereofran ovtin armsand legs. Befides | 
that ground inhabited formerly by the twelve tribes, and pro- 
perly called the Holy land; the Kingdome of Jerufalem ranged | 
Northward over all Coelofyria and Cilicia in the leffer Afia: 
North-eaft ward, it roved over the Principalities of Antioch and 
Edeffa, evenunto Carre beyond Euphrates : Raftward, it pof- | 
feffed farre beyond Jordan the ftrong fort of Cracci,with a great | 
partof Arabia Petrea : Southward, it ftretched to the entrance | 
of Egypt. But as heisaftrong man, whofe joynts are well fet 
and knittogether , not whom nature hath {punne outall inlength 
and never thickened him ; fo it is the united and well compacted 
Kingdome entire in it {elf which is ftrong, not that which reach- 
eth and ftridethrhe fartheft. Forinthe midft of the Kingdome 
of Jerufalem lay the Kingdome of Damafcus, like a canker 
feeding on the breaft thereof: and cleanthrough the Holy land, | 
though the Chriftians had many cities {prinkled here and there, 
the Turks in other {trong holds continued mingled amongtt 
them. 

3. Laftly,( what we have touched once before) fome fub- 
jedtsto the Kings of Jerufalem, namely, the Princes of Anti- 
och, Edeffa and Tripoli, had too large and abfolute aia 
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and authoritie ; They would do whatfoever the King would | Apso 
command them, if they thought good themfelves. Now fub- | Dom. 
jeéts fhould be Adjectives, not able to ftand without ( much leffe| “WW 


againft ) their Prince, or they will make but bad conftruGion 
otherwife. 
Thefe three hindrances in the Kingdome of Jerufalem added 


|to the nine former, will complete a Jurie. Now ifany one 


chance to cenfure one or two of them, let him not triumph there- 
in; for we producenot thefe impediments feverally but joyntly, 
not to fight fingle duells butallinan armie ; Now noceans quam- 
vis fingula, juncta nocent.

Chap. 19. 


What is to be conceived of the incredible nume- 
roufnef[e of many armies mentioned tn this 
jtorte. 


Goa ea mention hath been made through this Holy warre of 
A many armies, afwell Chriftian as Turkith, whofe number of 
fouldiers {well very great ; fo as it will not be amiffe once for all 
to difcufle the point concerning the numeroufnefle of armies an- 
ciently. And herein we branch our opinion intothefe feverals. 
1. Afian armies are generally obferved greater then thofe of 
Europe: There itis but afucking and infant companie to have 
ten thoufand ; yea, under fiftie thoufand no number. Thereafon 
of their multitude is, not that Afiais more populous, but more 
{patious then Europe. Chriftendome is enclofed into many 
{mall Kingdomes and free States ; which feverally can fend forth 
no vaft numbers, and feldome agree fo wellas to make a joynt 
collection of their forces : Afia lieth in common, in large coun- 
treys, and many of them united under one head. . Befides, it is 
probable ( efpecially in ancient times; as may be proved out of}. 
Scripture ) that thofe Eaftern countreys often {pend their whole 
ftock of men,and imploy all their arms-bearing people in their 
martiall fervice, not picking cr culling them out, as we in Europe 
ufeto do. | 
2. Modern armies are farre leffe then thofe in former ages. 
The warre-genius of the world is altered now-a-dayes , and 
{upplieth number with policie; the foxes skinne pieceth out 
the lions hide. Efpecially armies have been printed ina fimal- 
ler Jetter fince guns came up: One well-mounted conics 
pare 
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battel. 


+3. Armies both of Europe,and chiefly in Afia( as farther off) | 
are reported farre greater then truth. Even as many old men | 
ufe to fet the clock of their age too faft when once paft feven- | 
tie; and growing ten yeares inatwelve-moneth, are prefently | 
fourefcore, yea, withina yeare or two after, climbe up toan | 
hundred : So it isin relating the number of fouldiers ; if they | 
exceed threefcore and ten thoufand, then ad rotunditatem numer, | 
they are hoifed up to an hundred, and then fiftie thoufand more | 
caft in for advantage. Not to fpeak of the facil miftake in 
figures ; One telleth, at the firft voyage of Pilgrimes there 
went forth * fix hundred thoufand ; * another counteth three 
hundred thoufand flain at the laft taking of Ptolemais : 
their glib pennes making no more reckoning of men then of 
pinnes, We perchance may do juftly in imitating the unjuft 
fteward, fetting down in the bill of our belief but fifty for every 
hundred. 

Noris itany Paradox, but what will abide the touch, That 
competent forces of able and well-appointed and well-difci- 
plined fouldiers under an experienced Generall, are farre more 
ufefull then fuch an unweldie multitude. Little loadftones will

Yea, fuch im- 
moderate great armies are fubject to great inconveniences. 
1. They are not fo eafily manageable ; and the commands of 
their General! cool and lofe fome vertue in paffing folonga | 
journey through fo many. 2. It is improbable that fo many 


thoufands’can be heaped together, but the armie will be very 


heterogeneous, patched up*cf different people unfuiting in 
their manners , which muft needs occafion much cumbrance. 
3. Thefe crowds of fouldiers may hinder one another in their 
fervice ; as many at the fame time preffing out at a wicket. 
4. Vidtuals for fo many mouthes will not eafily be pro- 
vided ; the provifions ofa countrey ferving them but a meal, 
they muft faft afterwards. 5. Laftly, fuch great numbers 
(though this, I muft confeffe, isonely per acsidens, yet often 
incident ) beget careleffeneffe and confidence in them ; as 
ifthey would not thank God for their vi@tories, but conceive 
it a due debt owed to their multitudes. This hath induced

Atthe fecond fetting forth, of two hundred and fiftie thou- 
fand led hither by Hugh brother to the King of France and fin. 
drie other Bifhops, not a thoufand came into Paleftine. 

In the third voyage , Conrade the Emperour led forth no 
fewer then two hundred thoufand foot and fiftie thoufand horfe; 
nor wasthe armie of King Lewis of France farre inferiour: Of 
whom fuch as returned make no noife, as not confiderable in 
number. 

Acthe fourth fetting forth, Frederick Barbarofla counted an 
hundred and fiftie thoufand fouldiers in his armie : Of whom 


| when they came to Ptolemais, no more then* eighteen hundred 


armed men remained. 

Fifthly, what numbers were carried forth by our Richard }. 
the firft and Philip of France, I find not fpecified ; no doubt 
they did bear proportion to the greatnefle of the underta- 
kers: All whichat their return were confumed toavery fmall’ 
companic. 

Toomitfeverall other intermediate a@ions of many Prin- 
ces, who-went forth with armies and fcarce came home with 
familiés ; King Lewis carried forth two and thirty thoufand : id

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which onely fix thoufand came home, astheir own writers re- 
port, whotell theirtaleas it may found beft for the credit of 
their countrey ; whileft * others count eightie thoufand to have 
loft their lives inthat voyage: yea, * fome reckon no fewer then 
an hundred thoufand common men, befides feven Counts, to 
have died in Cyprus of the plague. | 3 

* Athis fecond voyage to Tunis, of an hundred and twentie 
fhips which lay at anchor at Trape in Sicily, there were no more 
faved then the: mariners of one onely. French fhip, andthe chir- 
teen fhips of our Prince Edward ; allthe reft, with men, armour 
and munition did miferably perith. 

But enough of this doletull fubje@. If young Phyficians with

toexamine which of them deferved moft commendation for 
their valour in this warre. And herein me thinketh the diftincti. 
onufuall in fome Colledges, of Founders, By-foundets, and Be- 
nefa@ours, may properly take place. The Founders of this Holy

| warre, were the French ; the By-founders, the Dutch, Englith; 


and Italian ; the Benefatours ( according to the different de 
erees-of bountie the Spanith, Polifh, Danifh, Sects, and all 
other people of Europe. 

The French I make the Founders for thefe reafons = Firft, 
becaufe they began the action firft. Secondly, France in pro. 


portion fent moft adventurers. Some voyages ‘were all of | 


French; and all voyages were of fome French. Yea, French 
men were fo frequent at Jerufalem, that at this day all, Weftero 
Europeans there are called Franks(as I once conceived, and 
perchance not without. companie in my errour ) becaufe fo 


| many French men came thither in the Holy warre. Since, I 


jam ‘converted from that falfe opinion, having found that two

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name of Franks ; {fo that it feemeth the Turks borrowed that ap- 
pellation from the Grecians. Thirdly, As France fent the moft, 
fomany of moft eminent note: She fheweth for the game no 
worfe cards thena pair royall of Kings ; Lewis the Young, Phi- 
lip Auguftus, and Saint Lewis ; befides Philip the Bold his 
fonne, who went half-wayto Tunis. The firft and laft Chriftian 
King of Europethat wentto Paleftine wasa French man; and 


| all the Kings of Jerufalem, Frederick the Emperour onely ex- 


cepted, orginally were of that nation. Fourthly, Evenat this 
day France is moft loyall to. the caufe. Moft grand Mifters of 
the Hofpitallers have been French men: And at this day the 
Knights of Malta, who have but foure Albergies or Seminaries 
in all Chriftendome, have * three of them in France ; viz. one 
of France in generall; one of Avergne,.and one of Provence. 
Yet France carrieth not the upper hand fo clearly, but that Ger- 
manic juftleth for it; efpecially if we adde co itthe Low coun- 
treys, the beft ftable of woodden horfes, and moft potent in 
fhipping in that age of any countrey in Europe :which though 
an amphibiox. betwixt both, yet cuftome atthis day adjudgeth it 
Dutch. 

Now thefe are the feverall accents of honour in the Get- 
mane fervice: Firft, That countrey fheweth three Emperours 
inthe Holy warre ; Conrade, Fredsrick Barbaroffa, and Fre- 
derick the fecond. The laft of thefe was, folemnly crowned 
and peaceably poffeffed King of Jerufalem. Secondly, Ger- 
menie fent more Princes to ‘this warre then all. Earope be- 
fides. It would bean infinite taskito reckon them all ;it being 
true of the Germane Nobilitie, what. Logicians fay ofa Line, 
thatit is dias(ibslis én femper divifibilia. Here honours equally 
defcendto fonnes and daughters ; whereby they have Counts 
without counting in the whole Empire : There were feven- 
teen Princes of Henault, and feven andtwentie. Earls of Mans- 
field allliving together: So that one of their own countreymen 
faith, Thatthe Dutch efteem none to bemen, but onely fuch 
asare Noble-men. We will not take notice of Germanie as it | 
is minced into: pettie Principalities,; but as cut into principall 
Provinces.’ We find thefe regnant Princes ( for as for their 
younger brethren, herein they arenot accounted )to have been 
perfonally prefent inthe Holy warte: ;

It was 
divided into many pettie Kingdomes ; fo that her peoples va- 
lour had no progreffive motion in length, to make any impref- 
fion in forrein parts, but onely moved round in a circle at 
home, their pettie Regali {pending themfelves again{t them- 
felves, tillour Henry the fecond conquered them all. After 
which time the Irith began to look abroad into Paleftine : wit- 
nefle many houfes for Templars, and the ftately Priorie of 
Kilmainam. nigh Dublin for Hofpitallers; the laf Lord Prior 
whereof at the diflolution, was Sir John Rawfon.

For Sir Nicolas de Villi- 
ers Knight, followed Edward the firftin his warres inthe Ho- 
ly land ;and then and there affumed this his new Coat: For 

| formerly he bore Sable three Cinquefoils Argent. This * Ni- 
}colas was the anceftour of the Duke of Buckingham, lineally 
| defcended from the ancient familic of Villiers ia Normandie ; 
then whichname none more redoubted in this fervice: For we 
'* find John de Villiers the one and twentieth Mafter of the 
Hofpitallers ; and another Philip de Villiers Mafter of Rhodes, 
uader whom it was furrendred to the Turks ;a yielding equal! to 
aconqueft. 
| Yet fhould one labour to find a My fterie in all Arms, relating 
tothe qualitie or deferts of the owners of them (like Chryfip- 
pus, who troubled himfelf with great contentionto find out a 
_ Stoicall affertion of Philofophie in every fiction of the Poets) he 
| would light ona labour in vain. For I believe (be it fpoken 
with loyaltie to all Kings of Arms, and Heralds their Lieute- 
nants in that facultie )that at the firft, the * will of the bearer 
| was the reafon of the bearing , or ifat their original! of afluming 
| them there were fome fpeciall caufe, yet time fince hath cancel- 
iled it: And asin Mythologie, the morall hath often been made 
fincethe fable ; fo'a fympathie betwixt the Arms and the bearer 
hath fometimes been of later invention. Idenie not but in fome 
Coats fome probable reafon may be affigned of bearing them : 
But it is in vain to digge for mines in every ground, becaufe there 
is lead in Mendip hills. 

To conclude ; As great is the ufe of Arms, fo this efpecially, 
'To preferve the memories of the dead. Many a dumbe mo- 
nument, which through time or facriledge hath loft his tongue, 
the epitaph, yet hath made fuch fignes by the {cutcheons 
aboutit, that Antiquaries have underftood who lay thereen- 
tombed.

money out of peoples purfes, or thereby to cloke and cover 
armies levied to other intents: Befides, moft of thefe defignes 
were abortive, or aborfive rather, like chofe untimely mif- 
carriages nothonoured with a foul or the fhapeand lineaments 
of an infant. Yerto fave the Readers longing, we will give 
him ataft or two; and begin with that of our Henry the fourth 
of England. , 

The end of the rcigne of thisour Henry. was peaceable and 
profperous. For though his title was builded onabad foun- 
dation, yet ithad ftrong buttreffes : moft of the Nobilitie f2- 
voured and fenfed it: And as for the houle of York, it ap. 
peared not ; its beft blond as yet ranne in feminine veins, 
and therefore was the lefle active. Now King Henry in the 
funne-fhine evening of his life (aftera ftormie day ) was dif- 


pofed to walk abroad, and take infome forrein aire, He pitch- 
*rord Veru- | edhis thoughts on the Holy * warre, for to go to Jerulalem, 


and began to provide for the fame. One principall motive 
which incited him was, That it was ‘told him he fhould nor

__ Farre better, I believe, then that of Charlesthe eighth King 
| of France: Who inabraving Embaffage which he fent to our 
| Henry the feventh, gave himto underftand his refolutions; to 
| make re-conqueft of Naples, butas of a bridge to * tranfpore 
his forcesinto Grecia; and ithennotto fpare bloud or treafure 
(ifit wereto the impairing of his Crown and difpeopling of 
France ) till either he hadoverthrown the Empire of the Orto- 
mans, or taken it in his way to Paradife ; and hence ( belike ) he 
would haveat Jerufalem, invited (as he faid) with the former 
example of our Henry the fourth. But ovr King Henry the 
feventh( being too good a fenfer to miftake a flourih for a blow) 
quickly refented his drift ( which was to perfwade our King to 
peace, till Charles fhould perform his projeéts in little Brieain 
and elfewhere )and deale with him accordingly. And as for the 
gradation of King Charles his purpofes, Naples, Grecia, Jerufa- 
lem, a ftately but difficult afcent,( where the ftairs are fo farre 
_afunder, the legs muft be long to ftride them ) the French nation 
_was weary of climbing the firft, andthen came down, vaulting 
_nimbly into Naples and out of it again. 

More cordiall was that of * James the fourth King of Scot- 
land, that’ pious Prince : who being touched in confcience for his 
| fathers death ( though he did not caufe it, but feemed to counté- 
_nance it with his prefence ) ever after, in token of his contrition, 
| wore an iron chain about his body ; and to expiate his fault, in-’ 
| tended a journey into Syria. He prepared his navic, provided his 

fouldiers, imparted his project to forrein Princess and verily had 
gone, ifat the firft other warres, and afterwards fudden death 
had not caufed his ftay.

For Cafanusthe great Tartar Prince, having 
of late fubdued the Perfians, and married the daughter of 
the Armenian King (a Lady of great perfection ) and of a Ma- 
hometane becomea Chriftian, at the requeft of his wife he be- 
fieged the citie * Jerufalem, and took it without refiftance. The 
Temple of our Saviour he'gave to the Armenians, Georgians, 
and other Chriftians, which flocked thick out of Cyprus there 
to inhabit.

this day.

Thus the Counts of Brienne in France 
(if any ftill remain of that houfe)gave away their cake and 
kept it ftill ; in that John Bren parted with ‘his right to this 
Kingdome, in match with Iole his daughter to Fredetick the 
fecond Emperour, and yetthe Earls of his familie pretend ftill to 
Jerufalem. : 

3- We may believe, that by matches and under-matches 
fome of thefe titles may refidein private Gentlemen; efpecially 
in France : And what wonder? feeing within fourteen generati- 
ons, the * royall bloud of the Kings of Judah ran in the veins of 
plain Jofeph a painfull carpenter. 

4. At this day fome of thofe titles are finally extin@:as that of 
the Emperours of the Eaft, conquered by the Ottoman familie ; 
Their Imperial! Eagle was fo farre from beholding the funne, 
that the half-moon dazzled, yea quite put out hiseyes. Rankin 
the fame form the Kings of Armenia, and Sultans of Egypt. 

5. Some of thefe titles are tranflated: That of the Lufignans, 
Kings of Cyprus, probably paffed with that Ifland to the State 
of Venice; The claim of the Hungarian Kings feemeth ar this 
day to remain in the Germane Emperour.

i ai Turkifh Empire is the greateft and beft-compacted (not 
excepting the Romane it felf in the height thereof) that 
the funne ever faw. Take feaand land together (as bones and 
flefh make up one bodie )and from Budain the Weft to Taurus 
in the Eaft, it ftretcheth about three thoufand miles : little leffe 
is the extent thereof North and South; Itlicth inthe heart of 
the world, likea bold championbidding defiance ro all his bor- 
derers, commanding the moft fruicfull countreys of Europe, 
Afia,and Africa: Onely America (not more happie in her rich 
mines then in her remoteneffe ) lieth free from the reach 
thereof. 
Populous it is not; for men will never grow thick where 
meat groweth thinne : It lieth wafte, according to the old 
; proverb, Graffe {pringeth not where the Grand Signors 
| horfe fetteth his foot. Befides,a third part( I may fay,half ) 
of thofe in Turkie are not Turks, but either Jews or Chri- 
ftians. 
The ftrength of this Empire confifteth either in bones or 
| tones, men or munition. Of the firft, The beft ftake in the

kith Empire refembleth the Romane in many particulars :not | 


that they ever ftudied imitation, and by reading of Hiftorie 
conformed their State to Romane precedents, ¢ farre be it from 
usto wrong them with the falfe imputation of fo much learn- 
ing ) but rather cafually they have met -in fome common 
| Pritacipte of policie. Of thefe Timariots, on occafion and 
competent warning, he can bring into the: field an. hundred 
and fiftie thoufand, all bound by the tenure of their lands 
to arm, clothe, feed, pay themfelves : So great an je ore 
which 
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Anno which would drain the wealth of other Princes, doth coftthe 

Dow.| great Turk no drop of expenfe. 

V~| Next follow his beft footmen, called Janizaries, taken 
young from their Chriftian parents ( parallel to the Romane 
Pretorian fouldiers ) being the guard of the Grand Signors i 
perfon, Butas they watch about-him, fo he cafteth a watch- 
full eye on them ; fecing of late they are grown from pain- 
full co be proud, yea infolent and intolerable :it being true of 
thefe Janizaries inthe Turkifh »Empire, as of Elephants in an 
armie ; If well ruled, they alone are enough to winne the bat- 
tel; ifunruly, they alone are enough. to lofe it. As for all other 
forts ofthe Turks, both foot and horfe,they are but flugs ; as 
whom the Grand Signor litle trufteth, and others need 
leffe fear. 7 

His Frontier cities, efpecially thofe which refpea& Chriften- 
dome, are exadtly fortified. Rank with thefe fuch places of im- 
portance and caftles as command paffages of confequence. As' 
for his inland-cities, there is no fuperfluous, fcarce competent, | 
ftrengthin them. But if we allow thofe people to be chafte, 
who never were folicited to be otherwife, then may many cities | 
lying in the bowels of his Empire paffe for ftrong, which fora | 
long time have not had nor in hafteare likely to have the tempta- | 
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Of Ordinance he hath great ftore, and hath excellent ma- | 
terials to make them of; and is alfo very powerfull in fhipping. | 
Indeed fhips of great burden would be burdenfome in thofe | 
narrow feas, and experience hath found leffer veffels of greater 
ufe ; whereof he hathftore. And thoughthe Turks either want 
ingenic or induftrie, either care not or cannot be good fhip. 
wrights themfelves; yet the fpite is, as long as thére is gold 
amongft the Turks there will be drofle amongft the Chrifti- 
ans, [mean fome whofor bafe gain will betray the myfteries 
of our ufefull arts unto them. As for wood to build with, he 
hath excellent in Bithynia ; yea, generally in this wild Empire, 
trees grow better then men, » To his fea-munition may be re- 
*duced his multitude of flaves, though not the informing yet 
(againft their wills ) the affifting form of his Galleys, and in 
whom confifteth a great part of their ftreneth and {wift- 
neffe. 

Nor muft we forget the Pirates of Tunis and Algier, which 
are Turks and no Turks : Sometimes the Grand Signor dif- 
claimeth, renounceth and cafteth them off to ftand upon their 
own bottom ; as when thofe Chriftian Princes which are con- 
federate with him, complain to him of the wrongs thofe {ea- 

' robbers have done them. But though he fendeth them out 
to feek their own meat, he can clock them under his wings

the fummer of his own profperitie hethroweth them off as a 
upper garment of no ule, yet in cold weather he will buckle 
them on again ; and if neceffitie pincheth him, receive them not 
as retainers at large but as his beft fervants in ordinarie. 

Nor is ic the laft and leaft partof the ftrength of this Empire, 
that all hernative people are linked together in one religiom:T he 
difcords about which in other kingdomes havebeen the caufe, 
firft of che unjoynting,and then of the finall ruine and defolation 
of many worthy Staves: Whereas here,the Mahometane religion 
Cif Lwrong it not with fo goodaname )isfo full of unitie and 
agreement, that there is no difference and diffenfion about ir. Yea, 


well may that coat have no feam which hath no thape. A fenfe-. 


lefle ignorant profeffion it is, not able to go to the coft ofa con- 
troverfie: And all colours may well agree in the dark, | 

Next the ftrength followeth the wealth ; yea, it is part there- 
of: For allrich Kingdomes may be ftrong, and purchafe artifici- 
all fortification. Thecertain and conftant revenues of the great 
Turk are not great, if withall we confider the {patioufneffe of his 
Dominions. Some have mounted his ordin 


tocight * millions of gold. But men gueffe by uncertain aim at 
Princes revenues, efpecially if they be fo remote: We may be- 
lieve that in their conjecture herein, though they miffe the mark, 
they hit the butt. Farre gceater might his intrado be. if husban- 
drie, and chiefly merchandife, were plied in his countrey ; mer- 
chants being the Vena porta ofa Kingdome; without which it 
may have good limbes, but emptie veins, and nourith little. 
Now although this Empire be ofa vaft extent, having many 
fafe harbours to receive ftrangers there, and Stable commodities 
( chiefly if induftrie were ufed ) to allure them thither ; yet hath 
itin effe& but foure prime places of trading; Conftantinople, 
Cairo, Aleppo, and Tauris. As for the extraordinarie revenues 
of the Grand Signor, by his efcheats and other courfes if he 
pleafeth to take them, they are a Nemo fcit : For in effet he 
is worth as much as allhis fubjedts (or flaves rather ) through- 
out his whole Empire are worth, his {punges to fqueeze at 
pleafure. 

But the Lion is not fo fierce as he is painted, nor this Empire 
fo formidable as fame giveth it out. The Turks headis leffe 
then his turbant, and his turbant leffe then it feemeth ; fwel- 
ling without, hollow within. If more ferioufly it be confi- 
dered, this. State cannot be ftrong, which is a pure and abfo- 
lute tyrannie. Hisfubje@s under him have nothing certain but 
this, That they have nothing certain; and may thank the Grand 


Signor for giving them whatfoever he taketh not away from 
them. Their goods they hold by p

will be foon out of heart, if not’ maintained and ( as I may fay ) 
compofted with hopes to receive benefit by his labours. Here 

reat officers, if they love themfelves, muft labour not to be 
beloved :for popularitie ishigh treafon; and generally wealth 
is a finne to be expiated by death. Ina word, icisacruel tyran- 
nie, bathed inthe bloud of their Emperours upon every fuccefii- 
on; a heap of vaffals and flaves; no Nobles( except for time

And needeth not that Kingdome conftant and continued 
pointing, which is cemented with fear not love? May we not 
juttly think, and there be many in this Empire which rather 
wait a time then want defire to overthrow it 2 For though 
fome think the Grecians in Turkie bear fuch inveterate hate 
to the Latine Chriftians, that they would rather refufe deli- 
_verance then accept them for their deliverers ; yet furely both 
, they, and perchance fome native Turks, out of that principle 
of defiring libertie( the fecond rule next preferving life in the 
_charter of Nature) would be made(if this Empire were feri. 
oufly invaded, fo that the foundation thereof did cotter } 
_fooner to find two hands to pluck it down thenone finger to 
| hold it up. 

And he have juft caufe to hope that the fall of this unwel- 

die Empire doth approch. It was high noon with it fiftie yeares 
|280 ; we hope now it draweth near night: the rather, becaufe 
luxurie, though late, yet at laft hath found the Turks out, or 
they it. When firftthey came_ourof Turcomania, and werein 
their pure naturals, they were wonderfully abftemious, neg- 
lecting all voluptuoufneffe, not fo much out of a diflike as ignor- 
ance of it: But now having tafted the fweetneife of the cup, they 
can drink as great a draught as any others. That Paradife of cor- 
porall pleafure which Mahomet promifed them in the world to 
come, they begin to anticipate here, at leaftwife to take an ear- 
nett of ic, and have well foked themfelves in Juxurie, Yea, now 
they beginto grow covetous, both Prince and people, rather 
fecking to enjoy their means with quiet then enlarge them with 
danger. 

Heaven can as eafily blaft an oak as trample a mufhrome. 
And we may expéé the ruine of this great Empire will come: 
for of late it hath little increafed its ftock, and now. begin- 
neth to fpend of the principall. It were arrant ae I
